South  London 
chemists  have  interviewed  the  first  opponent  (Mr.  Bailey,  M.P.), 
but  he  is  relentless  (p.  748).

Menthol,  cocoa- 
butter,  soda  tart.,  pulv.  seidlitz.,  sugar  of  milk,  and  shellac  are 
higher.  German  camphor,  artiScial  musk,  vanilla,  and  saccharin 
are  lower  (p.  758). 

Mk.  Jesse  Boot  has  circularised  members  of  Parliament  in 
opposition  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  there  is  other  opposition 
from  company-people  (p.  748  and  p.  740).  We  show  that  the 
qualification  of  directors  is  an  extension  of  the  principle  of  the 
"widows  clause"  (p.  744).

Brevities. 

One  of  the  striking  features  about  the  Stock  Exchange 
walk  from  London  to  Brighton  was  a  big  van  of  Oxo  which 
mitiient  was  served  to  the  walkers  who  wanted  it. 

At  Guildford  last  quarter  samples  of  Epsom  salts,  tincture 
of  ihubarb,  and  olive  oil  were  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Eood 
and  Drugs  Act,  and  all  were  certified  to  be  genuine. 

Molasses  is  the  latest  cancer-cure.  The  idea  comes  from 
Queensland,  and  the  Middlesex  Hospital  authorities  have 
decided  to  fully  look  into  the  merits  of  the  alleged  cure. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Tottenham  on  May  6  on  the  body 
of  Alfred  James  Forster  (27),  lately  a  clerk  in  the  employ  of 
Messrs.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  Aldersgate  Street,  E.G.,  who  was 
foimd  drowned  in  the  Kiver  Lea. 

For  keeping  carbide  of  calcium  in  other  than  strong  metal 
vessels,  and  allowing  more  than  one  vessel  containing  carbide 
of  calcium  to  be  open  at  one  time,  a  man  was  at  Doncaster 
on  April  4  fined  30s.  and  9^.  in  each  case. 

Three  tons  of  cough-lozenges  and  2,500,000  pills  are  irsed 
in  a  year  at  the  London  Hospital.  The  Lord  Mayor  added 
to  this  announcement  at  the  hospital  banquet  on  May  4  that 
he  had  received  127,000Z.  in  subscriptions. 

At  Ormskirk  Petty  Sessions,  on  May  1,  Edward  T.  Bjron, 
of  St.  Helens,  manager  to  Messrs.  Waller  &  Riley  (Limited), 
cash  chemists  and  wine  and  spirit  merchants,  was  fined  5/. 
and  costs  for  a  breach  of  the  Licensing  Act. 

At  Keighley,  on  May  2,  Cecil  Ackroyd,  general  dealer, 
Haworth,  was  fined  15-i.  and  costs  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  for  selling  McCluskey's  celebrated  liqueur  rum, 
liqueur  brandy,  and  sherry  wine,  which  were  below  the  legal 
alcoholic  standard. 

The  anaual  meeting  of  the  Photographic  Trade  Association 
was  held  at  Anderton's  Hotel,  Fleet  Street,  EC,  on  April  30. 
The  council  report  states  that  a  delegate  of  the  Association 
has  been  deputed  to  watch  over  the  interests  of  the  trade  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  Lill  to  amend  the  "  Poisons  " 
Act. 

Mr.  John  Goodfellow,  the  analytical  chemist,  who  is  now 
serving  a  term  of  penal  servitude  for  forgery,  appeared  in 
the  Divorce  Court  on  May  5  as  the  respondent  in  an  action 
by  his  wife.  It  was  stated  that  he  once  earned  1,500Z. 
a  year.  He  did  not  deny  his  wife's  charge,  and  she  got  a 
decree  nisi. 

At  Workington,  on  April  29,  Albert  Edward  Johnson  (13) 
was  bound  over  on  a  charge  of  stealing  211. 15s.  9d.  in  money, 
a  cheque,  and  a  banker's  pass-book,  the  property  of  Mr.  W.  B. 
Hubble,  chemist  and  druggist,  AVorkington.  Mr.  Hubble 
sent  the  accused  to  the  bank  with  the  articles  mentioned 
and  he  absconded. 

John  Todd,  described  as  a  fireman,  was  remanded  at 
Worship  Street  Police  Court  on  May  4  on  a  charge  of  being 
concerned  in  stealing  and  receiving  ten  tins  of  oil  of 
bergamot,  value  60/.,  and  five  4-gal.  tins  of  oil  of  mirbane. 
The  bergamot  was  stolen  from  a  barrow  belonging  to  Messrs. 
Beck  &  PoUitzer,  wharfingers.  Upper  Thames  Street,  E.C., 
who  had  the  goods  for  delivery.  The  oil  of  mirbane  had  not 
then  been  owned. 

The  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association's  last  musical  and 
social  evening  of  the  session  was  held  at  73  Newman 
Street,  W.,  on  April  30.  Messrs.  W.  Garsed,  H.  B.  Everson, 
D.  C.  Jones,  Easton,  Victor  Blin,  C.  Morley,  E.  H.  Barker,  and 
Webb  contributed  songs,  and  Messrs.  Morley,  Tajdor,  Alvery, 
and  Town  gave  recitations.  Mr.  W.  S.  Parker  presided  at 
the  piano.  A  whip-round  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Benevolent  Fund  realised  10*'.  6d. 

At  Bow  Street,  on  April  29,  Franz  Narden  Roetter  was 
extradited  to  Germany  on  the  charge  of  obtaining  money  by 
false  pretences.  The  accused  carried  on  a  medical  institute  at 
Berlin,  and  he  was  charged  some  time  ago  with  fraud  in 


connection  with  the  sale  of  his  medicine,  which  he  adver- 
tised at  a  cost  of  5,000/.  a  year.  He  was  remanded  on  750/- 
bail,  and  at  once  sailed  for  England.  In  his  absence  he  was 
sentenced  to  3.|  years'  penal  servitude. 

At  Blackpool,  on  May  6,  Daniel  Boland  was  charged  with 
being  drunk  and  disorderly.  Dr.  Dunderdale  stated  that 
when  he  examined  Boland  the  latter  had  every  symptom  of 
being  drunk,  and  the  only  thing  that  witness  could  not 
understand  was  that  his  breath  did  not  smell  of  drink.  He 
had  since  found  out  that  Boland  had  been  taking  a  quack 
medicine  which  contained  a  large  quantity  of  alcohol.  In 
discharging  defendant  the  Magistrates  advised  him  to  avoid 
quack  medicines  in  future. 

At  the  Liverpool  County  Court,  on  April  28,  a  committal 
order  was  obtained  against  Wyatt  Barford,  an  unqualified 
assistant  in  the  employment  of  W.  Jones  &  Co.,  chemists. 
159  Strand  Road,  Bootle,  for  having  disobeyed  an  order  of 
the  Court  made  on  August  11  last,  whereby  it  was  adjudged 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  recover  from  him  a  penalty 
of  51.  and  costs  for  having  sold  poison.  It  was  ordered  that 
the  amount,  with  costs,  be  paid  by  instalments  of  5,«.  a 
month.  Since  that  date,  however,  he  had  only  paid  three 
instalments,  and  he  was  now  in  default  to  the  extent  of  25.*. 
Barford  promised  to  pay  the  instalments  regularly  providing 
the  order  were  redviced  to  4s.  a  month,  and  this  was  agreed 
to.

16-oz  bot.,  4s.  2(7.  per  32-oz.  bot,  in  gal.  jirs  "discontinued"; 
cod-liver  oil,  veterinary,  "  pricas  on  application " ;  Roche's 
embrocation,  3s.  6(7.  per  bot.;  Scotfs  emulsion.  Is.  11(7.  and 
3s.  8d.  per  bot.;  Odol,  Is.  1J(7.  and  2s.  3'?.  per  flask  ;  silicate  oE 
soda,  "or  water-glass  solution,"  2s.  per  gal.,  tins  6(7.  extra,  non- 
returnable. 

The  directions  for  the  water-glass  solution  state  that  the 
solution  is  to  be  dilated  1  part  to  15  of  water.  "  The  eggs  should 
be  completely  submerged ;  it  any  float  a  cover  may  be  used  to 
sink  them.  The  solution  can  be  used  repeatedly.  The  eggs 
should  be  placed  in  the  solution  as  soon  as  possible." 

London  County  Council. 

At  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  on 
Tuesday  it  was  reported  that  the  leasehold  and  trade  claim 
of  Mr.  Daniel  Edwards,  chemist,  in  respect  of  149  Goswell 
Road,  had  been  settled.  The  amount  claimed  was  1,250/., 
and  the  amount  of  settlement  1,060/. 

The  Parliamentary  Committee  of  the  Council  recom- 
mended— ■ 

That  the  Shops  (Early  Closing)  Bill,  1903,  be  approved  subject 
to  the  insertion  of  an  amendment  to  enable  the  Council  to  re- 
solve to  make  a  draft  order  under  the  Bill  without  waiting  for  an 
application  from  shopkeepers. 

To  this  Mr.  Pomeroy  moved  the  following  amendment : 

Tliat  the  Council,  while  favouring  a  reduction  in  hours  worked 
by  occupiers  of,  and  assistants  in,  shops,  with  due  regard  to  public 
convenience,  is  not  prepared  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  merits 
of  the  Bills  dealing  with  the  early  closing  of  shops  introduced  into 
Parliament  this  Session. 

The  amendment  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Hardy,  and  a  long- 
discussion  followed.  Mr.  J.  Burns  strongly  urged  the  Council 
to  support  the  Bill  of  Sir  Charles  Dilke  in  preference  to  the 
Bill  of  Lord  Avebury.  It  was  finally  agreed  to  withdraw 
the  amendment,  and  to  take  back  the  report  so  that  it  might 
be  considered  in  connection  with  the  Bill  of  Sir  Charles 
Dilke. 

The  Dobbs-Cross  Circular. 

The  Bradford  Chamber  of  Commerce,  on  April  29,  dis- 
cussed an  appeal  for  support  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
Poisons  Committee  on  the  Sale  of  Poisonous  Compounds  for 
Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Purposes,  and  the  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Wool  Supply  Committee. 

The  Staffordshire  Chamber  of  Agriculture  last  week  con- 
sidered a  circular  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  pointing 
out  that  attempts  were  being  made  to  mislead  public  opinion 
in  regard  to  the  sale  of  agricultural  and  horticultural  pre- 
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pxrations  which  contained  poison.  It_  was  explained  that 
all  the  Society  want  ti  do  is  to  prevent  dangerous  poisons 
being  sold  by  incompetent  persons.  If  a  chemist  sells  poison 
he  has  to  register  the  sale,  whereas  some  florists  sell 
arsenic,  for  instance,  without  any  such  check.  The  Society 
is  endeivouring  to  prevent  the  sale  of  poisons  without  proper 
restrictions.    No  action  was  taken  in  the  matter. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  \Va'<e!ielil  ChiTiber  of  Commerce,  on 
April  27,  a  communication  was  veaeived  from  the  Traders  in 
Poisonous  Compaunds  for  Trade  Purpases  Protection  Society, 
a-iking  the  Chamber  to  assist  in  removing  certain  restrictions 
at  present  put  npon  the  sale  of  poisonous  cimpounds  for 
agricultural  and  horticultural  purposes.  Mr.  George  Bolton 
observed  that  he  understood  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
Association  was  strongly  opposed  to  any  removal  of  such 
restrictions.  Mr.  Stonehouso  thought  it  would  very 
dangerous  to  meddle  with  the  safeguards  which  already 
existed.  Mr.  E  Iward  Day  thought  the  present  rules  were  a 
hardship  upon  those  people,  other  than  chemists,  who  were 
engaged  in  the  sale  of  agricultural  and  horticultural  com- 
pounds, and  it  was  eventually  decided  to  foward  the  com- 
munication to  the  Chamber  of  Agricultire. 

Writing  to  the  Torquay  Tunes,  Mr.  J.  Young,  Hon.  Secre- 
tary of  the  Torquay  Chemists'  Association,  warns  the  Torquay 
Chamber  of  Commerce  against  a  resolution  to  be  submitted 
"in  favour  of  licensed  traders  retailing  poisonous  compounds 
for  agricultural  and  horticultural  purposes."  Mr.  Young 
points  out  that  the  Chamber  is  thus  to  be  asked  to  encourage 
a  policy  of  free  trade  in  poisons  to  the  extreme  dangerof  the 
public  generally.  He  hopes  the  members  will  hesitate 
before  allowing  their  organisation  to  be  used  as  a  tool  in  the 
hands  of  certain  manufacturers,  "who,  having  been  con- 
victed by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  unlawfully  selling 
most  dangerous  poisons,  are  now  endeavouring  to  alter  the 
law  vidiich  was  passed  for  the  safety  of  the  public."  Chemists, 
by  their  c  ireful  training,  he  writes,  are  the  only  persons 
allowed  by  law  to  sell  poisons  under  proper  restrictions,  and 
it  is  morally  certain  that  if  these  restrictions  are  relaxed  it 
will  not  only  lead  to  numerous  fatal  accidents,  but  it  will 
tend  to  increase  suicides  and  murder  by  placing  these 
powerful  poisons  within  easy  reach. 

At  Last ! 

The  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  issued 
to  divisional  secretaries  a  circular  letter  wit.li  a  pamphlet 
entitled  '■  Reasons  for  Disagreeing  with  the  Majority  Report 
of  the  Privy  Council  Poisons  Committee,"  being  material  for 
combating  misrepresentation  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons. 
This  is  supplied  also  to  enable  the  divisional  secretaries  to 
memorialise  the  local  members  of  Parliament  when  the  time 
for  the  exertion  of  pressure  arrives.  The  Parliamentary 
Committee  of  the  Council  is  of  opinion  "  that  no  useful 
purpose  would  be  served  by  approaching  M.P.s  now,  but  as 
no  one  can  foresee  what  coui-se  the  Grovernment  may  pursue, 
it  has  been, deemed  advisable  to  place  local  officers  of  the 
Society  in  a  position  of  preparation  for  any  eventuality." 
The  pamphlet  summarises  the  three  Reports,  and  sets  out 
the  position  of  the  Society  in  opposing  legislation  on  the 
lines  of  the  Majority  Report — administration,  inconvenience 
to  farmers,  &c.,  third  schedule,  general  misconceptions. 
The  Appendi.x  summarises  the  evidence  against  relaxation 
of  the  law,  the  supplementary  evidence  since  the  publi- 
■  cation  of  the  Report  (from  coroners  and  others),  and 
reviews  Mr.  Cross's  Supplementary  Report,  the  petitions 
from  some  Chambers  of  Commerce,  &c.,  and  future  effect  of 
legislation  on  the  lines  of  the  Report.  The  pamphlet 
finishes  with  a  syllabus  of  one  of  the  subjects  of  the 
Society's  examination  (botany),  and  a  list  of  poisons  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  1858. 

Photographic  Jubilee. 

The  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  foundation  of  the  Royal 
Photographic  Society  of  Great  Britain  is  to  be  celebrated  by 
a  Congress  of  Photographers.  The  Congress  will  be  opened 
on  May  19  at  the  New  Gallery,  121  Regent  Street,  when  the 
President  will  deliver  an  address.  This  will  be  followed  by 
a  conrersazioiie,  when  the  President  and  Council  will  receive 
the  Society's  members  and  guests.  On  May  20,  at  the 
.  Society's  house,  63  Russell  Square,  a  meeting  will  be  held  at 
.  3  P.M.,  when  papers  will  be  readj  and  in  the  evening  a  dinner 


is  to  take  place  at  Prascati's  Restaurant.  An  exhibition  of 
historical  objects  in  connection  with  photography  is  one  of 
the  interesting  features  of  the  commemoration. 

Dover  Chemists'  AssoDiation. 

The  quarterly  meeting  was  held  at  Mr.  Ewell's,  Townwall 
Street,  on  Wednesday,  May  6.  There  were  present  Messrs. 
Peake  (President),  Etvell  (Secretarj),  Brown,  Forster,  and 
Hambrook,  jun.  The  usual  routine  business  was  transacted. 
It  was  agreed  to  fix  the  price  of  cod-liver  oil  at  l,v.  Qd.  per 
8  oz.  and  2s.  Qd.  per  pint.  Mr.  Ewell  was  selected  as  delegate 
for  the  Conference  and  Federation  meetings  at  Bristol.  The 
candidates  for  the  Council  were  discussed,  and  various 
letters  read.    The  new  Liverpool  price-list  was  looked  at. 

About  "  T.  C.  Smith." 

There  is  only  one  T.  C.  Smith  on  the  register  of  chemists 
and  druggists — Mr.  Thomas  Connell  Smith,  one  of  the 
principals  of  Messrs.  T.  &  H.  Smith  &  Co.,  manufacturing 
chemists,  Edinburgh  and  London.  But  a  person  has  been 
giving  several  London  pharmacists  recently  a  good  deal  of 
trouble  by  getting  situations  under  the  name  of  "  T.  C. 
Smith,"  as  a  registered  man  ;  indeed,  in  one  case  he  told  the 
lady  who  employed  him  that  he  was  Thomas  Connell  Smith, 
that  he  qualified  in  1898,  and  that  his  address  at  that  time 
was  Duke  Street,  Edinburgh.  When  we  reported  a  police- 
court  case  in  which  this  person  was  concerned  {C.  4'  D., 
March  7,  page  379),  we  stated  that  he  has  no  connection  with 
the  well-known  firm,  and  we  are  compelled  to  return  to  the 
matter  in  consequence  of  the  following  facts.  On  March  27, 
Smith,  writing  from  Leytonstone,  applied  to  a  well-known 
pharmacist  for  a  managership  vacancy.  He  wrote  a  nice 
business-like  letter,  and  gave  a  reference  to  Mr.  J.  T.  Stewart, 
Leytonstone,  which  was  satisfactory.  He  was  engaged,  and 
started  on  April  7.  Within  a  month  his  employer  had  cause 
to  regret  the  engagement.  Smith  left  suddenly.  Then  it 
was  discovered  that  the  satisfactory  letter  from  Mr.  Stewart 
was  written  by  Smith  himself  on  a  letter-heading  which  was 
not  Mr.  Stewart's  at  all  ;  and  in  Smith's  bag  (which  he  left) 
were  found  similar  forms,  and  others  professing  to  be 
the  letter-headings  of  Messrs.  Decastro,  Watson  &  Richards, 
Wilton  Place,  S.W.,  and  Mr.  Early  Bunn,  of  Chelmsford.

Royal  Institution. 
At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Royal 
Institution,  which  took  place  on  May  1,  the  Duke  of  North- 
umberland was  re  elected  President,  Sir  James  Crichton 
Brown  Vice-President,  and  Sir  Wm.  Crookes  Secretary. 
Professor  Dewar  made  some  remarks  about  the  experiments 
in  the  laboratory  on  the  inleraction  of  fluorine  and  hydrogen 
■at  low  temperatures.  The  specimens  of  fluorine  were  sent 
from  Paris  by  M.  Moissan,  who  had  discovered  that  it  was 
possible  to  store  the  pure  gas  in  glass  vessels,  provided  they 
were  perfectly  dry  and  iree  from  organic  matter.  These 
experiments,  Professor  Dewar  said,  upset  our  ideas  about  the 
abeyance  of  chemical  reactions  ac  low  temperatures,  for  it 
was  found  that  liquid  fluorine  at  -  200°  acted  on  hydro- 
carbons with  evolution  of  heat,  and  that  there  was  still 
combination  when  free  hydrogen  was  employed.  Hydrogen 
and  fluorine  being  the  only  two  gases  that  combined  of 
themselves  without  the  aid  of  heat  or  other  external  agent, 
it  was  therefore  of  interest  to  see  what  would  happen  if 
both  were  in  the  liquid  state.  Since  fluorine  was  solid  at 
the  temperature  of  liquid  hjdrogen,  it  was  not  possible 
exactly  to  carry  out  this  experiment,  but  when  a  glass  tube 
containing  50  c.c.  of  fluorine  was  placed  in  about  150  c.c.  of 
liquid  hydrogen  and  broken  when  the  fluorine  was  solid,  the 
result  was  the  combination  of  the  two  elements  with 
extreme  violence,  proving,  as  M.  Moissan  said,  that  there 
was  a  low-temperature  chemistry  to  occupy  the  attention  of 
scientific  workers. 

The  lecture  given  on  the  same  evening  was  by  Professor 
W.  J.  Pope,  F.R.S.,  the  subject  being  "Recent  Advances  in 
Stereo-chemistry."  The  work  of  Dalton,  Sir  Edward  Frank- 
land,  Kekule,  Van  't  HofF,  Nobel,  and  Pasteur  was  reviewed, 
the  latter  part  of  the  lecture  being  a  graphic  explanation  of 
enantiomorphism,  or  right  and  left  handedness,  which  is 
displayed  by  some  crystals. 

Royal  Society  Fellowship. 

The  following  fifteen  candidates  were  selected  on  April  30 
by  the  Council  of  the  Rojal  Society  to  be  recommended  for 
election  into  the  Society  :  Dr.  Wm.  Maddock  Bayliss,  Professor 
Thomas  William  Bridge,  Dr.  Sydney  Monckton  Copeman, 
Mr.  Horace  Darwin,  Mr.  William  Philip  Hiern,  Mr.  Henry 
Reginald  Arnulph  Mallock,  Professor  David  Orme  Masson, 
Mr.  Arthur  George  Perkin,  Professor  Ernest  Rutherford, 
Professor  Ralph  Allen  Sampson,  Mr.  John  Edward  Stead, 
Mr.  Aubrey  Strahan,  Professor  Johnson  Symington,  Professor 
John  S.  Townsend,  and  Mr.  Alfred  North  Whitehead. 
Chemistry  is  unusually  well  recognised  this  year,  three 
Fellows  of  the  Chemical  Society  being  selected — viz..  Pro- 
fessor Orme  Masson,  of  Melbourne  (son  of  Professor  David 
Masson,  the  well-kncwn  Idteraieur),  Mr.  A.  G.  Perkin,  of 
Leeds  (son  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Perkin,  sen.,  and  like,  his  father,  an 
authority  on  dyes),  and  Mr.  J.  E.  Stead,  of  Middlesborough, 
one  of  the  leading  English  authorities  on  metallurgical 
chemistry.  Mr.  Stead  is  a  brother  of  the  well-known 
journalist.  Mr.  Horace  Darwin  is  the  third  of  the  late  Charles 
Darwin's  sons  to  be  elected  to  the  Fellowship  of  the  Royal 
Society.  It  is  an  unprecedented  circumstance,  as  far  as  we 
aie  aware,  that  three  brothers  are  members  of  this  Society 
simultaneously. 


New  Postal  Orders. 

After  July  1  and  before  January  1,  1904,  the  number  of 
denominations  of  postal  orders  will  be  increased  from> 
fourteen  to  forty— one  for  each  complete  sixperce  from  6rZ, 
to  20^.  So  that  one  order  only  will  be  required  for  any 
sum  not  exceeding  \l.  The  poundage  will  be  on  the  same- 
scale  as  at  present — namely,  \d.  under  2.<.,  \d.  from  2s.  to 
10s.  %cl.,  from  lis.  to  20s.  The  form  of  order  will  be- 
simplified  ;  and  a  numbered  counterfoil  will  be  attached.. 
Paitly  in  consequence  of  this,  on  and  after  January  1  nexis- 
the  purchase  of  postage-stamps  by  post-offices  will  com& 
under  new  conditions. 

Sheffield.  Notes. 

Mr.  Robert  Wm.  Tildesley,  chemist  and  druggist,  whose- 
name  appears  in  the  list  of  passes  in  the  Minor  examination 
last  month,  is  taking  over  the  management  of  the  business 
previously  carried  on  by  his  father  in  Broad  Street,  Parkgate- 
near  Rolhcrham. 

Mr.  Herbert  Watts,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  sold  his  busi- 
ness at  No.  351  Darnall  Road,  and  has  taken  over  the  brancb 
shop  of  Mr.  H.  Thompson,  at  Stretford  near  Manchester. 
By  Mr.  Watts's  removal  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  will  lose 
a  valuable  Divisional  Secretary,  as  he  has  acted  in  that 
capacity  for  the  AttercliSe  Parliamentary  Division.  Mr. 
Charles  Leicester,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  has  purchased 
Sir.  Watts's  business  at  Darnall,  was  formerly  with  Mr. 
Haslop,  chemist  and  optician,  of  Oldham.  Mr.  Leicester 
will  make  optics  a  feature  of  his  business. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Butterworth,  of  Manchester,  is  still  with  us,  writes 
our  representative,  who  again  spent  a  brief  hour  this  week 
in  the  midst  of  a  very  fair  crowd  listening  to  the  exposure 
of  the  miserable  ways  of  those  pitiable  beings,  the  locaS 
chemists.  An  elderly  gentleman  occupied  the  rostrum  in, 
the  early  part  of  the  entertainment;  he  also  described 
himself  as  a  qualified  chemist  and  druggist  and  licensed 
auctioneer,  and  his  place  was  taken  later  by  the  more 
youthful  Mr.  Butterworth.  The  first  blow  to  local  phar- 
macy was  a  27-oz.  bottle  of  Indian  brandy,  for  which  the 
benighted  Sheffielders  have  been  paying  3A  per  oz.  The 
bidding  started  at  Qd.,  and  a  bargain  was  sealed  when  Is. 
was  reached.  This  remedy  had  had  the  honour  of  rescuing 
Mr.  Butterworth  from  the  throes  of  influenza  on  no  fewer 
than  three  occasions.  The  familiar  orange  quinine  wine, 
"  seven  year  old  before  it  were  bottled,"  followed,  and  was 
knocked  down  at  Is.  per  bottle.  At  this  point  the  elder  of 
the  firm  stepped  down,  and  the  other  took  his  place.  The 
poor  local  chemist  again  suffered  contumely  in  connection 
with  an  8-oz.  bottle  of  "Red  Cross"  embrocation.  This  we 
were  told  could  not  be  bought  wholesale  under  Is.  lOfZ.,  and 
in  all  the  six  shops  belonging  to  Mr.  Butterworth  it  is  sold 
at  half-a-crown  and  no  less — thump  goes  the  hammer — "  a 
tanner!  "  and  no  purchasers  at  that,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  he  had  sold  80  gross  of  this  wonderful  embrocation  at 
Wigan  ;  but  two  Zd.  boxes  of  boot-polish  for  one  penny  fetched 
the  crowd. 

Contracts. 

The  Faversham  Town  Council  have  appointed  Mr.  E, 
Jenkins,  chemist  and  druggist,  Faversham,  to  be  chemist  tO' 
the  Corporation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Mutford  and  Lothingland  Rural  District  Council  have 
accepted  the  tender  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Dent,  chemist  and  druggist, 
for  the  supply  of  drugs  to  the  hospital. 

Fire. 

What  might  have  proved  a  serious  fire  occurred  on  the 
premises  of  Messrs.  B.  North  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,. 
St.  James's  Street,  Nottingham,  on  May  4.  The  prem^ises. 
are  stocked  with  highly  inflammable  oils  and  dry  goods.  When 
the  brigade  arrived  it  was  found  that  the  back  room  on  the 
ground  floor  was  well  alight,  but  the  outbreak  was  ex- 
tinguished after  about  an  hour's  work,  comparatively  little 
damage  being  done.  The  cause  of  the  fire  is  unknown,  and 
an  outbreak  which  occurred  on  the  same  premises  a  few 
months  ago  still  remains  a  mystery. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

Since  our  last  report  eleven  deaths  from  poisoning  have 
b3en  recorded,  three  being  cases  of  misadventure.  The 
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peculiarity  of  this  week's  record  is  the  fact  that  in  no  fewer 
than  three  of  the  cases  mineral  acids  were  the  cause  of 
death,  and  in  one  case — that  of  a  warehouseman's  wife, 
living'  in  Brassey  Square,  E. — salt  of  lemon  was  taken. 
Hydrochloric  acid  was  taken  by  a  man  at  Shepherd's  Bush, 
W.,  who  could  get  no  work,  and  by  an  unknown  woman  at 
Stoke  Ncwington,  who  also  took  oxalic  acid.  A  Southsea 
shopfitter  named  Ward  accidentally  drank  a  quantity  of 
diluted  aqua  fortis  in  mistake  for  water.  Two  cases  of 
laudanum-poisoning  occurred — one  at  Wigan,  where  an  old 
man  swallowed  4  oz.,  and  the  other  in  St.  Pancras,  where  an 
overdose  was  accidentally  taken  by  an  intemperate  bank- 
clerk.  A  jeweller  in  St.  Luke's  drank  the  usual  poison  of 
the  jeweller — cyanide  of  potassium  ;  carbolic  acid  was  taken 
Viy  a  young  man  at  Hurst;  and  Marion  Young  (27),  house- 
keeper to  Dr.  Tooker,  of  Longton  (Staffs),  who  had  lieen 
reprimanded  by  the  doctor  for  taking  drugs  when  the  doctor 
was  out,  went  into  his  surgery  and  took  two  doses  of  strych- 
nine, dying  before  her  employer  returned.  A  labourer  named 
Draycott  was  poisoned  at  Stanton  Ironworks  by  inhaling 
carl)onic  oxide.

Cyanide-poisoning. 

An  inquest  was  held  on  May  1  at  the  Military  Barracks, 
Clogheen,  co.  Tipperary,  on  the  body  of  Bombardier  Wm. 
Galloway,  a  mister  tailor,  who  was  found  dead  the  previous 
evening.  Deceased  had  taken  some  solution  of  potassium 
cyanide,  which  was  kept  for  cleaning  gold  lace.  Suicide 
whilst  temporarily  insane  was  the  verdict. 

Irish.  Products  for  the  Irish. 

A  public  meeting  is  being  orgxnised  by  the  Cork  Chamber 
of  Commerce  in  favour  of  supporting  Irish  products  and 
manufactures.  Amongst  the  members  on  the  committee 
which  has  charge  of  the  arrangements  is  Mr.  W.  B.  Harring- 
ton, F.C.S.,  of  the  firm  of  Harrington  &.  Sons,  chemists  and 
druggists. 

No  Red  Tape  Here. 
Dr.  MacDonnell,  medical  officer  to  the  Glin  School  Board, 
CO.  Limerick,  reported  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Governors 
that  a  girl  named  Sheahon  in  the  institution  became 
affected  with  lockjaw.  He  found  that  she  got  no  permanent 
relief  from  the  usual  remedies,  and  then  he  determined  to 
use  anti-tetanus  serum,  which  he  injected  subcutaneouslj 
.  with  the  most  satisfactory  results,  and  the  girl  is  now  quite 
well.  He  procured  the  anti-tetanus  serum  from  Messrs. 
Boileau  &  Boyd,  Dublin,  under  the  impression  that  they 
were  the  contractors  for  drugs  to  the  School  Board,  but 
afterwards  he  discovered  that  Messrs.  Harrington,  Cork, 
were  the  contractors.  He  hoped,  under  the  circumstances, 
that  the  Governors  would  sanction  the  payment  for  the 
supply  ordered  from  the  Dablin  firm.  The  Board  did  so 
without  question. 

Guardians  and  Drugs. 

Sir  Charles  Cameron  has  reported  that  the  drugs  supplied 
him  from  the  Tobercurry  Union  and  Dispensary,  for  which 
the  contractor  is  Mr.  Henry  Boyers,  Sligo,  were  all  pure. 


The  Local  Government  Board  has  written  to  the  Mohill 
Board  of  Guardians  in  regard  to  the  acceptance  of  the  tender 
of  Mr.  Burns,  Mohill,  for  the  supply  of  medicines  at  10  per 
cent,  discount,  although  20^,20,  and  18  per  cent,  abatements 
were  offered  by  other  firms.  The  Guardians  are  informing 
the  L.G.B.  that  they  desired  to  give  the  contract  to  a  local 
firm,  but  that  in  future  contracts  they  will  act  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law. 

Dr.  Keenan,  medical  officer  of  the  Ballinalee  Dispensary 
District  of  the  Granard  Union,  has  complained  to  the  L.G.B. 
of  the  quality  of  the  medical  appliances  supplied  by  the 
Medical  Supply  Company,  Sligo.  A  set  of  stomach-tubes 
arc  alleged  to  be  of  inferior  quality,  and  the  articles  supplied 
as  prostatic  catheters  are  not  proper  for  the  purpose  required. 
The  L.G.B.  have  warned  the  Company  to  be  more  careful  in 
future.

A  French  lady,  Madame  Blanchard,  living  in  I'ortobello. 
died  from  laudanum-poisoning  on  the  same  day.  JIadame 
Blanchard  had  contracted  the  laudanum  habit,  to  cure 
which  she  had  been  confined  in  a  home  from  which  she  was 
recently  released.  She  had  been  in  the  habit  of  taking  about 
8  oz.  daily,  and  after  the  interval  of  some  months  without  any 
it  is  surmised  that  the  sudden  return  to  a  large  dose  caused 
death. 

Food  or  Medicine  ? 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Parish  Council  of  Kirkcaldy  on 
April  30,  Mr.  Jas.  F.  Beveridge  took  exception  to  an  item  in 
the  accounts  of  ZQl.  for  "  Malto-eucalypt,"  supplied  as  medi- 
cine to  the  poor  patients.  The  Clerk  said  he  had  received  a 
communication  from  Dr.  Proudfoot,  who  said  the  "  Malto- 
eucalypt  "  he  had  been  ordering  for  chronic  tubercle  cases 
was  a  medicine,  and  not  a  food.  The  Clerk  added  that  he 
had  consulted  other  medical  men,  and  some  stated  that  it 
was  a  medicine,  while  others  said  it  was  a  nutritious  food. 
It  was  resolved  to  forward  a  sample  bottle  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  that  they  might  decide  whether  it  was  a 
food  or  a  medicine.

'prescription,  and  his  propo-al  was  accepted  by  the  Minister 

1-  of  Finances  and  voted  by  the  Senate. 

King  Edward's  Cordial  Reception  by  the  Parisians  of 
'\  every   class   has   been   particularly  gratifying  to  Anglo- 

■  Parisians.  The  British  Chamber  of  Commerce  presented  an 
'  address  at  the  Royal  Palace  (as  the  Embassy  was  officially 
'  styled  last  week)  on  Friday;  the  reception  ot  the  deputation 

and  the  neatly-worded  Royal  reply  have  been  fully  reported 
in  the  daily  Press  on  both  sides  of  the  Channel.    Among  the 
,•  guests  at  Sunday's  lunch  at  M.  Delcasse's  was  M.  Berthelot, 
(  the  veteran  chemist,  invited  as  a  member  of  the  Institute  of 
France.    The  decorations  and  illuminations  in  honour  of  the 
.visit  were  good.  At  Hogg's,  chemist  to  the  King,  I  noticed  a 
flag  bearing  the  Prince  of  Wales's  feathers,  and  the  motto 
"  God  bless  the  Prince,"  while,  inside,  the  King's  portrait  was 
visible  draped  with  the  Royal  ensign.    One  or  two  perfumers 
'  were  rather  more  conspicuous,  Lentheric's  flag  decoration 
'  "being  enhanced  by  the  garlands  of  luminous  flowers,  which 
i  were  a  novel  and  charming  feature  of  the  illuminations  in 
honour  of  the  Royal  visit.    Pinaud's  was  liberally  adorned 
J  with  -flags,  but  some  English  and  French  perfume-houses 
made  very  modest  attempts  at  decoration.     The  British 
^.  Chamber  of  Commerce  had  made  the  most  of  their  limited 
frontage.    A  curious  incident  in  connection  w.'th  the  visit 


is  that  Danval,  the  pharmacist  who  was  last  year  released 
from  penal  servitude,  wrote  a  letter  to  the  King.  It  appears 
that  his  Majesty  when  Prince  of  Wales  visited  Danval  in 
prison,  and  was  kind  to  him.  This  was  twenty  years  ago, 
and  Danval  has  not  forgotten  it.

New  South  Wales  Trade.— The  revenue  of  the  State 
for  the  ten  months  which  ended  on  April  30  amounted  to 
9,235,523?.,  as  compared  with  9,136,551/.  in  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  a  year  ago. 

Expanding. — The  New  York  Consolidated  Drug  Company 
has  recently  voted  to  increase  its  membership  from  150  to 
200,  and  to  allow  every  member  an  additional  $25  share. 
New  incorporation  papers  have  been  taken,  the  capital  being 
increased  from  926  253  to  140,000. 

A  Big  Failure.— The  bankruptcy  of  Messrs.  Loid,  Owen 
&  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  of  Chicago,  with  liabilities  over 
^750,000  and  assets  less  than  half  that  amount,  has 
attracted  much  attention  among  druggists.  It  is  stated, 
however,  that  while  it  is  a  failure  of  a  drug-house  it  is  really 
not  a  failure  in  the  drug-business.  The  crash  i.s  said  to  have 
been  brought  about  by  speculative  ventures  (in  bicycles) 
that  turned  out  badly. 

Tea-refuse  for  Caffeine. — Writing  in  the  Ceylon  Press> 
Messrs.  C.  &  A.  Buhringer,  of  Colombo,  warn  planters  against 
selling  any  tea-fluff,  sweepings,  or  other  refuse  tea  to  native 
buyers  unless  same  has  been  denaturised  before  leaving  the 
estate,  as  such  refuse  is  carefully  picked  and  the  tea  obtained 
in  this  way  either  sold  in  Colombo  or  shipped.  Messrs. 
Bohringer  recommend  that  denaturisirg  is  best  done  by, 
mixing  fluff,  sweepings,  &c.,  with  5  per  cent,  of  slaked  lime 
which  will  render  them  unfit  fcr  human  consumption,  and 
will  not  interfere  with  the  extraction  of  caffeine. 

A  Test  Case. — The  New  York  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  is 
to  consider  an  important  case,  involving  the  interpretation 
of  the  duty  on  chloral  hydrate  and  salol.  The  duty  was 
assessed  at  55c.  per  lb.  under  paragraph  67  as  "  medical 
preparations  in  the  preparation  of  which  alcohol  is  used." 
The  importers  claim  that  it  should  be  dutiable  under 
paragraph  68  as  "  medical  preparations  in  the  preparation 
of  which  alcohol  is  not  used,"  and  dutiable  at  25  per  cent. 
ad  valorem.  On  a  previous  complaint  of  importers  involving 
the  same  kind  of  merchandise  the  Board  of  Classification 
decided  in  favour  of  the  Government,  but  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  at  New  York  reversed  the  Board's  finding. 
The  Government  then  returned  considerable  sums  of  money 
to  importers' who  had  jiaid  more  than  the  25  per  cent. 
advalorcm  in  accordance  with  the  ruling  of  the  Court,  but  the 
Treasury  Department  subsequently  reopened  the  whole  case. 
Should  the  case  be  now  decided  in  favour  of  Government,  it 
is  not  believed  the  duties  can  be  again  collected. 

The  Bostwick  Bill. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Drug-trade 
Section  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Trade  and  Transportation 
on  April  16,  Mr.  John  M.  Peters,  Chairman  of  the  Legislative 
Committee,  reported  on  the  hearing  granted  by  the  Ai-sembly 
Committee  on  Codes,  on  the  Bostwick  Bill  (see  C.  £?•  /'., 
April  18,  page  622).  The  Bill,  in  an  amended  form,  has  since 
passed  the  Assembly,  and  has  been  favourably  reported  to 
the  Senate.  Mr.  Peters  moved  that  telegrams  be  sent  to  the 
members  of  the  Senate  Committee,  protesting  against  the 
passage  of  the  Bill,  asking  that  it  be  referred  back  to  the 
Committee,  and,  in  the  event  of  such  action,  requesting  a 
hearing  on  the  matter.  If  the  Section  is  unsuccessful  in  its 
attempt  to  defeat  the  Bill  in  the  Senate,  it  will  oppose  the 
measure  when  it  comes  up  to  the  Governor.  It  was  also 
moved  by  Mr.  Peters  that  a  conference  be  arranged  between 
the  Section  and  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  relative  to  the 
interpretation  and  enforcement  of  the  law  regarding  the  sale 
of  poisons.

COUNCIL-MEETING. 

WEDNESDAY'S  meeting  had  several  features  of  interest. 
No  fewer  tban  409  members  were  restored  to 
membership  of  the  Society.  The  Benevolent  Fund  Com- 
mittee rei)orted  a  touching  case  of  an  old  chemist  of  80  who 
lost  his  all  in  a  fire.  The  Fund  is  contributing  25?.  to 
augment  a  local  committee's  efforts,  and  further  subscrip- 
tions are  invited.  The  school  has  obtained  permission  to 
use  duty-free  alcohol  for  research  under  certain  conditions. 
Mr.  Ekin  has  resigned  his  position  on  the  Pharmacopoeia 
Conference  of  the  General  Medical  Council.  The  Boards  of 
Examiners  have  decided  that  Welsh  is  not  a  "modern 
foreign  language "  within  the  meaning  of  the  regulations. 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  wants  to  know  who  suggested  that  Welsh 
is  a  modern  foreign  languige.  The  London  Board  of 
E.-caminers  want  to  be  empowered  to  accept  "geometry  "  in 
place  of  "Euclid"  in  the  First  examination;  the  Scotch 
Board  have  already  accepted  it.  The  hybrid  committee  on 
education  does  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  Scotland ;  the 
President  wanted  to  "  request "  Professor  Bower  and  Mr. 
Boa  to  join.  It  was  pointed  out  that  these  gentlemen  had 
probably  already  refused,  and,  as  Mr.  Robinson  said,  there  is 
a  considerable  difference  between  taking  a  horse  to  the  water 
and  making  it  drink.  The  resolution  was  withdrawn,  and 
the  matter  is  to  be  discussed  by  the  General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee. A  portrait  of  Mr.  C.  J.  Payne,  the  first  Vice-Presi- 
dent, has  been  presented  to  tlie  Society  by  his  great-grand- 
son. The  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South  Wales  intimated 
that  they  are  now  prepared  to  accept  British  certificates  for 
registration.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting  Mr.  Gifford  asked 
the  President  for  a  little  light  on  Clause  7  of  the  Pharmacy 
Bill,  and  then  the  Council  went  into  committ  to  consider 
their  annual  report. 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  May  6, 
there  being  present  the  President  (Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme), 
Vice-President  (Mr.  C.  B.  Allen),  Treasurer  (Mr.  S.  R. 
Atkins),  and  Messrs.  Carteighe,  Cooper,  Corder,  Gifford, 
Glyn-Jones,  Harrington,  Harrison,  Hills,  Park,  Robinson, 
Southall,  Storrar,  Symes,  Wootton,  and  Young. 

After  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  had  been 
read,  the 

Elections 

of  members  and  student-associates  took  place.  The  unusual 
number  of  restorations — 409  caused 

Dr.  Symes  to  ask  whether  second  notices  of  subscriptions 
due  were  sent  to  members. 

The  Secretary  replied  that  the  precaution  had  been 
taken  this  year  of  sending  out  third  notices,  as,  under  the 
new  by-laws,  the  subscriptions  have  to  be  paid  earlier. 

Diplomas  were  granted  to  the  jsharmaceutical  chemists 
who  riicently  piassed  the  Major,  and  there  were  two  names 
restored  to  the  register.

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  the  examiners'  fees  accounted  for  the  rather  heavy 
amount  to  be  paid  out,  but  that  was  counterbalanced  by  the 
large  amount  shown  last  month  from  the  candidates'  fees. 

Tlie  report  passed. 

Benevolence. 

The  Council  next  considered  the  Benevolent  Fund  Com-, 
mittee's  report  in  committee.    In  open  Council, 

The  Vice-President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  tha 
report,  commented  on  the  fact  that  the  candidates  relieved 
were  older  than  usual  [tlie  average  age  of  the  eight  cases 
was  70. — Ed.],  and  referred  to  one  exceptional  case  which 
was  before  the  committee.  Hugh  Pugh,  a  chemist,  of 
Llanegryn,  Merioneth,  aged  80,  lost  everything  in  a  fire 
which  occurred  at  his  premises.  The  goods  were  not  insured, 
and  consequently  lie  was  deprived  of  all  his  source  of 
income.  That  he  bears  an  exceptionally  good  character  and 
is  much  e.steemed  in  the  village  is  evident  from  the  fact  that 
a  local  committee  collected  140/.  for  his  benefit.  An  appeal 
was  made  by  this  local  organisation  to  the  Benevolent  Fund 
for  assistance,  and  it  was  decided  to  grant  25?.,  in  the  hope 
that  subscriptions  would  be  received  to  make  the  total 
collected  up  to  200/.  It  is  proposed  to  sink  the  sum  in  an 
annuity,  which  would  yield  about  40/.  a  year  if  200/.  could 
be  raised.    The  list  of  grants  was  then  read  out. 

The  Treasurer  spoke  of  the  case  of  Mr.  Pugh  as  a  very 
touching  one,  empliasising  the  necessity  and  merit  of  the 
case.  At  his  request  the  name  of  the  local  treasurer  was 
supplied  to  us.  It  is  the  Rev.  W.  Davies,  Llanegryn,  near 
Towyn,  Merioneth. 

The  Vice-President  made  a  reference  to  several  sums 
which  had  been  sent  by  local  societies  to  the  Benevolent 
Fund,  two  received  during  the  month  being  North  Staffs. 
Association,  2  guineas,  and  Teesside  Association,  11.  6s.  It 
is  due  to  a  circular  sent  out  by  Mr.  JVIerson  to  the  Fede- 
rated Societies  that  a  considerable  sum  is  being  contributed 
to  the  Fund,  and  the  Vice-President  expressed  his  apprecia- 
tion of  Mr.  Merson  for  his  initiative. 

Library  Report. 

The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum,  Scliool  and  House 
Committee  was  then  considered.  The  report  contained  the 
usual  reference  to  the  attendance  at  the  Society's  libraries 
and  museums.  It  was  also  noted  that  the  committee  had 
under  consideration  the  installation  of  electric  fire-alarms 
and,  generally,  the  question  of  protecting  the  premises 
against  fire.  Tlie  Curator  was  authorised  to  prepare  a  report 
on  the  additions  to  the  museum  during  the  pasi  seven  years, 
and  it  was  also  decided  that  in  future  a  report  of  the 
additions  to  the  museum  be  prepared  and  presented  each 
year.  The  Inland  Revenue  authorities  having  given  per- 
mission for  the  School  to  use  duty-free  spirit  for  research- 
work,  Professor  Greenish  was  authorised  to  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  to  carry  out  the  conditions  required  by  the 
Inland  Revenue  supervisor. 

Mr.  Wootton  said  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  what 
the  conditions  as  to  the  use  of  duty-free  spirit  were. 

The  President  said  he  did  not  know. 

Dr.  Symes  thought  a  bond  was  required,  which 

Mr.  Southall  put  at  100/. 

The  Vice-President,  however,  explained  that  the  regula- 
tions were  that  the  spirit  was  to  be  kept  in  a  separate 
apartment  under  lock  and  key,  and  was  to  be  stored  in 
gallon  jars,  and  these  were  only  to  be  taken  f  com  the  store 
one  at  a  time. 

The  Secretary  :  We  are  also  liable  to  inspection  at  any 
time. 

Divisional  Secretaries. 

Mr.  W.  Wynne  was  appointed  Divisional  Secretary  for  tlie 
West  Hammersmith  division,  and  Mr.  A.  Craig  for  North 
Aberdeen  in  place  of  Mr.  J.  Cruickshank.  The  President 
spoke  a  few  words  in  praise  of  Mr.  Cruickshank's  work  for  the 
Society. 

Pharmacopceia  Representation. 
Mr.  Chas.  Ekin,  one  of  the  Society's  representatives  on 
the   Pharmacopoeia  Conference  of  the    General  Medical 
Council,  sent  in  his  resignation.     It  was  accepted  wit^h 
regret,  and 

The  President  thanked  Mr.  Ekin  for  his  services. 

Mr.  Hills,  at  whose  suggestion  Mr.  Ekin  was  elected  to 
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the  Conference,  said  he  regretted  very  mucb  the  resignation. 
Mr.  Ekin  has  given  great  attention  to  Pharmacopoeia  matters. 

The  President  said  the  Council  will  take  steps  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

ExAMixERs'  Report. 
The  following  reports  were  next  presented  : 

The  Boo,ril  for  England  and  Wales  reported  that  of  the  28  Major 
candidates  18  passed,  and  of  309  Minor  candidates  100  passed. 

Certitieates  were  received  from  sixty- six  persons  who  had 
applied  for  registration  as  "  apprentices  or  students."  One  other 
certificata  was  found,  on  reference  to  the  examining  authorities,  to 
have  been  fraudulently  manipuIateJ,  and  the  Board  ordered  the 
circumstance  to  be  reported  to  the  Council,  with  a  view  to  con- 
sidering what  action  should  be  taken.  A  letter  was  read  from  a 
Minor  candidate  who  was  rejected  at  the  last  examination  for 
using  unfair  mean?.  The  Secretary  was  directed  to  inform  the 
candidate  that  the  Board  was  not  prepared  to  reopen  the  question. 
A  member  of  the  Board  reported  having  sent  one  candidate  from 
the  examination-room  for  being  found  with  printed  and  written 
memoranda,  contrary  to  rule.  The  Board  resolved  that  the  candi- 
date in  question  should  be  classed  as  having  failed,  and  that  the 
circumstance  should  be  reported  to  the  Conned,  without,  how- 
ever, mentioning  the  name  of  the  offender.  A  communication 
was  read  suggesting  tlie  desirabdity  of  recognising  "  Welsh " 
as  coming  witiiin  the  category  of  a  "modern  foreign  language." 
The  Board,  aftsr  careful  eonsideratio  i,  expressed  the  opinion 
that  Welsh  could  not  be  deemed  to  come  within  the 
above-quoted  wording  of  the  regulations.  Communications 
from  tlie  London  University  respecting  the  acceptance  of  the 
Matriculation  certificate,  and  from  the  College  of  Preceptors 
regarding  the  substitution  of  ''  geometry  "  for  "  Euclid  "  in  the 
Oxford  a'jd  Cambridge  local  examinations  and  by  other  ex- 
amining bodies  were  read.  The  Board  referred  the  letter  from 
the  London  University  to  the  Standing  Committee,  for  the  purpose 
t  f  ascertaining  the  precise  significance  of  the  term  "  Matriculation 
in  the  Medical  Faculty."  With  regard  to  the  acceptance  of 
'  geometry  "  in  place  of  "  Euclid,"  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  it 
should  be  empowered  to  do  so,  and  that  the  Council  should  be 
asked  to  consider  the  desirability  of  modifying  the  by-laws 
accordingly.  The  Board  also  expressel  itself  in  favour  of  by- 
laws which  would  permit  the  Board  itself  to  adopt  such  im- 
material modifications  in  the  practice  of  accepting  Preliminary 
•certificates  as  might  be  found  necessary  from  time  to  time.  The 
Board  desired  the  Chairman  to  convey  to  the  Council  the  opinion 
that  the  Council  should  take  steps  to  have  the  regulations  of  the 
Boards  brought  into  conformity  with  the  by-laws  in  regard  to  the 
conditions  ol  entry  for  the  Minor  examination.  The  Board  recom- 
mends that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  Council  (including 
representatives  of  the  two  Boards)  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
questions  relating  to  the  work  of  tlie  Boards,  or  beating  upon 
pharmaceutical  education  and  examination.  There  is  a  strong 
feeling  on  the  part  of  the  Board  in  London  that  certain  long  out- 
standing questions  within  the  scope  of  such  a  committee  need 
urgent  coz.sideia'.ion. 

The  Board  of  Examiners  for  Scotland  reported  that — 

Three  candidates  were  examined  for  the  Major,  and  all  failed, 
and  of  the  152  candidates  for  the  Minor,  fifty-four  passed. 

The  Board  in  Scotland  agreed  that  the  Matriculation  Certificate 
of  the  University  of  London  should  be  accepted,  provided  "Latin" 
be  one  of  the  subjects  passed  to  obtain  the  certificate.  It  was 
also  agreed  that  a  pass  in  the  alternative  "Geometry  "  Papers  in 
the  College  of  Preceptors'  Second-class  Examination  should  be 
recognised  in  place  of  the  "  Euclid  "  paper,  when  such  a  certificate 
is  presented. 

The  President  made  a  running  comment  on  the  reports, 
but  confined  himself  chiefly  to  the  proposed 

Hybrid  Educatioxal  Committee. 

Last  June  a  resolution  was  passed  that  an  educational 
committee  should  be  appointed,  consisting  of  three  members 
of  the  Council,  the  Piesident  and  Vice-President,  and  two 
members  from  each  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners.  The  com- 
mittee was  not  intended  to  have  any  administrative  powers, 
but  was  to  discuss  certain  outstanding  questions  and  report 
to  the  Council.  The  Scotch  Board  have  not,  the  President 
said,  seen  their  way  to  nominate  their  two  members,  so  he 
proposed  a  resolution  that  "  Messrs.  White  and  Peck  be 
appointed  to  setve  on  the  committee,  and  that  Professor 
Bower  and  Mr.  Boa  be  requested  to  represent  the  Scotch 
Boaid  of  Exami  iers.  ' 

Mr.  Storrar  preferred  not  to  second  the  motion,  and  it 
was  handed  to  Dr.  Symes. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  a  k 3d  if  the  resolution  was  the  result  of 


the  recommendation  of  any  committee,  as  the  method  of 
procedure  was  not  quite  clear. 

The  President  replied  that  it  was  a  course  that  had  often 
been  taken  before. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  it  would  have  been  better  to  have 
first  submitted  the  matter  to  a  committee.  The  Council  got 
into  a  lot  of  trouble  last  year  when  it  passed  a  resolution 
sanctioning  the  appointment  of  a  hybrid  committee.  The 
fact  that  the  committee  has  no  power  to  act  is  hardly  a 
justification  for  its  appointment.  Rightly  or  wrongly,  the 
Board  of  Examiners  in  Scotland  have  not  appointed  the  two 
representatives  of  that  body,  and  so  shown  that  they  do  not 
like  the  suggestion.  If  such  a  committee  is  to  be  of  any 
use,  all  the  parties  must  go  into  the  thing  with  the  desire  to 
work  together  and  with  a  view  of  avoiding  difficulties. 
There  is  every  indication  that  that  will  not  be  the  case  with 
this  committee.  There  were  many  things  he  should  like  to 
say  which  it  would  be  unwise  to  say  in  open  Council,  but  he 
did  not  like  the  method  of  going  over  the  heads  of  the 
Scotch  Board  of  Examiners  and  appointing  delegates  for 
them.  He  moved  as  an  amendment  "that  the  matter  be 
referred  to  tlie  General  Purposes  Committee  for  further 
consideration." 

The  President  :  The  matter  was  fully  considered  before, 
and  deferred  for  a  month.  The  Council  passed  a  resolution 
in  favour  of  the  committee  by  a  large  majority. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jone3  :  My  justification  for  the  amendment  is 
that  things  have  happened  since  then.  Scotland  has  given 
a  very  plain  hint  that  it  does  not  like  the  idea. 

Mr.  Storrar  seconded  the  amendment,  but  wished  it  to 
be  understood  that  he  thought  such  a  committee,  if  properly 
used,  wou;d  be  an  advantage.  The  Scotch  Board,  however, 
is  distinctly  against  it.  The  main  reason  appearing  to  be 
that  the  committee  will  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the 
Boards  to  arrange  their  own  work.  The  committee  will 
contain  a  majority  of  the  Council  who  are  not  examiners, 
and  might  inferfere  with  the  work  of  the  examiners.  The 
motion  is  a  distinct  want  of  courtesy  to  the  Scotch  Board. 
It  seeks  to  appoint  members  for  them,  who  may  not,  more- 
over, be  willing  to  serve. 

Dr.  Symes  said  that  when  he  seconded  the  motion  he  had 
no  idea  that  he  was  doing  anything  distaste' ul  to  the  Scotch 
Board  of  Examiners.  He  reviewed  the  question  from  his 
point  of  view,  and  said  he  was  unaware  that  there  was  any 
friction  or  unpleasant  feeling  in  the  matter. 

The  President:  There  is  not. 

Dr.  SvJiKS,  continuing,  said  perhaps  "controversial  feel- 
ing" would  be  a  better  expression.  There  is  precedent  for 
such  a  committee,  he  thought,  as  it  is  customary  for  the 
President  to  visit  Scotland  during  the  examinations,  with 
tire  object  of  making  the  Scotch  examination  uniform  with 
the  Engti>h  IVIinor.  Years  ago  there  used  to  be  an  idea  tliat 
the  Scotch  examina'ion  was  easier.  It  was  probably 
fallacious ;  but  eflEorts  should  be  made  to  make  the  examina- 
tions one  and  uniform,  and  this  committee  seemed  to  him 
to  be  intended  to  carry  out  that  object.  He  (the  speaker) 
was  sure  the  President  had  no  wish  to  rush  things  or  force 
a  committee  on  anyone — the  object  was  to  make  for  uni- 
formity. If  anything  could  be  done  to  reduce  the  number  of 
failures  without  reducing  the  standard  of  the  examinations 
it  would  be  a  good  thing. 

The  Vice-President  said  ho  wished  to  correct  a  mis- 
apprehension. Mr.  Storrar  said  the  Scotch  Board  objected 
because  the  examiners  would  be  outvoted.  The  compo- 
sition was  three  members  of  Council  besides  the  President 
and  Vice-President,  who  are  ex  ojlioio  members  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners,  and  four  examiners,  so  that  there  would  be 
six  examiners  and  three  councillors. 

Mr.  Stokrar  agreed  with  the  gentlemen  who  had  spoken 
as  to  the  desirability  of  the  committee,  but  pointed  out  that 
after  the  Scotch  Board  have  declined  to  a|  point  delegates 
the  Council  step  in  and  appoint  two  of  their  Board  to  act. 
These  gentlemen  may  or  may  not  be  prepared  to  stand.  All 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  asks  is  that  the  matter  be  considered  in 
committee  instead  of  taking  the  course  the  President  desires, 
which  Infiks  very  much  like  sitting  on  the  Scotch  Board. 

The  Pkksident  :  The  resolution  is  that  Professor  Bower 
and  Mr.  Boa  he  "  requested  to  join  the  committee." 

The  Vica-I'RESIDENT:  I  think  "  invited"  would  be  better. 
"  Keque.st "  is  as  near  a  command  as  it  can  be  put. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones:  There  is  not  much  difference  between 
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'•  invite,"  "  request,''  or  '•  appoint  " — at  any  rate,  it  does  not 
affect  my  objections. 

Mr.  iliLLS  said  the  unfortunate  thing  seemed  to  be  that 
the  names  of  two  individuals  were  mentioned,  and  the 
Council  had  no  knowledge  as  to  whether  those  gentlemen 
would  serve.  When  the  Tresident  proposed  his  scheme  last 
year  he  (the  speaker)  was  a  critic,  but  had  been  brought 
into  line  by  the  discussion  at  the  General  Purposes 
Committee.  His  view  was  that  the  position  of  the 
President  and  Vice-Pr;sident,  as  ex  officio  members  of 
the  Board  of  Examiners,  offered  the  very  opportuni- 
ties of  discussing  these  matters  that  were  desired. 
This  arrangement  has  answered  the  purpose  so  far,  but  there 
may  now  be,  for  all  he  knew,  certain  matters  which  made  a 
change  desirable.  If  the  innovation  was  not  accepted  in  the 
spirit  in  which  he  was  sure  the  President  wished  it,  it  would 
not  tend  to  unanimity.  The  question  as  to  accepting 
"  geometry  "  for  '-Euclid  "was  one  which  could  be  settled. 
The  Scotch  Board,  he  noticed,  take  a  liberal  view  of  that 
point,  whilst  the  English  Board  think  it  desirable  to  consult 
the  Council.  Then,  in  regard  to  the  Preliminary  examination, 
although  the  question  was  somewhat  wide  of  that  being 
discussed,  he  hoped  the  widest  latitude  would  be  taken  in 
reference  to  the  certificates  accepted.  The  great  object  was 
to  obtain  evidence  of  a  liberal  education  in  its  widest  sense. 
As  to  the  President's  resolution,  he  (the  speaker)  asked 
that  the  matter  be  defericd  for  a  month,  so  that  the  Council 
might  learn  how  it  would  be  accepted.  The  only  Scotch 
member  present  did  not  help  very  much  in  thinking  that 
the  appointments  would  be  acceptable. 

Mr.  RoiJiNSON  said  it  is  a  different  matter  to  take  a  horse 
to  the  water  and  to  make  it  drink.  (Laughter.)  Not  having 
consulted  the  two  members  of  the  Scotch  Board,  it  was  diffi- 
cult to  say  how  the  delegates  would  act.  The  matter  should 
be  deferred,  as  the  member  for  Scotland  desired. 

Mr.  Young  said  the  matter  was  not  a  revelation.  It  was 
surely  proper  for  the  Council  to  make  such  a  suggestion. 
Both  Boards  were  approached  in  the  same  way,  and  to  his 
mind  the  Scotch  Board  had  made  a  serious  mistake.  There 
is  nothing  unusual  in  appointing  delegates  over  the  heads 
of  another  body.  It  is  occurring  frequently  at  the  present 
time  in  the  working  of  the  Education  Act.  He  knew  one 
school  which  declined  to  appoint  three  managers — (a  Voice: 
Hear,  hear) — and  the  central  authority  did  it  for  them. 

The  Pjiesident  said  he  was  disappointed  with  the  tone  of 
the  discussion.  It  seemed  to  centre  round  the  Scotch  Board. 
Are  not  the  English  Board  woithy  of  some  consideration? 
(Hear,  hear.)  The  Scotch  Board,  he  was  sure,  would  never 
charge  him  with  discourtesy.  (No,  no.)  The  Scotch  Board 
appeared  to  object  to  the  form  of  the  resolution.  "  Required 
to  nominate,"  in  their  view,  should  have  been  "the  power  to 
appoint."  The  Council  surely  ought  to  have  some  power  to 
direct  what  should  be  done  in  its  own  affairs,  including  the 
exami.'-.ation.  He  saw  no  objection  to  hybrid  committees ; 
every  public  body  appointed  such  committees.  To  his  mind, 
it  would  be  of  advantage  to  the  Society  to  have  such  a  com- 
mittee. The  cx  officio  members  of  the  Board  only  dealt 
with  each  Board  separately.  What  was  wanted  was  a 
representative  committee  of  both  Boards,  to  which  all  ques- 
tions could  be  submitted.    Mr.  Storrar  objects  to  such  a 

committee  because  it  has  no  power  

Mr.  Storrar:  Excuse  me,  I  do  not  object  because  the 
committee  has  no  pow..  r;  it  is  because  men  who  have 
already  declined  to  act  are  requested  to  act  without  consulta- 
tion. The  Scotch  Board  object  because  the  by-laws  say  the 
examiners  "  shall  conduct  all  examinations  according  to  the 
by-laws  in  force  on  that  behalf  and  according  to  such  regu- 
lations as  shall  be  made  or  adopted  by  them  from  time  to 
time." 

The  President:  I  think,  Mr.  Storrar,  you  ought  to  read 
the  whole  by-law,  which  concludes  by  saying,  "and  as  shall 
have  been  approved  by  the  Council." 

Mr.  Storrar  :  Yes ;  but  the  regulations  have  to  be 
made  by  the  Boards  of  Examinees. 

Mr.  Carteiche  here  poured  oil  on  the  troubled  waters  by 
suggesting  that  the  President  should  withdraw  his  motion 
and  write  a  letter  to  these  gentlemen  and  ask  if  they  would 
serve. 

The  President  :  I  am  surprised  so  much  has  been  made 
of  that  point. 

Mr.  Carteigiie  :  As  those  gentlemen  were  present  at  the 


previous  meetirg,  at  which  the  examiners  refused  to  appoint 
delegates,  it  would  be  placing  them  in  a  very  awkward 
position. 

The  President  :  Will  you  consent  to  the  withdrawal. 
Dr.  Symes '.' 

Dr.  Symes  :  Certainly. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones:  I  do  not  want  the  Council  to  pledge 
themselves.  If  the  matter  is  referred  to  a  committee  it; 
should  be  without  pledging  them  in  any  way. 

The  President  :  Mr.  Chater  reminds  me  that  the  Council 
have  already  passed  a  resolution  on  the  subject  which  has 
not  been  rescinded.  I  have  no  objection  to  leave  the  matter 
over,  as  the  Council  are  so  obviously  against  me. 

The  motion  was  accordingly  withdrawn  and  the  amend 
meat  put  and  carried. 

Mr.  Storrar  thanked  the  President  for  withdrawing  the 
motion,  and  hoped  the  most  cordial  relations  would  always 
exist  between  the  Council  and  the  Scotch  Board  of  Examiners. 

Mr.  Carteighe:  It  is  quite  possible  to  get  those  cordial 
relations,  and  it  is  possible  to  have  meetings  to  consider  the 
moile  of  conducting  the  examinations  without  having  a 
formal  committee. 

Other  Matters. 

Mr.  White  and  Mr.  Pinches  were  appointed  examiners  to 
conduct  the  Jacob  Bell  and  Manchester  scholarships. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  he  wished  to  thank  the  Board  of 
Examiners  for  finding  that  Welsh  is  not  a  modern  foreign 
language.  He  would  like  to  know  who  the  gentleman  was  who 
suggested  that  Welsh  is  a  foreign  language.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  W.  H.  Lenton,  who  has  been  offered  an  appointment 
in  a  wholesale  house,  desired  to  resign  the  Butt  scholarship. 
His  resignation  was  accepted,  and  Professor  Greenish, 
having  been  asked  to  appoint  some  one  to  take  Mr.  Lenton's 
place  for  the  rest  of  the  term,  recommended  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  Henry  Knape,  "a  studious  and  conscientious 
worker." 

The  Council  made  the  appointment. 

N.B.  Branch  Report. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British 
branch  was  submitted  and  ordered  to  be  recorded  on  the 
minutes.  The  report  is  an  able  review  of  the  work  of  the 
North  British  branch  dealing  with  the  degree  in  pharmacy, 
the  examinations,  scientific  meetings,  circulation  of  books, 
museum,  membership,  and  local  organisation.  The  members 
in  Scotland  now  number  643,  a  decrease  of  4  since  last  year. 

The  Pereiba  Medal 
report  was  not  ready  for  the  Council's  consideration. 

A  Founder's  Portrait. 

The  Secretary  said  that  some  time  ago,  at  the  jubilee  of 
the  Society,  he  had  endeavoured  to  get  portraits  of  all  the 
past  Presidents.  He  was  cot  at  that  time  able  to  hear  any- 
thing of  the  relatives  of  Mr  C.  J.  Payne,  the  first  Vice-Presi- 
dent and  second  President  of  the  Society.  Shortly  after  the 
sheet  of  portraits  was  published,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  Payne 
came  to  the  office  and  said  that  she  had  a  port,rait  of  her 
father  which  she  hoped  some  day  to  give  to  the  Society. 
That  lady,  Mrs.  F.  Smith  Farcham,  died  on  July  30,  1900,  and 
he  (the  Secretary)  recently  had  a  visit  from  her  grand.-on  from 
Shrewsbury,  who  desired,  with  the  approval  of  the  other 
members  of  the  family,  to  present  the  portrait  to  the  Society. 
The  artist  was  unknown,  but  the  portrait  was  a  good  likeness, 
with  the  exception  of  a  little  hardness  of  expression. 

The  oil-painting,  in  gilt  frame,  was  here  produced,  and 

The  President  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  donor, 
which  was  carried  unanimous'y. 

Mr.  I'OUNG  :  Where  was  he  m  business  1 

The  Secretary  :  In  St.  Martin's  Lane  ;  but  the  business 
has  long  since  disappeareil. 

Mr.  WooTTON :  Did  not  he  afterwards  go  to  Am  erica  ? 

The  Secretary  :  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  Robinson  ':  I  see  ho  was  President  in  IBM. 

Accept  British  Certificates. 

The  Registrar  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  N  S.  Wales, 
writing  from  Sydney  on  March  31,  said  he  is  now  prepared 
to  accept  British  certificates  for  registration  in  that  State,  a 
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regulation  to  that  effect  having  been  made  and  approved  by 
the  Government  of  N.S.  Wales. 

The  seal  of  the  Society  was  ordered  to  be  affixed  to  the 
,;trausfer-note  of  India  and  Peninsular  stock  for  the  Eedwood 
I'und. 

Mr.  Flux,  the  Secbetary  said,  would  be  there  at 
2  o  clock  with  a  lease  of  "a  piece  of  land  at  Shortlands, 
which  Mr.  Hugo  Lorecz,  the  tenant  of  the  house  adjoining, 
was  desirous  of  leasing  for  gardening-purposes. 

The  Director  Clause. 

■  Mr.  GiFFORD,  referring  to  the  director  clause  of  the 
Pharmacy  Bill,  said  it  was  stated  that -Mr.  Lough,  M.P., 
who  introduced  the  Bill  into  the  House  of  Commons, 
understood  that  only  one  qualified  director  is  needed  for 
each  company. 

The  President  :  The  clause  is  plain. 

Mr.  Cross:  I  understand  there  is  some  talk  of  accepting 
amendments. 

Mr.  GiFFORD  :  The  statement  has  been  made  that  all  the 
•directors  are  to  be  qualified.    I  on'y  want  information. 

The  President  :  Tlie  information  is  contained  in  the 
clause. 

Mr.  WOOTTON :  I  take  it  there  is  no  doubt  about  what  we 
mean.  It  is  that,  whether  there  be  only  one  or  ten  directors, 
all  must  be  qualified. 

The  President  :  That  is  what  we  mean. 

Mr.  GlyN' Jones:  As  one  who  is  responsible  in  a  great 
measure  for  the  introduction  of  the  Bill,  I  should 
like  to  say  I  know  of  nothing  I  have  said  that  has  led 
Mr.  Lough  to  infer  anything  but  that  all  the  directors  are 
io  be  qualified. 


Sixty-second  Annual  Report. 

Examinations. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  candidates  presenting 
themselves  for  the  Qualifying  exr.mination  during  the  year 
is  to  be  recorded,  1,549  having  been  examined,  as  against 
1,479  in  1901.  The  number  of  successful  candidates  was 
■468,  and  the  percentage  of  rejections  was  69  78 ;  which 
compares  unfavourably  with  the  percentage  of  66  39  noted 
in  the  preceding  year's  statistics.  For  tlie  Major  examina- 
tion 95  candidates  were  examined,  and  50,  or  52  63  per  cent., 
failed.  One  hundred  and  sixteen  persons  were  registered 
as  "  Apprentices  or  Students  "  on  production  of  certificates 
of  preliminary  knowledge  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws — 
a  notable  increase  on  the  two  preceding  years,  which  affords 
reasonable  ground  for  the  assumption  that  the  new  conditions 
of  registration  entered  upon  in  1900  do  not  tend  to  operate 
with  undue  restrictive  force. 

The  Privy  Council  Visitors,  reporting  on  the  examinations 
-in  London  and  in  Edinburgh,  testify  to  the  adequate  standard 
of  the  statutory  test  of  competent  knowledge,  as  well  as  to 
the  fairness  and  thoroughness  which  characterises  the  work 
of  the  two  Boards.  Both  Dr.  Stevenson  and  Dr.  Balfour 
Marshall  reiterate  the  necessity  for  systematised  instruction 
in  the  subjects  of  the  examination. 

Evening  Meetings. 

The  meetings  in  London  have  been  better  attended  during 
thepastsession.  The  chief  feature  of  the  February  meeting  was 
a  highly  successful  exhibition  of  naw  and  scientific  apparatus 
and  pharmaceutical  appliances,  which  was  much  appreciated 
by  the  members  of  the  Society  and  their  friends.  The 
•Council  is  indebted  to  Professor  Greenish  and  Mr.  Humphrey, 
to  whom  the  detail  work  of  organi^ing  and  carrying  out  the 
necessary  arrangements  was  entrusted,  and  to  Professor 
Herbert  Jackson  and  Mr.  F.  Goldby  for  assistance  in  the 
form  of  short  popular  demonstrations  during;;  the  evening. 
Communications  from  the  Research  Laboratory  were  pre- 
sented at  the  March  meeting  by  the  two  Butt  scholars — 
Messrs.  Lenton  and  Paterson — and  by  the  Salters'  Fellow, 
Mr.  Garsed.  A  valuable  discussion  on  "  Drug-standards  " 
was  opened  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  in  November,  and  was 
resumed  by  Dr.  Attfield,  F.R.S.,  and  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  in 
December. 

In  Edinburgh,  papers  have  been  read  by  Professor  Bower, 
F.R.S.,  Messrs.  Donald  McEwan,  J.  P.  Gilmour,  Thomas 
Stephenson,  Martin  Meldrum,  A.  Russell  Bennet,  Andrew 


King,  William  Duncan,  David  Brown,  Peter  Boa,  and  D.  B. 
Dott.    All  the  papers  and  discussions  are  recorded  in  the 

Pharmaoeutioal  Journal. 

Library  and  Museum. 

The  progress  of  these  important  departments  is  chronicled 
month  by  month  in  the  published  reports  of  the  Library, 
Museum,  School,  and  House  Committee,  and  it  is  only 
necessary  to  state  that  both  the  library  and  museum  are 
adequately  organised  to  meet  any  demands  that  may  be 
made  upon  them  by  students  or  members.  Donations  of 
books  and  specimens  have  been  as  numerous  and  as 
acceptable  as  formerly,  and  the  Council  has  authorised 
additions  by  purchase,  whenever  it  has  seemed  necessary, 
in  order  that  the  departments  might  be  kept  well  abreast  of 
modern  requirements.  The  collections  are  properly  arranged 
with  a  view  to  complete  accessibility  and  consequent  useful- 
ness, and  the  members  of  the  Society  have  reason  to  be 
proud  of  the  possession  of  such  efficient  aids  to  pharma- 
ceutical knowledge.  If  students  more  generally  availed 
themselves  of  the  privileges  which  the  use  of  the  library  or 
museum  confer,  a  possibly  beneficial  effect  on  the  examina- 
tion statistics  might  result. 

School. 

The  appointment  of  Professor  Collie  to  the  chair  of  organic 
chemistry  in  the  University  of  London  necessitated  liis 
retirement  from  the  position  he  had  filled  with  such  success 
in  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  The  Council  has  had  the  good 
fortune  to  secure  the  services  of  Professor  Wynne,  who  was 
appointed  to  succeed  Professor  Collie  in  July,  and  whose 
address  in  October  at  the  opening  of  the  school  furnished  a 
suitable  opportunity  of  introducing  him  to  the  members  of 
the  Society.  A  considerable  amount  of  money  has  been 
expended  in  improving  the  school  equipment  and  appliances. 
The  alterations  in  the  lecture-theatre  will,  it  is  believed, 
commend  themselves  to  the  members  generally. 

Poison  Regulations. 

The  regulations,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  the  last 
report  were  passed  at  a  special  meeting  of  members  on 
May  23  and  confirmed  by  the  Privy  Council  on  July  4. 
Intimation  of  the  inclusion  of  "  liquid  disinfectants  "  in  the 
statutory  regulations  was  sent  at  once  to  every  person  whose 
name  appeared  on  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists, 
and  a  copy  of  the  full  regulations,  suitably  prepared  for 
convenient  reference  in  the  pharmacy,  was  placed  by  the 
Society  at  the  disposal  of  the  trade.  A  very  general  accept- 
ance of  the  offer  resulted.  The  Government  Departments 
were  also  promptly  notified  of  the  steps  taken  by  the  Society 
in  the  public  interest. 

"  Journal." 

A  Committee  of  Inquiry  into  the  conditions  under  which 
the  Journal  is  produced  and  published  was  appointed  by  the 
Council  last  year,  and  has  investigated  fully  the  various 
details  connected  with  production,  printing,  and  distribution. 
Certain  recommendations  were  submitted  to  the  Council  with 
a  view  to  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Journal  Department, 
and  were  adopted.  The  editor  of  the  Journal  having  placed 
his  resignation  in  the  hands  of  the  Council,  Mr.  John 
Humphrey  was  asked  to  take  charge  of  the  Journal  until 
June,  and  a  small  Advisory  Committee  was  appointed  to 
confer  with  him.  In  consideration  of  Dr.  Paul's  services  to 
the  Society  during  the  thirty-two  years  he  has  held  the  post 
of  editor,  an  annuity  of  SOO/t.  was  granted  him  in  January. 

Parliamentary. 

The  Departmental  Committee  on  Poisons,  which  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Privy  Council  in  June,  1901,  reported  in 
November  last,  and  recommended  that  preparations  for  use 
in  connection  with  agriculture,  horticulture,  or  sanitation 
might  be  placed  on  a  third  part  of  the  Poison  Schedule,  to  be 
sold  by  licensed  persons,  not  necessarily  registered  chemists 
and  druggists,  and  subject  to  regulations  to  be  made  by  the 
Privy  Council.  Mr.  Alexander  Cross,  M.P.,  wrote  a  supple- 
mentary report  urging  a  more  wide-spreading  application  of 
the  principle  of  a  third  subdivision  of  the  Schedule ;  and 
Mr.  Walter  Hills  presented  a  minority  report  expressing  the 
opinion  that  the  conclusions  of  the  main  report  were  not 
deducible  from  the  evidence  given  before  the  Committee. 
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Copies  of  the  reports,  together  with  extracts  from  the  evi- 
dence given,  have  been  sent  to  every  registered  chemist.  In 
view  of  the  Departmental  Committee's  reports,  and  having 
regard  to  the  absence  of  any  indication  that  the  Privy 
Council  was  prepared  to  give  early  consideration  to  the 
views  of  the  Council  of  the  Society  in  regard  to  pharma- 
ceutical legislation,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  take  steps 
to  introduce  into  Parliament  the  draft  Bill  of  1901,  which 
had  been  in  abeyance  during  the  Departmental  inquiry. 
The  Bill  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Lough,  M.P.,  on  March  26, 
and  bears  the  names  of  the  following  members  of  Parlia- 
ment as  supporters  :  Mr.  Marshall  Hall,  Mr.  Remnant,  Mr. 
John  Burns,  Mr.  Ellis  Griffith,  Mr.  Wanklyn,  Mr.  Henniker 
Heaton,  Mr.  Tomkinson,  and  Mr.  Osmond  Williams.  The 
Parliamentary  Watch  Committee  is  prosecuting  an  active 
campaign  in  favour  of  the  Bill,  and  the  help  of  every 
registered  chemist  in  Great  Britain  is  earnestly  solicited  in 
the  efforts  which  are  being  made  to  secure  attention  for  the 
views  embodied  in  that  measure.  The  Council  appreciates 
the  valuable  and  practical  assistance  of  divisional  officers, 
members  of  the  Society,  and  others. 

Local  Organisation. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  tlie  development 
of  the  organisation  of  the  Society,  and  useful  conferences 
have  taken  place  between  .  the  Secretary  and  registered 
chemists  at  the  following  centres  :

North-Ea<itern  District.— Newcastle,  Stockton. 
In  Scotland  the  Assistant  Secretary,  acting  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Secretary,  has  conducted  similar  conferences  at 
Aberdeen,  Dundee,  Edinburgh,  Dumfries,  Glasgow,  Maud, 
Inverness,  and  Greenock. 

The  practical  value  of  the  work  accomplished  during  the 
year  in  the  direction  of  stimulating  local  interest  in  the 
Society  and  in  the  important  political  questions  which 
chemists  and  druggists  are  called  upon  to  face,  has  been 
manifested  in  a  highly  gratifying  manner  by  the  formation 
of  several  new  local  associations  and  the  revival  of  some 
which  had  fallen  into  a  languishing  condition.  The  Council 
has  the  satisfaction  of  recording  that  the  Society  now  has 
in  its  local  organi.sation  a  valuable  and  effective  means  of 
influencing  public  or  parliamentary  opinion.  In  large 
measure  this  is  due  to  the  ungrudging  services  of  the 
divisional  Secretaries  and  the  cordial  co-operation  of  local 
associations. 

Benenolext  Fund. 

Five  additional  annuitants  were  elected  in  December 
last,  the  financial  condition  of  the  Fund  not  being  such  as  to 
justify  the  Council  in  offering  a  larger  number  of  annuities. 
The  expenditure  during  the  year  was  2  862/.,  or  about  100/. 
in  e.xcess  of  the  income  available  for  distribution,  and  pay- 
ments have  only  been  met  by  temporarily  using  contributions 
belonging  to  '■  Donation "  account.  Tliere  is  urgent  need 
for  more  annual  subscriptions,  or  it  will  be  impossible  for 
the  Council  to  maintain  even  the  present  modest  measure 
of  relief  granted  to  deserving  applicants  for  casual 
assistance. 

Legal. 

Three  hundred  and  forty  cases  of  alleged  infringement  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  were  reported  to  the  Registrar 
d  iring  the  past  year,  and  were  fully  investigated.  In  those 
0  Lses  in  which  satisfactory  evidence  could  be  obtained  the 
Council  authorised  the  Registrar  to  take  proceedings.  A 
list  of  these  125  cases  was  publi-hed  in  the  Registrar's 
report  of  February  7  last,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that 
each  contested  case  was  decided  in  favour  of  the  Society. 

In  some  instances,  after  judgment  for  penalties  had 
been  obtained,  the  defendants  have  made  no  attempt  to 
pay  the  amount,  and  consequently  the  Council  has  had 
recourse  to  the  Debtors  Act,  1868,  with  a  view  to  obtaining 
attachment  orders. 

In  four  of  such  cases  County  Court  judges  have  made 


orders  of  committal,  and  it  is  hope  1  that  such  a  course  of 
procedure  will  have  a  salutary  effect. 

In  several  cases  proceedings  were  taken  in  the  police 
courts  for  infringement  of  the  17th  Section  of  the  Act,  with 
satisfactory  results. 

N.B.  Branch. 

The  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch  reports  that 
the  Society's  premises  in  Edinburgli  are  in  good  order  and 
that  the  work  of  the  Society  is  efficiently  carried  out.

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Mr.  JessG  Boot,  Chairman  of  the  Drag  Companies'  Associa- 
tion, lias  issued  a  circular  to  members  of  the  House  of 
Commons  giving  reasons  why  the  Pharmacy  Bill  should,  not 
be  passed.  Although  the  circular  is  dated  from  29  Farringdon 
Road,  March  27,  members  appear  to  have  received  it  this 
week  only.    It  is  as  follows  : — 

THE  PHARMACY  BILL,  1903. 

Second  Reading  down  for  May  11. 

why  the  bill  should  not  be  passed. 

This  Bill,  while  it  is  ostensibly  only  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
poisons  by  unqualified  assistants  and  the  registration  of  chemists' 
shops  and  the  managers  thereof,  is  really  designed  by  its  pro- 
moters (the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  to  constitute  the  chemists' 
and  druggists'  business  a  monopoly  of  the  members  of  that 
Society. 

What  is  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  ? 

A  trade  society  whose  sole  interest  is  to  protect  the  interest  of 
the  retail  tradesmen  they  represent,  but  who  loudly  proclaim  their 
■action  as  beiag  for  the  public  good. 

Who  is  the  Sill  aimed  at  ? 

Companies  carrying  on  business  as  chemists  and  druggists, 
which  have  been  an  immense  success  and  thereby  excited  the 
envy  of  the  retail  tradesmen  composing  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  who,  finding  they  cannot  openly  compete  with  the  com- 
panies, are  trying  to  kill  competition  in  trade  by  Parliamentary 
action.  No  complaint  has  been  made  about  the  way  these  com- 
panies carry  on  their  businesses  as  chemists  and  druggists.  The 
companies  employ  a  registered  chemist  to  manage  every  branch. 
The  companies  have  rushed  into  their  present  position  of  extreme 
popular  favour  — a  favour  which  they  really  deserve — because  now 
the  working  man  with  a  sick  wife  or  child  can  get  for  9d.  a  pre- 
scription which  would  cost  2s.  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
supporters  had  it  all  their  own  way  as  they  used  to  do,  and  as 
this  Bill  will  again  help  them  to  do.  Tlie  only  objectors  are  these 
retail  tradesman,  represented  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
who  have  before  tried  by  legal  enactment  to  suppress  their  com- 
petitors, the  comjianies,  and  failed  to  do  so.  This  Bill  is  another 
try. 

The  Bill  is  especially  designed  to  cripple — if  not  entirely  dis- 
able—companies from  carrying  on  the  basiuess  of  a  chemist  and 
druggist,  either  in  a  separate  shop  or  as  a  department  in  a  general 
store. 

If  the  Bill  were  prompted  in  the  interests  of  the  public,  as  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  would  like  members  of  Parliament  to 
believe,  it  would  provide  for  the  abolition  of  the  "Executors" 
Section  (xvi.)  in  the  existing  Pharmacy  Act,  which  will  not  be 
touched  by  this  Bill.  Under  this  Bill  women  and  men,  un- 
registered persons,  and  without  any  knowledge  of  pharmacy,  will 
still  be  alloA^ed  to  carry  on  businesses  in  the  name  of  deceased 
chemists  in  any  number  of  shops  for  an  unlimited  period.  Such 
unqualified  persons  are  carrying  on  ch3mists'  businesses  all  over 
the  country  at  present,  under  the  protection  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  In  one  case  as  many  as  twenty 
shops  were  under  the  management  of  a  widow  lady,  without,  of 
course,  any  qualification. 

The  following  remarks  refer  only  to  the  sections  of  the  Bill 
whose  provisions  are  most  objectionable  — viz.,  Sections  7,  10, 
and  11. 

Section  7  provides  that  every  director  of  a  company  trading 
as  chemists  and  druggists  must  be  a  registered  person,  and  not  a 
director  of  any  other  company  carrymg  on  a  like  business. 

Many  co-operative  stores  have  a  chemists'  department,  as  have 
also  such  large  concerns  as  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores,  Messrs. 
Spiers  &  Pond,  &c. 

The  absurdity  of  this  provision  is  apparent  when  it  is  reflected 
that  public  men,  whilst  recognising  the  principle  that  directors 
generally  are  in  a  responsible  position,  do  not  look  upon  this  kind 
of  responsibility  as  of  the  sort  which  they  want  in  the  control  of 
the  sale  of  medicines.  The  director's  responsibility  is  of  the 
nature  of  financial  supervision,  whereas  the  public  desire  to  be 
protected  from  the  dangers  of  taking  improper  medicines  is 
satisfied  if  the  responsibility  of  actually  supervising  the  making 
and  the  selling  of  its  physic  is  fixed  on  duly  qualified  persons.  The 
idea  of  the  ofiice  of  director  being  the  means  of  ensuring  that  the 
medicines  which  an  assistant  handed  over  the  counter  was  safe 
would  appear  absurd  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  or  any  member  of 
Parliament. 


IE  a  company  is  managed  by  a  directorate  consisting  of  one  or 
more  qualified  persons  it  may  keep  retail  shops,  under  qualified 
management,  according  to  the  Bill ;  but  these  directors  are 
actually  wholesale  druggists,  who  at  present  need  no  registration 
or  qualification.  No  one,  not  even  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
suggests  extending  the  operations  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  to  the 
wholesale  trade.  Why,  then,  should  these  directors  need 
qualification  ? 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  remarked  that  the  Bill  does  not 
touch  the  regulations  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  which  will  continue 
to  allow  unregistered  persons,  being  the  executors  of  a  deceased 
chemist,  to  carry  on  a  business  in  the  name  of  the  deceased  in 
any  number  of  shops  for  an  indefinite  period.  It  shows  the 
animus  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  against  drug  companies 
and  drug-company  directors  when  their  Bill  is  designed  to 
enforce  that  the  directors  must  be  registered  qualified  chemists, 
whereas  any  such  provision  is  considered  entirely  unnecessary  in 
the  case  of  executors.  The  fact  (entirely  suppressed  by  the 
Society  promoting  the  Bill)  is,  that  such  a  provision  is  superfluous 
in  either  case  so  long  as  the  business  of  each  shop  is  conducted 
by  a  registered  manager. 

Section  10  gives  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  power  to  enact 
by-laws  which  can  be  made  against  the  public  interest,  especi- 
ally with  respect  to  the  examination  and  supply  of  registered 
chemists.  This  the  fo  lowing  extract  from  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  will  show  ; — 

"Mr.  Newsholme  did  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  new  regula- 
tions as  to  fees  and  the  new  Preliminary  examination  are  likely 
to  keep  down  the  number  of  persons  entering  the  trade.  That  is 
a  dangerous  admission  to  come  from  the  official  head  jira  te!)t.  of 
the  body  charged  by  Pailiament  [i.e.,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society) 
with  the  duty  of  supplying  the  public  with  registered  chemists 
and  druggists." 

Section  11. — Under  this  section,  limited  companies,  and  even 
private  companies,  would  (among  many  other  disabilities)  be 
deprived  of  the  right  to  indicate  in  any  way  that  they  carried  on  a 
chemist's  and  druggist's  business,  or  even  to  call  themselves  store- 
chemists.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society,  in  this  Bill,  does  not  seek 
to  effect  any  change  in  the  law  which  at  present  allows  the  widow 
or  executors  of  a  deceased  chemist  ^being  unregistered  persons)  to 
carry  on  business  indefinitely  in  the  name  of  the  deceased,  in  any 
number  of  shops,  and  to  describe  the  shop  as  a  chemist's  and 
druggist's  ;  but  they  seek  to  deprive  any  responsible  and  existing 
company,  which  has  perhaps  spent  many  thousands  of  pounds 
upon  building  up  a  business  known  to  the  public  as  chemists'  and 
druggists'  from  any  longer  indicating  itself  as  such.  This  would 
affect  the  interests  of  innumerable  shareholders,  and  require 
alterations  in  signboards,  labels,  utensils  in  trade,  &c.,  costing 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  pounds.  The  Bill  allows  that  companies 
may  keep  open  chemists'  shops,  but  they  must  not  indicate  that 
they  do  so.  In  fact,  you  may  do  a  certain  thing,  but  you  must 
not  say  so.    There  would  be  no  reason  or  justice  in  this. 

There  is  surely  a  better  guarantee  for  the  security  of  the  public 
in  the  name  of  a  responsible  company  (with  a  real  live  director) 
being  allowed  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  title  of  chemist 
and  druggist  than  that  of  a  dead  man.  Some  of  the  most  promi- 
nent promoters  of  this  Bill  and  leading  members  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  keep  open  shop  in  the  names  of  men  who  are  no 
longer  among  the  living,  and  they  continue  to  associate  the  title 
of  chemist  and  druggist  with  these  businesses.  They  do  this  with 
the  connivance  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

These  are  some  of  the  most  contentious  provisions  of  a  Bill 
which  is  quite  against  the  public  interest,  and  should  not  be 
allowed  to  pass  into  law.  Jesse  Boot,

Another  Opponent. 

Mr.  Batty  Langley,  the  M.P.  for  the  Attercliffe  division, 
who  has  put  down  his  name  amongst  the  objectors  to  the 
Pharmacy  Bill,  has  explained  his  reasons  to  me.  He  holds 
that  it  is  neither  just  nor  right  to  expect  that  directors  of 
public  companies  should  be  certificated  chemists.  At  the 
same  time  he  is  quite  of  opinion  that  fully-qualified  chemists 
should  be  in  charge  of  all  shops  where  poisonous  drugs  are 
sold  and  medicines  dispensed.  It  is  utterly  ridiculous,  in  his 
opinion,  to  require  that  the  directors  should  be  similarly 
qualified.  In  Sheffield  alone  there  are  no  fewer  than 
fourteen  shops  run  by  one  well-known  company,  and  there  is 
no  doubt  whatever  that  they  do  a  great  deal  of  good.  The 
whole  of  these  shops  are  in  charge  of  qualified  chemists,  and 
surely  that  should  be  sufficient.  Besides  objecting  to 
Clause  7,  he  also  objects  to  Clause  11,  relating  to  manage- 
ment, which  is,  he  thinks,  very  vague.  The  Bill,  he  is 
satisfied,  has  been  got  up  against  the  companies,  many  of 
which  sell  drugs  at  a  much  cheaper  price  than  the  ordinary 
chemists,  and  are  therefore  a  great  boon  to  poor  people. 
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A  Tax  upox  Opium. 
The  following  explanation  has  been  furnishei  by  Viscount 
•Cranborne  in  regard  to  the  proposal  of  the  Government  of  the 
Province  of  Canton  to  levy  an  additional  tax  upon  opium  : 

An  attempt  was  ma:le  last  year  to  levy  an  additional  tax  upon 
■opium.  Under  the  prescribed  conditions  this  could  only  have 
•operated  so  as  to  discriminate  in  favour  of  native  opium.  But  it 
was  also  in  violation  of  Clause  2  of  the  additional  article  of  the 
•Chefoo  Convention,  because  it  was  to  be  levied  at  the  port,  and 
while  the  packages  were  still  unopened  for  consumption,  in  which 

■  case  the  amount  of  the  tax  is  by  the  clause  specifically  limited. 
His  Majesty's  Minister  at  Peking  and  his  Majesty's  Consul- 
>General  at  Canton,  acting  under  the  instructions  of  his  Majesty's 
■Government,  protested  against  the  tax,  and  the  new  regulations 
•■■vvere  withdrawn. 

Glycerixated  Calf-i.ymph. 

During  the  week  Mf.  Weir,  the  member  for  Ross  and 
•Cromarty,  has  deluged  the  President  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  with  inquiries  upon  small  points  connected  with  the 
-supply  of  calf-lymph  by  that  Department.  The  hon.  member 
<was  under  the  impression  that  the  Board  sold  lymph  to 
medical  men  for  use  in  their  private  practice.  Mr.  Grant 
'Lawson  pointed  out  that  the  lymph  issued  is  not  sold.  It  is 
•only  supplied  to  public  vaccinators  for  use  in  vaccinations 
performed  by  them  in  that  capacity,  and  no  charge  is  made 
for  it.  Another  piece  of  information  elicited  was  that 
'-799,092  tubes  of  glycerinated  calP-lymph  were  issued  by  the 
Board  during  the  financial  year  1932-3.

As  OLhers  See  Us. 

OUR  French  colleagues  are  havirg  at  present  the  advantage 
which  Burns  detired  for  his  friends  and  himself : 

Ah,  wad  some  power  the  giftie  gie  us 
To  see  lurselves  as  itheis  see  us. 

For  the  last  year  there  has  been  appearing  in  Paris  an  illus- 
Irated  satirical  paper. -  called  the  ,vlii(V//c.a;*  JBeurre.  The 
title,  -which  literally  means,  "the  hutter-platfi,"  is  a  slang 
term  equivalent  to  "  a  gcod  tiling,"'  "  a  soft  job,"  &c.  The 
man  who  is  put  into  a  remunerative  post,  and  his  fellow 
who  gets  a  share  of  a  lucrative  contract,  are  dipping  their 
hands  into  the  Assiet/c  au  Heurrc.  .  The  journal  is  in  the 
hands  of  a  group  of  Montmaitro  artists,  bitter  enemies  of 
the  bureaucracy  in  Church  and  State.  Lawyers,  soldiers, 
and  priests  are  in  their  eyes  the  chief  representative.s  of 
humbug,  and  they  are  in  gensral  the  main  points  of  attack. 
Bat  hypocrisy  and  humbug  are  attacked  wherever  they  are 
found — coarsely,  brutally,  often — without  respect  for  any 
conventions  ;  and  yet  the  satirists  are  artists  at  bottom,  with 
a  deep  human  sympathy  below.  In  short,  the  position  of 
the  paper  is  that  of  intellectual  Anarchists. 

Some  months  ago  an  attack  upon  the  physician  as  humbug 
made  a  gieat  sensation  through  France.  Many  of  the 
drawings  were  of  a  nature  impossible  to  reproduce  in 
Ergland,  but  they  were  universally  recognised  as  dealing 
with  an  acknowledged  evil.  Another  dealt  with  the 
adulteration  of  milk,  which  was  at  the  time  causing  infantile 
mortality.  A  recent  number  dealt  with  "  Les  Phar- 
maciens,"  and  represented  the  popular  view  of  the  chemist 
in  Paris.  Htre  we  have  all  the  popular  jokes  of  ages.  The 
proprietor  who  rebukes  his  assistant  for  recommending  an 
ointment  on  which  only  60  per  cent,  is  clear  profit — it  is  the 
SO  per-cent.  profit  that  he  should  aim  after.  Some  of  them 
are  incidentally  icstructive.  Thus  we  find  the  courteous 
proprietor,  who  has  made  up  a  prescription  for  a  lady, 
observing,  "Yes,  madame;  I  quite  agree  with  you.  People 


take  far  too  much  medicine.  The  prescription  comes  to 
30.50f.  (24i-.)."  There  is  very  little,  apparently,  of  what  we 
call  "  substitution,"  as  most  of  the  gibes  are  on  the  subject 
of  prescriptions.  Thus  a  hurried  assistant  interrupts  his 
principal  in  dressing  to  say  that  the  bismuth  is  run  out. 
"Go  to  the  kitchen,  then,  and  get  some  potato-flour,'  is  the 
answer.  Another  runs  up  to  say  that  there  is  no  balm  for 
hreniorrhoids  left.  "  Give  him  some  cerat  .  .  .  and  charge 
him  5f.,  then."  The  troubles  of  the  assistant  are  dwelt 
upon.  Here  is  a  man  with  an  illegible  prescription.  "Is 
this  2  grams  or  10  grams  of  tincture  of  aconite  ? "  "  I  do 
not  know  ;  make  it  up  as  if  it  were  for  yourself."  Or,  still 
worse,  the  man  who  has  compounded  the  prescriptions  : 
"Who  is  to  have  this  iodide,  this  arsenic,  this  laudanum  ? 
I  shall  chance  giving  it  them  in  alphabetical  order." 

Other  pictures  are  more  universal.  We  have  the  "  cvil-de- 
jatte  " — the  man  with  no  legs — wheeled  into  the  pharmacy 
for  advice  as  to  a  cold  in  the  head,  while  the  principal, 
seated  at  his  desk  in  the  back  shop,  recommends  him  to  put 
his  feet  in  hot  mustard- and-water.  Again,  the  married  man, 
cautioned  as  to  the  dangerous  nature  of  the  prescription, 
who  replies,  "  It  does  not  matter — it  is  for  my  mother-in- 
law."  One  of  the  full-page  drawings  shows  the  happy  fate 
of  the  chemists  of  Lisieux.  It  seems,  most  of  the  auto- 
mobile accidents  happen  between  Trouville  and  Lisieux,  and 
the  chemist  is  shown  coming  cheerfully  to  the  door  to 
receive  another  wounded  man  borne  over  the  pavement  from 
the  motor-car  which  has  found  him  on  the  road.  Two  or 
three  cuts  at  the  end  of  the  number  show  some  of  the 
familiar  incidents  of  counter-practice.  Thus  a  small  boy 
comes  in  for  some  "  sirop  pi-pi-ca-ca-d'na-na"  (we  repro- 
duce this  picture),  a  little  girl  demands  some  "  surface 
d'equilibre"  ("sulfate  de  quinine"),  and  a  lady  from  the 
slams  demands  fiercely  some  "  peinture  d'idiote  "  ("  teinture 
d'iodine").  On  the  whole,  the  number  shows  the  fairly 
prosperous  state  of  our  French  colleagues. 


Annval  Stocldaldng  Record.  Pp.  156.  (Ruled  paper),  ls.net. 
London  :  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney  (Limited). 

StocktajvING  is  as  essential  for  chemists  and  druggists  as 
for  any  other  class  of  business  men  who  with  to  know  how 
they  stand  with  the  world.  It  is  considered  a  bother,  however, 
there  being  so  many  little  things  to  put  down  which  amount 
to  little,  and  after  that  the  worry  of  pricing  and  extending 
values  is  much  greater  than  in  any  other  kind  of  business. 
This  stocktaking  record  reduces  the  labcur  enormously.  In 
the  150  odd  pages  of  ruled  writing-paper,  the  names  and 
prices  of  medicinal  products  as  given  in  Messrs.  Wright, 
Layman  &  Umney's  price-list  are  printed,  there  being- 
columns  for  two  stocktakings  with  quantity,  jjrice,  and 
amount.  In  addition  there  are  columns  headed  "Where 
Kept  "  and  "  Retail  Price,"  so  that  it  makes  a  stock-book  as 
well.  About  half  the  book  consists  of  blank  pages  for 
"patents,"  specialities,  sundries,  &c.,  and  several  useful  con- 
version-tables form  a  preface. 

Bispeming  and'.  Itetail  Price-lint,  recommended  by  the 
Council  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association.  Thir- 
teenth Edition.  Pp.  112.  Is.  &d.  London,  1903:  H. 
Silverlcck. 

From  the  number  of  pages  it  will  be  seen  that  this 
popular  price-list  has  been  much  enlarged.  The  arrangement 
is  the  same  as  before,  but  now  a  blank  page  for  writing  in 
additional  entries  faces  each  printed  page,  the  blank  pages 
conforming-  with  the  others  in  the  columns  headed  "  Ware- 
house "  and  "Shop,"  so  that  the  list  serves  for  a  stock-book. 
Each  scheduled  poison  in  the  list  has  the  word  '  Register  " 
or  "  Poison"  before  it,  according  to  the  part  of  the  schedule 
in  which  it  occurs.  The  prices  have  been  carefully  revised 
and  the  entries  brought  up  to  date.  The  list  can  be  obtained 
from  all  the  wholesale  houses,  or  from  the  Hon.  Secretary  of 
the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association,  as  well  as  from  the 
publisher.

The  Glyn-Jones  Judgment 

is  a  perquisite  for  apprenticed 
chemists  only.  It  would  be  only  historic  justice  that  com- 
panies should  have  the  dry  fide  of  the  bread  this  time. 
They  had  the  buttered  side  wlien  they  pleaded  that  being 
companies  they  could  not  be  examiued,  and  were  therefore 
unaffected  by  the  Pharmacy  Act.  So,  too,  being  companies 
they  cannot  liave  been  apprenticed.  It  is  tlie  prerogative  of 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  decide  how  far  they  will 
allow  "  chemists  "  who  have  not  been  apprenticed  to  sell  and 
recommend  on  the  labels,  unstamped,  "  Icnown,  admitted, 
and  approved  "  remedies.  To  get  the  benefit  of  the  judg- 
ment it  will  be  for  us  to  encourage  faith  in  old  and  well- 
tried  medicines.  These  m'ght  well  be  associated  with  the 
"  old  friends,  old  times,  old  manners,  old  books,  and  old 
wine  "  so  dear  to  Goldsmith.  That  a  large  section  of  the 
s:ck  and  quasi-sick  public  will  always  prefer  mysterious  and 
miraculous  medicines  to  those  which  are  known,  admitted, 
and  approved  we  all  know.  It  is  for  chemists  to  combat 
this  disposition,  and  in  this  crusade  the  suggestions  for 
labels  which  the  V.  Jlr  D.  has  begun  to  publish  will  prove 
most  helpful.  Brief  historic  records  of  the  principal  official 
remedies,  for  compilation  into  pamphlets,  would  also  be  of 
value. 

The  Council  Election 

this  year  seems  likely  to  be  a  sadly 
tame  affair,  at  least  on  this  side  of  the  Tweed.  We  hear 
echoes  of  the  thunder  rumbling  between  Aberdeen  and 
Glasgow,  but  we  are  not  favoured  with  even  a  sham  fight 
this  way.  Are  there  no  principles  involved,  no  treachery  to 
denounce,  no  aspirations  to  be  fulfilled  ?  Certain  "  councils  " 
of  local  associations  have  selected  their  sevens  and  recom- 
mended them  to  their  humbler  constituents  ;  they  have  come 
to  their  conclusions,  we  are  told,  "  after  carefully  consider- 
ing the  claims  of  the  candidates."  Why  do  they  not  tell  us 
what  considerations  guided  them  ?  In  the  absence  of  such 
illumination,  and  pending  the  proof  of  the  infallibility  of  my 
council,  I  think  I  shall  "exercise  my  privilege"  in  accord 
with  my  own  unaided  judgment. 

Lord  Ebury 

presided  over  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Army  and 
Navy  Society  (Limited)  last  week,  and  after  apologising  for 
the  dividend  being  only  262j  per  cent.,  went  on  to  amuse  his 
audience  with  some  sparkling  comments  on  the  Pharmacy 
Bill.  "  Promoted  by  chemists  and  backed  by  socialists,"  was 
his  playful  and  slightly  accurate  way  of  describing  its  intro- 
duction. Our  allies  the  socialists,  Lord  Ebury  says,  "  honour 
the  stores  with  their  disapproval';  evidence  of  their 
■intelligence.  But  this  ludicrous  Bill  wants  to  prevent  his 
Lordship  and  his  colleagues  from  selling  drugs  unless  they 
are  qualified  chemists.  "  We  are  not  qualified  chemists," 
confesses  my  Lord  ;  "  we  wish  we  vrere  ;  for  chemistry  is  a 
most  interesting  study." 

How  Nice  of  Him 

to  say  that ;  may  I  hope  that  his  Lord- 
ship also  graciously  approves  of  the  law  of  gravitation  ? 
Lord  Ebury  went  on  to  contend  that  if  they  (the  military 
and  naval  shopkeepers)  do  not  know  anything  about  the 
business  which  they  "  direct,"  that  does  not  in  the  least 
signify.  They  have  got  money  and  can  buy  people  who 
have  the  requisite  knowledge.     His  Lordship  said,  "  We 


have  twenty-four  men  in  our  drug-department,  all  of  whom 
are  qualified  to  establish,  and  possess,  and  carry  on  a 
chemist's  shop."  But  who  would  desire  such  unpleasant 
independence  when  he  can  secure  the  blessed  privilege  of 
being  our  servant  ?  Therefore,  don't  disturb  yourselves, 
dear  shareholders,  about  these  funny  agitators.  "  Chemists 
are  not  a  strong  political  force  (how  stupid  such  people 
must  be  to  expect  justice !),  and  I  think  they  will  find  the 
dose  they  have  prepared  a  little  too  strong  for  Parliamentary 
digestion,"  with  which  lively  sally  my  Lord  dismissed  the 
topic. 

A  French  Nobleman 

was  once  appealed  to  by  people  with 
no  political  influence  for  food,  and  he  recommended  them  to 
go  and  eat  grass.  A  few  years  later,  the  people  having 
meanwhile  acquired  some  political  influence,  carried  the 
nobleman's  head,  the  mouth  stuffed  with  grass,  through  the 
streets  of  their  city  on  a  pike.  I  have  not  the  least  desire 
for  Lord  Ebury's  head,  but  it  is  safe  to  predict  that  this 
century  is  going  to  be  a  bad  one  for  people,  and  I  hope  for 
companies  also,  who  rely  u[ion  their  privileges. 

I  Postal  Orders 

at  sixpenny  intervals  which  the  Postmaster- 
General  promises  will  be  useful,  and  will  probably  become  a 
recognised  form  of  paper  currency,  thus  giving  the  Govern- 
ment a  large  amount  of  cash  always  in  hand.  If  Mr.  Austen 
Chamberlain  would  supplement  this  innovation  by  also 
supplying  books  of  postal  orders  which  the  owner  could  fill 
in  for  himself  for  any  odd  amount  up  to,  say,  1?.,  like  the 
old  Cheque  Bank  cheques,  he  would  give  a  convenience  to 
the  public  and  do  a  good  stroke  of  business  for  his  Depart- 
ment. 

An  Olive-branch  of  Peace 

is  offered  by  the  Editor  of 
Advertisinrj.  He  deplores  the  antagonism  between  manu- 
facturers of  well-advertised  nostrums  and  the  retailers  who 
are  expected  to  sell  them  at  rates  of  profit  equivalent  to 
those  secured  by  changing  a  shilling,  and  "  definitely  offers 
mediation."  The  P.A.T.A.  scheme  does  not  satisfy  him,  and 
he  asks  for  the  names  of  chemists  who  will  "  i^ledge 
themselves,  under  a  substantial  penalty,  not  to  offer,  by 
word  or  deed,  any  substitute,  packed  or  in  bulk,  for  the 
goods  advertised,"  provided  the  proprietor  will  allow  him  a 
special  rebate  of  20  to  25  per  cent.  Names  to  be  sent  to 
100  Fleet  Street.  The  letter-box  need  not  be  enlarged  to 
receive  this  particular  correspondence.  If  proprietors  want 
our  help,  they  can  signify  the  same  in  the  usual  manner ;  if 
they  prefer  our  antagonism,  we  are  content  with  the  existing 
conditions.  But  under  no  circumstances,  I  should  think, 
will  any  self-respecting  pharmacist  pledge  himself  not  to 
advise  his  customers  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
conscience. 

The  Centenary  of  the  Atcmic  Theory- 
is  to  be  celebrated  by 
the  Manchester  Literary  and  Philosophical  Society  this 
month.  It  was  in  that  city  in  May,  1803,  that  John  Dalton 
first  expounded  his  hypothesis.  Our  theorists  are  trying  to 
get  beyond  it ;  they  have  some  idea  of  trusting  to  protyle 
modified  by  ions,  but  the  atoms  are  too  strong  for  them 
at  present.  I  quoted  from  a  French  chemist  last  week 
the  remarkable  testimony  that  the  Germans  owed  their 
pre  eminence  in  synthesis  to  their  frank  adherence  to  Ihe 
atomic  theory.  If  that  view  is  a  true  one,  if  the  atomic 
theory  is  good  enough  to  risk  m'Uions  on,  it  scarcely  needs 
any  further  defence.

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

This  measure  i.s  getting  along  in  a  quiet  way,  especially  in 
stimulating  the  companies  to  action.  Lord  Ebury,  who  was 
at  one  time  a  captain  of  the  Guards  and  is  now  Chairman  of 
the  Army  and  Navy  Stores,  has  unbosomed  himself  aboat. 
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the  directors  clause,  and  his  speecli  has  moved  the 
Co-opcraiive  News  to  write  a  pretty  little  editorial  on  the 
Bill.  It  is  quite  evident  that  the  writer  has  not  read  it,  or, 
if  h3  has,  he  has  certainly  not  understood  it.  But  why 
should  he  ?  'He  knows  the  criminal  intent  of  chemists  of 
old,  and  he  can  easily  surmise  what  sort  of  a  measure  they 
would  promots.  He  sees,  first  of  all,  that,  though  '-pre- 
sumably a  private  member's  measure,"  it  really  emanates 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  "and  is  a  supplement  to 
the  strenuous  efforts  made  by  the  same  Society  in  1901  to 
influence  a  special  Departmental  Committee  in  their  favour 
for  a  monopoly  of  proprietary  articles  to  chemists."  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  must  have  done  that  nefarious  work 
uncommonly  secretly ;  we,  at  least,  have  never  heard  of  it. 
Having  quoted  a  few  sentences  from  the  memorandum  pre- 
fixed to  the  Bill,  the  co-operative  scribe  evidently  got  tired 
of  copying,  and  set  out  on  the  more  congenial  method  of 
drawing  from  his  inner  consciousness.  The  Bill,  he  says,  is 
"  a  definite  attempt  to  create  a  monopoly  for  chemists,  not 
only  for  their  prescriptions,  which  would  be  allowable  " — 
that  concession  is  worth  noting — "but  for  proprietary  medi- 
cines and  drugs  when  sealed  up."  The  readers  of  the  C.  N. 
would,  perhaps,  be  astonished  to  learn  that  the  Bill 
makes  no  proposal  whatever  in  regard  to  proprietary 
medicines  or  drugs,  sealed  up  or  not.  Then  he  remarks : 
"  The  chemists  did  not  get  much  satisfaction  from 
the  Committee  of  two  years  ago.  It  had  to  be  admitted 
that  there  was  a  very  small  proportion  of  accidental 
poisonings  compared  with  the  sales."  Whatever  Committee 
is  the  gentleman  referring  to  ?  Apparently,  from  the  con- 
text, it  is  the  Privy  Council  Committee  of  last  year,  but  he 
fishes  some  funny  facts  from  it.  Then  he  states  that  "  in 
1893  a  Pharmacy  Bill  was  brought  forward  and  dropped. 
This  measure  had  almost  precisely  the  same  underlying 
principle  as  the  present  Bill."  The  first  eight  words  of  that 
statement  are  correct;  the  remainder  is  all  right  except  that 
the  Bill  passed  and  it  had  not  the  remotest  relationship  in 
any  principle  to  the  present  Bill.  In  point  of  time  the 
Co-operative  Ncms  comes  after  Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  whose  letter 
to  M.P.sis  on  page  740.  It  is  curious  that  Mr.  Boot  seizes  upon 
the  widows  clause  and  makes  effective  use  of  it.  This 
theft  of  official  thunder  is  not  surprising  ;  but  Mr.  Boot  does 
not  mention  that  by  Section  16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  1863 
"  the  business  [of  a  deceased  chemist]  shall  be  hona  fide  con- 
du;ted  by  a  .  .  .  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and 
druggist."  This  is  not  merely  a  case  of  the  shop  being 
managed  by  a  qualified  man,  but  of  the  qualified  man 
stepping  into  the  place  occupied  by  the  deceased  proprietor 
and  controlling  the  business  as  a  whole.  Section  15  takes 
care  that  poisons  shall  be  sold  by  qualified  persons,  and 
Section  16,  in  the  case  where  there  is  no  personal  head, 
ensures  a  substitute  for  him.  This  is  exactly  the 
principle  which  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  has  since 
1898  advocated  as  the  proper  one  to  be  followed  in 
bringing  corporations  within  the  purview  of  the  Phar- 
macy Acts,  and  the  trade  has  to  thank  Mr.  Wootton, 
as  its  originator  and  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council, 
for  getting  his  colleagues  to  recognise  the  necessity  for 
this  safeguard.  When  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
in  1898  induced  the  Lord  Chancellor  to  withdraw  his  phar- 
macy clause  from  the  Companies  Bill,  we  said,  "  It  might 
have  been  feasible  to  enact  that  no  unqualified  person  should 
be  entitled  to  be  a  director  of  a  company  formed  for  the 
object  of  carrying  on  a  pharmaceutical  business.  If  for  any 
reason  which  does  not  occur  to  us  so  much  seemed  imprac- 
ticable, it  might  at  least  have  been  required  that  the 
managing  director  of  any  such  company  should  be  qualified. 
His  qualification  is  of  infinitely  greater  importance  to  the 


public  than  is  that  of  the  assistant  who  merely  carries  out 
his  commands."  We  recall  these  sentences  in  order  to  show- 
that  the  directorate  proposal  is  not  only  a  public  safeguard, 
but  is  already  a  recogaised  principle  of  pharmacy  law. 
Neither  Lord  Ebury  nor  Mr.  Boot  can  be  expected  to  make 
himself  a  martyr  to  principle  when  dividends  are  the 
object  of  his  energies,  but  we  may  at  least  expect  Parlia- 
ment to  look  into  their  own  work  and  extend  the  principles- 
thereof  to  conditions  that  were  not  contemplated  whea 
they  made  the  law. 


Councillors'  Records. 

From  various  parts  of  the  country  we  receive  lists  of  the- 
seven  candidates  whom  local  associations  consider  should' 
be  supported  at  the  forthcoming  Council  election.  Whilst  it- 
is  not  stated  how  the  results  are  obtained,  there  is  ofteft 
reason  for  thinking  that  the  names  chosen  are  those  which 
take  the  fancy  of  certain  members  rather  than  that  the- 
choice  is  founded  on  a  consideration  of  the  mei-its  of  each 
candidate.  Contending,  as  we  do,  that  the  only  way  to- 
judge  is  from  the  public  political  work  the  councillors  have 
done,  we  have  compiled  the  following  record  of  the  Council 
meetings  for  the  last  three  years,  which  we  think  shows- 
fairly  plainly  who  are  the  best  workers  amongst  the  seven 
retiring  candidates,  all  of  whom  seek  re-election.  In  1900* 
there  were  seventeen  candidates,  and  the  follovi'ing  was 
the  order  in  which  the  seven  whose  period  of  office  now 
expires  were  elected :  Hills,  2,761 ;  Symes,  2,035;  Wootton,. 
1,870;  Storrar,  1,820;  Cooper,  1,722;  Cross,  1,680;  Taylor, 
1,618.  Mr.  Walter  Hills,  besides  his  Council  work,  is  the- 
author  of  the  excellent  minority  report  of  the  Poisons 
Committee;  he  is  also  the  only  representative  of  what  is. 
known  as  the  official  party.  Mr.  Storrar  is  the  only  repre- 
sentative of  Scotland  on  the  Council,  and  is  noted  for  his 
sound  commonsense.  Mr.  Cooper  is  intimately  connected 
with  the  P.A.T.A  ,  and  Mr.  Wootton  is  a  prominent  member 
of  the  Committee  of  the  Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund.  The  list 
which  follows  is  given  in  the  order  selected  by  the  voters  in 
1900.

Crude  Drugs  in  April. 

The  monthly  figures  relating  to  the  stocks,  receipts,  and 
deliveries  of  drugs,  drysalteries,  and  spices  from  the  London 
public  warehouses  during  April  are  more  interesting  than 
usual,  and  go  a  long  way  to  prove  that,  in  spite  of  the  per- 
sistent grumbling  about  dull  trade,  last  month's  business 
was  above  the  average.  One  of  the  leading  features  was 
the  excellent  demand  for  ipecacuanha,  of  which  practically 
160  packages,  chiefly  Rio,  quitted  the  warehouses.  This 
reduces  the  stock  to  384  packages,  less  than  what  it  was  at 
the  same  time  last  year.  During  the  past  four  weeks  the 
price  of  Rio  root  has  gradually  crept  upwards,  and  in  all 
probability  6;.  per  lb.  will  be  paid  in  the  near  future. 
Cartagena  ipecacuanha  has  participated  in  the  demand  to  a 
less  extent,  but  its  tendency  is  also  upwards,  while  the 
stock  is  less  than  half  that  of  Rio.  The  stock  of  cinchona  is 
now  the  lowest  recorded  during  the  past  five  years,  being 
6,250  packages  only,  or  3,500  less  than  at  the  same  time  last 
year.  The  bulk  of  this  is  manufacturing  bark.  Formerly 
the  figures  were  inflated  by  a  large  quantity  of  Soft 
Colombian  and  Cuprea  barks,  which,  after  being  some  twenty 
years  in  stock,  were  recently  disposed  of  at  prices  leaving 
a  serious  loss  to  the  importers.  Our  stock  of  quinine  stands 
at  3,393,000  oz.,  or  200,000  oz.  less  than  in  April  last  year,  and 
the  arrivals  are  65  600  oz.  more  and  the  deliveries  3^1,200  oz.  less 
than  in  March,  1903.  The  statistical  position  of  the  sulphate 
h  is,  therefore,  not  improved  from  a  speculator's  point  of  view  ; 
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and  as  the  bulk  of  the  stock  is  m  the  hands  of  influential 
parties,  it  is  not  available  at  current  market  rates,  which 
will  leave  a  considerable  loss  to  the  holders.  There  is  a 
good  stock  of  Sumatra  benzoin  in  the  warehouses,  but  fine 
quality  is  entirely  wanting,  the  major  portion  being  medium 
and  fair  seconds.  Penang  gum  is  seldom  seen  nowadays, 
and  Palembang  description  is  in  small  compass ;  good 
free  Siam  almonds  are  also  scarce,  and  sell  readily 
whenever  offered.  Our  stock  of  asafetida  is  500  j)a.ck- 
ages  less  than  last  year,  and  here  again  loose  tears, 
such  as  the  B.P.  describes,  is  a  very  scarce  article,  the 
bulk  of  the  supply  being  medium  and  common  block.  The 
figures  relating  to  acacia  gum  are  favourable  for  a  further 
advance,  and  the  enormous  stocks  of  previous  years  have 
been  considerably  reduced.  A  large  proportion  of  it  consists 
of  ordinary  Indian  gums  unfit  for  use  in  pharmacy,  the 
supply  of  true  Kordofan  gum  being  very  small  indeed.  The 
trouble  in  Somaliland  has  not  affected  the  myrrh  market  to 
any  appreciable  extent,  but  prices  have  a  tendency  towards 
advancement.  Small  lots  continue  to  dribble  in  from  Aden, 
but  compared  with  last  year  the  stock  shows  a  reduction  of 
46  packages,  and  is  now  at  a  low  ebb.  The  recent 
activity  in  gamboge,  mostly  on  United  States  account,  has 
left  us  with  a  stock  of  10  packages  only.  The  decline  in 
values  at  auction  last  week  is  somewhat  surprising,  therefore, 
and  the  only  possible  explanation  is  that  further  shipments 
are  on  the  way.  The  recent  arrivals  of  dragon's-blood  have 
kept  prices  down,  and  the  stock  is  accumulating.  Cubebs 
are  going  out  of  fashion,  apparently,  and  have  long  lost  their 
attraction  as  a  speculative  article.  The  stock,  although 
below  the  average  of  the  previous  five  years,  is  more  than 
suHicient  for  twelve  months'  consumption,  without  any 
further  arrivals.  With  the  increased  output  of  cardamoms 
in  India  and  Ceylon  there  is  little  prospect  of  an  improve- 
ment in  prices  this  year,  but  as  the  returns  simply  specify 
the  number  of  jjackages  (which  vary  in  size)  there  is  no 
means  of  ascertaining  the  real  quantity  available  by 
weight.  A  feature  of  this  spice  is  the  wonderful  demand 
that  exists  at  each  successive  auction,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  new  consumptive  outlets  will  be  found  for  the  heavier 
crops  which  Ceylon  is  now  sending  us.  Up  to  April  14  of 
this  year  Ceylon  has  exported  an  excess  of  20,720  lbs.,  the 
figures  being  221,227  lbs.,  against  203,507  lbs.  at  the  corre- 
sponding date  of  1902.  Of  this  amount  London  has 
absorbed  145,100  lbs.,  Germany  20,000  lbs.,  and  India 
50,000  lbs. 

As  no  fresh  supjslies  of  Tinnevelly  senna  may  be  expected 
until  August,  buyers  will  have  to  be  content  with  the 
indifferent  quality  represented  by  the  reduced  stock  of 
1,300  bales,  which,  of  course,  includes  Alexandrian  senna. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  quality  during  the  coming  season 
will  improve,  as  the  prices  realised  for  the  jungle  senna, 
which  comprised  the  bulk  of  the  imports  during  1902,  cannot 
have  failed  to  show  a  loss  to  shippers.  We  have  410  chests 
of  rhubarb  in  stock,  or  90  chests  more  than  last  year.  Com- 
pared with  the  figures  for  1893  to  1901  tlie  present  stock  is 
exceptionally  small — still,  sufficient  to  prevent  prices  advanc- 
ing. The  bulk  of  it  is  Canton  and  high-dried  root,  which 
has  been  selling  at  easy  prices  for  several  months.  Tine 
heavy  pinky  Shensi  is  very  scarce,  and  always  sells  well. 
The  stocks  of  shellac  show  a  reduction  of  8,360  chests,  and 
the  deliveries  are  very  satisfactory,  reaching  5,860  chests, 
mostly  orange  description.  Button  lac  has  also  been  in 
good  demand,  and  the  stocks  have  decreased  by  2,571  chests. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  stock  of  AC  Garnet  has 
iDcreasel  by  3,409  packages.  It  ought  to  be  added  that 
the  bulk  of  the  stock  of  orange  is  secondary  TN  quality, 
and  that  the  higher  grades  of  orange  are  comparatively 


scarce.  Crude  camphor  is  moving  off  slowly,  considering 
that  we  are  approaching  the  active  consuming-season  :  only 
538  packages  were  delivered,  and  the  stock  is  about  double 
that  of  last  year.  During  the  last  few  days,  however,  aboufc 
1,000  piculs  of  Formosa  camphor  have  been  sold  "  to 
arrive."  The  deliveries  of  "  balsams  "  afford  no  indfcatiorb 
as  to  the  description,  and  it  would  certainly  be  an  advan- 
tage if  the  figures  were  given  separately.  Probably  the- 
bulk  of  the  70  packages  consisted  of  copaiba  and  tolu,  as- 
Peru  balsam  is  about  as  neglected  as  it  can  be.  There 
are  many  articles  which  the  "  stock-statement "  does  not- 
include,  and,  were  it  not  for  parties  whose  interest  it  is  to 
suppress  figures,  it  would  be  possible  to  include  such  drugs 
as  opium,  musk,  civet,  and  some  of  the  more  important 
essential  oils. 


Enrolled  Opticians. 

The  British  Optical  Association,  as  a  preparatory  measure 
to  endeavours  to  secure  legislative  joowers  for  the  protection 
of  opticians,  is  compiling  a  list  of  enrolled  opticians.  The 
idea  is  that,  if  opticians  fill  in  the  form  which  the  Associa- 
tion is  sending  out,  it  will  be  evidence  that  they  have  been 
in  practice,  and  are  entitled  to  consideration  in  case  Parlia- 
ment should  be  induced  to  pass  any  restrictive  measures- 
dealing  with  opticians.  As  the  possibilities  of  an  "  Opticians 
Act "  are,  to  say  the  least,  remote,  the  Association  may  be 
congratulated  on  the  energetic  manner  with  which  it  enters- 
the  campaign,  and  of  having  at  the  same  time  found  a- 
means  of  obtaining  contributions  from  opticians  other  thaD 
its  own  members.  The  address  of  the  Association  is-

Dispensing  Tested. 

In  a  recent  '-yellow-press"  crusade  on  '•substitution"  we 
called  attention  to  the  wildly  inaccurate  statements  whicb 
were  made  as  to  the  results  of  analytically  testing  dis- 
pensing. The  scribe  who  endeavoured  to  give  a  meaning- 
to  the  word  "  substitutioa "  which  it  does  not  bear  in  the 
Engli.sh  language  did  not  hesitate  to  charge  chemists 
with  all  sorts  of  roguery,  including  an  accusation  that  pre- 
scriptions are  frequently  not  compounded  according  to  the 
physician's  instructions.  In  this  connection  it  is  opportune 
to  call  attention  to  the  experience  of  the  Lancet  in  testing 
prescriptions,  as  bearing  out  the  general  observations  of 
analysts  who  have  previously  had  the  matter  inquired  into. 
Says  the  Lined  in  its  issue  of  May  2  : — 

Not  long  ago  we  instituted  an  inquiry  into  the  question  of  pre- 
ecriptions  being  made  up  accuratelj',  and  after  securing  samples- 
in  response  to  a  test-prescription  we  submitted  tiiem  to  careful 
analysis,  and  the  results,  although  they  did  not  relate  to  a  large- 
number  of  samples,  were  quite  satisfactory,  as  may  be  gatliered 
from  tlie  following  examples.  In  the  first  instance,  a  prescriptiorb 
was  presented  containing  liquor  arsenicalis  and  tinctura  ferri 
percliloridi  as  its  important  coiistituents.  The  amount  of  arsenio- 
in  the  mixture  worked  out  at  0-036  gr.  per  h  fl.  oz.  and  the  iron  at 
0-91  gr.  per  h  fl.  oz.  In  one  prescription  the  amounts  of  arsenie 
and  iron  found  were  0-033  gr.  and  1  0  gr.  respectively.  At  another' 
shop  the  medicine  was  found  to  contain  0-045  gr.  of  arsenic  and 
and  146  gr.  of  iron  respeclively  per  g  fl.  oz.  On  another  occasion 
quinine  hj'drochloride  with  liydrobromic  acid  was  ordered,  5  gr.  of 
the  former  and  hydrobromic  acid  equivalent  to  1-82  gr.  per  fl.  oz> 
The  amounts  of  quinine  hydrochloride  and  hydrobromic  acid 
found  in  the  medicine  made  up  at  one  shop  were  respectively 
5-05  gr.  and  2  0  gr.  At  another  shop  the  amounts  respectively 
found  were  quinine  hydrochloride  4-90  gr.  and  hydrobromic  acid 
1'80  gr.  per  fl.  oz.  In  a  tliird  instance  a  mixture  was  ordered 
containing  per  fl.  oz.  10  gr.  of  ammonium  bromide,  5  gr.  of  sodium, 
bromide,  and  5  gr.  of  iiotassium  bromide.  Analysis  subsequently 
showed  11-06  gr.  of  ammonium  bromide,  4  50  gr.  of  sodium  bro- 
mide, and  5-2  gr.  of  potassium  bx'omide.  As  time  permits  we  liope 
to  continue  tliis  inquiry,  but  meanwliile  the  results  so  far  show 
that  as  a  rule  prescriptions  are  made  up  with  distiact  accuracy. 
We  should  be  surprised  it  it  were  otherwise,  as  the  pharmacist 
realises  the  pains  and  penalties  which  he  is  likely  to  risk  by  step  - 
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ping  from  the  path  o£  integrity,  and  he  knows  that  he  miy  at  any 
"time  be  subjected  to  an  official  test. 

The  whole  training  of  a  pharmacist  from  the  time  he  enters 
"the  trade  is  centred  on  the  realisation  of  the  importance  of 
details,  and  in  endeavouring  when  dispensing  medicine  to  gat 
as  near  to  theoreticil  accuracy  as  possible. 


iB^ucatuuj  parliament 


ON  Wednesday  afternoon,  May  6,  a  deputation  of  South 
London  chemists,  including  iVIessrs.  F.  W.  Truman, 
R.  H.  Jones,  W.  Watson-Will,  R.  Willson,  A.  Pellew,  W.  T. 
Upfill,  H.  Slator,  J.  Brown,  and  White,  waited  upon  Mr. 
James  Bailey,  M.P.  (the  recalcitrant  member  for  Walworth, 
who  has  blocked  the  Pharmacy  Bill),  at  the  Walworth 
Conservative  Club.  Their  object  was  to  reason  with  Mr. 
Bailey  and  put  the  case  for  the  chemist  fairly  before  him. 
Mr.  Bailey  received  the  deputation  very  heartily,  and  Mr. 
Truman  stated  the  case  for  his  colleagues  courteously  and 
eloquently.  He  pointed  out  the  injustice  done  to  registered 
chemists  by  the  present  anomalous  condition  of  the  law, 
whereby  an  unregistered  person  could  trade  as  a  chemist  by 
simply  turning  his  business  into  a  limited  company.  He 
urged  adroitly  that  the  Bill,  which  would  remedy  that  unjust 
state  of  affairs,  was  supported  by  all  the  chemists  and 
most  of  the  medical  men  in  Walworth,  some  of  whom 
were  members  of  Mr.  Bailey's  own  political  committee. 

Mr.  Bailey  (who  was  supported  by  Dr.  Oldfield  and 
Mr.  Willis,  the  Conservative  agent  for  the  Walworth  Divi- 
sion) sympathised  entirely  with  the  aims  of  the  deputation 
as  regards  unqualified  training,  but  pointed  out  that  Clause  7 
was  utterly  impracticable.  There  was  no  chance  of  the  Bill 
passing.  This  brought  Mr.  UpftU  to  his  feet.  Mr.  Upfill  is 
a  staunch  Conservative  and  a  strong  member  of  Mr.  Bailey's 
political  committee.  All  the  deputation  wanted,  he  said, 
was  Mr.  Bailey  to  withdraw  from  blocking  the  Bill  in  order 
that  the  contentious  clause  might  bs  discussed.  "  But  what 
is  the  use  ?  the  Bill  cannot  possibly  pass,"  said  Mr.  Bailey. 
"  Then  why  block  it  ? "  retorted  Mr.  Upfill  smartly  ;  "  it  will 
do  no  one  harm  to  have  it  discussed,  and  it  will  please  the 
chemists."  Mr.  Willson,  another  supporter  of  Mr.  Biiley, 
had  a  good  deal  more  to  say  to  the  same  effect,  and  Mr. 
Bailey  then  explained  at  some  length  that  he  was  a  director 
of  two  large  companies,  each  of  which  carries  on  a  drug 
department  under  the  supsrvision  of  properly-qualified 
chemists.  If  the  Bill  passed  with  Clause  7  as  it  stood,  it 
meant  that  he  would  have  to  qualify  as  a  chemist  in  order 
that  he  might  continue  in  his  directorship.  He  had  a 
good  deal  of  money  invested  in  these  companies,  and  he  was 
too  old  to  begin  learning  chemistry  now,  so  he  had  no 
alternative  but  to  oppose  such  a  proposition.  Mr.  White 
said  from  that  it  appeared  (if  he  might  say  it  without 
offence)  that  he  opposed  the  Bill  merely  on  account  of  his 
private  interests.  "  But  you  are  here  on  behalf  of  your  private 
interests,"  laughed  Mr.  Bailey  good-humouredly.  "  Yes  ;  and 
it  is  our  interests — the  interests  of  your  constituents  in  Wal- 
worth— that  you  are  elected  to  Parliament  to  support,"  replied 
Mr.  White  quietly.  Mr.  R,  H.  Jones  showed  that  it  was  a 
perfectly  simple  matter  for  large  companies  carrying  on 
several  branches  of  business  to  form  a  subsidiary  company 
(with  one  qualified  director  only,  if  necessary)  to  manage  the 
drug-department.  This  appeared  to  be  a  new  notion  to  Mr. 
Bailey,  but  he  "  pooh-poohed  "  its  practicability.  It  would 
be  absurd,  he  contended,  for  a  large  company  with  millions 
of  pounds  invested  in  it  to  put  a  chemist  (who  would  pro- 
bably not  have  the  necessary  capital  to  qualify)  on  the  board 
of  directors.  Mr.  Jones  failed  to  sec  the  impracticability, 
and  Mr.  Watson-Will  put  in  a  few  words  of  persuasive 
commonsense,  but  Mr.  Bailey  was  obdurate.  Clause  7  must 
be  done  away  with,  he  said,  before  he  could  remove  his 
blocking  motion.  He  was  entirely  in  sympathy  with  all  the 
other  clauses  of  the  Bill,  and  pledged  his  support  to  them. 
Ultimately  he  promised  to  reconsider  the  matter  very  care- 
fully, but  held  out  no  hope  of  support  unless  Clause  7  were, 
at  least,  modified.  With  this  promise  the  deputation  had  to 
be  content,  and,  after  thanking  Mr.  Bailey  for  his  patient 
and  courteous  hearing,  they  withdrew,  satisfied  that  educa- 
tion in  p'aarmx'jeutical  politics  had  progressed  somewhat.

Amongst  the  Pictures. 

EXPERIEN'OBD  Londoners  know  that  if  they  want  to  see 
the  Royal  Academy  pictures  the  best  plan  is  to  take  an 
early  breakfast  and  get  to  Burlington  House  as  soon  after 
8  o'clock  as  possible.  That  was  what  a  C.  i^-  B.  critic  did 
on  Monday  morning,  and  he  writes  : 

The  "  Academy  crick "  was  well-developed  in  me  ere 
I  alighted  on  a  pharmaceutical  subject.  Among  the 
numerous  representations  of  fair  women  and  successful 
men  to  be  seen  in  the  various  galleries,  pharmacy  has 
but  one  representative — Lieut.-Col.  Clifford  Probyn.  The 
gallant  pharmacist  is  depicted  (.719)  in  his  blue-and- 
gold  robes  as  Mayor  of  Westminster,  and  the  artist, 
Mr.  P.  Tennyson-Cole,  has  given  a  characteristic  and 
faithful  portrait.  It  is  the  presentation-portrait  which  the 
Corporation  of  Westminster  gave  Colonel  Probyn  after  his 
mayoralty.  The  medical  profession  is  more  numerously 
represented,  there  being  good  portraits  in  oils  of  Sir  Her- 
mann Weber  (163)  by  Professor  Herkomer,  Sir  R.  Douglas 
Powell  (777)  by  Mr.  G.  Spencer  Watson,  Lieut. -Colonel  H. 
Manners,  M.D.  (371)  by  Miss  L.  Jopling,  Dr.  J.  Storrs  Brook- 
field  (219)  by  Mr.  C.  E.  Brock,  and  Dr.  H..B.  Donkin  (484) 
by  Mr.  Cyrus  Johnson.  Each  of:  these  is  effective,  the 
smiling,  kindly  lineaments  of  Sir  Hermann  Weber  being  a 
sharp  contrast  to  the  cold,  keen,  clever  features  of  Sir 
Douglas  Powell.  Lieut.-Colonel  Manners  is  in  khaki,  while 
Dr.  Brookfield  is  in  the  conventional  fur-lined  overcoat. 
Amongst  other  oils,  the  rugged  features  of  Sir  William 
Huggins,  President  of  the  Royal  Society  (30),  do  credit  to  the 
art  of  Mr.  Shirley  Slocombe, and  Mr.  C.Edmund  Brock  presents 
a  characteristic  portrait  (328)  of  Mr.  Aston  Webb,  A.R.A. 
Mr.  Hal  Hurst  has  a  striking  full-length  portrait  in  oils 
of  Mrs.  Dale-Lace  (148),  whose  munificent  gift  to  Johannes- 
burg was  noted  in  last  week's  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
page  728,  and  "  Eva,  daughter  of  Alfred  Mond,  Esq.," 
is  shown  by  Mr.  Sigismund  Goetze.  Apart  from  the  portraits 
there  is  nothing  strikingly  pharmaceutical  in  any  of  the 
subjects  chosen  by  the  successful  artists.  True,  there  are 
five  different  studies  in  "Poppies"  (273,  340,  556,  599,  and 
940),  but  the  flower,  and  not  the  capsule,  is  depicted  in  each 
instance.  "  Westleton  Common"  (70),  by  Mr.  H.  Chadburn, 
is  a  study  in  growing  lavender,  and  "The  Parasite  "  (153), 
by  Mr.  G.  F.  Watts,  R.A.,  is  a  most  effective  bit  of  work, 
showing  a  portion  of  a  tree-trunk  round  which  a  spray  of 
ivy  has  twined.  "  Pot  Pourri  "  (209),  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Abbey, 
R.A.,  is  a  room  in  an  eighteenth-century  mansion  where  fair 
ladies  are  busy  plucking  rose-leaves  and  placing  them  in 
bundles  on  large  sheets  of  paper  on  the  floor  to  dry,  or  pack- 
ing the  dried  leaves  into  quaint  delft  jars.  Mr.  Thomas  R. 
Spence  has  a  lai'ge  and  very  striking  oil-painting  (289) 
representing  the  "Surrender  of  Capua,  210  B.C.:  passing 
round  the  poisoned  cup."  No.  814  in  the  catalogue  is  named 
"  Cannon  Street."  I  felt  at  home  at  once,  but  when  I  dis- 
covered the  water-colour  indicated  it  was  to  find  that  the 
artist,  Mr.  Charles  Dixon,  liad  missed  the  glory  of  the  true 
Cannon  Street  and  depicted  Cannon  Street  Station  from  the 
river,  and  a  strong  piece  of  river  and  railway-bridge  he  has 
made  of  it.  A  similar  disappointment  awaited  me  in 
"  Rossbacli "  (136),  by  John  Charlton.  I  thought  the 
favourite  water  was  indicated,  and  the  artist's  descriptive 
paragraph  beginning  "  Seidlitz "  made  assurance  doubly 
sure.  Instead  of  which,  I  found  a  mere  battle-scene  which 
the  paragraph  fully  explained  : 

'•  Seidlitz  hal,  witlioat  being  perceived,  already  outtlxnked  them, 
and,  suddenly  halting  his  valunt  squidrons  on  a  height,  took 
advantage  of  a  favourable  m)mmti  an!  made  a  general  charge, 
without  waiting  for  the  infantry." — -Kugler'a  Life  of  Frederick 
the  Great. 

"  Herbaceous  Borders  at  Great  Warley  "  (815),  by  Mr.  A. 
Parsons,  is  a  florid  piece  of  water-colour,  and  Miss  Hilda 
Fairbairn  shows  a  pretty  little  water-colour  of  two  little 
children  almost  hidden  amongst  tall  foxgloves — "  Ijost  in  the 
Wood  '  (938).  In  the  Black  and  White  Room,  "A  Book 
Plate  "  (1,438),  by  Mr.  F.  C.  Tilney  (who  has  designed  several 
C.  4'  D.  covers),  is  worth  looking  at.  Mr.  Aston  Webb  shows 
three  architectural  designs—"  One  Bay  of  the  Royal  College 
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of  Science,  South  Kensington  "  (1,463),  and  two  large  draw- 
ings, from  different  points  of  view,  of  the  "  Completion  of 
the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum"  (1,489).  In  the  Central 
Hall,  Mr.  Frank  M.  Taubman,  erstwhile  pharmacist,  now 
successful  sculptor,  has  a  cleverly  executed  bronze  statue, 
"The  Butterfly"  (1,699).  A  bronze  female  figure  is  kneeling 
and  looking  up  to  a  golden  butterfly  poised  on  the  tip  of  her 
forefinger.  In  the  Lecture  Room  are  busts  of  Sir  John 
William^  Bart.,  M.D.  (1,753),  Sir  William  Abney,  F  K.S.  (in 
bronze)  (176^t),  the  late  Sir  William  MacGormac  (1.818),  Sir 
Henry  Thompson  (1,850),  and  Mr.  George  Cadbury  (1,846)  in 
marble.  The  statuette  of  Mr.  Cadbury  is  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Brock,  R.A.,  and  the  kindly,  thoughtful  features  of  the 
Bourneville  philanthropist  are  faithfully  reproduced. 

More  Art  with  Pharmacy. 

A  few  hours  later  than  the  Academy  opened  the  doors  were 
thrown  wide  of  a  less  ambitious  display  of  artistic  effort. 
This  veas  in  Hengler's  Circus,  Argyll  Street,  W.,  and  the 
occasion  was  the  annual  E.^^hibition  organised  by  the  lirithh 
and  Cdlonml  Drufi/jist.  The  artistic  sense  was  first  touched 
on  entering  the  vestibule,  which  had  been  converted  by  the 
ViNOLiA  Co.MPANY  (LiMiTEii)  into  a  salon,  elegant  cases 
framing  the  elegancies  for  the  toilet  which  the  company 
know  so  well  how  to  produce.  In  this  vestibule  stands 
always  upon  a  pedestal  the  sportive  figure  of  a  skating 
nymph,  which  for  the  nonce  the  company  had  harnessed 
with  flowers  to  their  delicacies,  so  that  she  looked  a  part  of 
the  design.  Leaving  the  salon,  one  entered  the  gallery, 
where,  again,  the  eye  was  appealed  to  by  the  festoons  of 
flowers  and  tinsel  that  fell  from  the  roof  to  the  sides  of  the 
gallery.  Before  descending  the  stairs  we  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  inspecting  a  most  varied  exhibit  of  pharma- 
ceutical products  by  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  k,  Co.,  to 
which  were  added  a  special  case  of  euthymol 
preparations,  and  a  third  case  devoted  to  pills  and  tablets 
packed  ready  for  retail.  A  few  steps  further  on  Mr.  V incent 
Wood  gave  in  a  showcase  the  equivalent  of  a  contents-page 
relating  to  the  products  of  his  new  factories  at  Carlton 
and  in  London — all  dealing  with  the  mechanical  support  of 
the  disordered  human  frame.  Another  step  brought  us  to  a 
good  display  of  "Junofloris,"  the  cut-flower  preservative 
made  by  Edwards  Harlene  Company;  and  H.  Silver- 
lock's  display  of  labels  and  chemists'  stationery  completed 
the  gallery  contents. 

The  exhibits  downstairs  were  not  arranged  to  suit 
reporters'  convenience,  so  we  take  the  catalogue  as  a  guide. 
Messrs.  Stiles  (Limited)  first  tempted  the  thirsty,  and 
showed  the  trade  how  money  can  be  made  by  the  soda- 
fountain.  They  displayed  the  novelties  which  we  have 
recently  described.  In  the  older  method  of  aerated-water 
distribution  Rawsco  relied  upon  a  single  syphon  standing  in 
a  plush-draped  alcove  to  draw  visitors  into  their  booth. 
Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanbuhys  (Lijiited)  were  also  content  to 
show  the  two  compressed-tablet  machines  which  we  have 
already  figured,  and  the  corner  exhibit  facing  the  visitor  on 
coming  downstairs  was  by  Messrs.  AVright,  Layman  & 
Umney  (Limited).  Here  the  scheme  was  window  shows. 
First,  the  rejuvenated  Wright's  coal-tar  soap  and  its  allies 
were  shovyn  in  a  variety  beyond  the  reportorial  ken — C.T.S. 
in  floating  bowls  for  the  bath  and  in  dainty  Doulton  jars  for 
shavers  being  items  that  were  novel  to  us.  Another  section 
of  the  exhibit  was  made  up  of  photographic  supplies,  the 
company  having  found  the  demand  for  their  tablets,  solu- 
tions, and  other  photographic  accessories  grow  so  well  that 
they  have  put  the  department  in  charge  of  an  expert.  The 
products  are  put  up  as  if  by  the  chemist,  and  a  pamphlet  on 
"The  Globe  Photographic  Solutions"  is  just  what  the 
chemist  wants  to  distribute  on  his  own  account.  A  third 
section  of  the  display  idealised  what  can  be  done  in  the  way 
of  exhibiting  on  counter  or  in  window  the  firm's  ready-packed 
medicinal  and  tailet  specialities.  The  nearest  pharma- 
ceutical display  to  this  was  by  W.  Martindale,  but  before  we 
reached  it  the  Malloween  preparations  (made  by  the  Holme 
Preparations  Company)  were  commended  to  us  as 
growing  in  popular  demand,  and  the  gentleman  who 
introduced  "  Tomce  "  to  us  (it  is  put  on  the  market  by  the 
Quick  Cure  Company)  so  delicately  described  its  virtues 
that  the  shade  of  Burns  must  have  sighed  with  regret  when 
reflecting  on  the  poet's  toothache  anathema.  Thus  we 
reached  the  W.  Martindale  exhibit  draped  in  delicate 


blue  stuff,  and  full  of  the  products  associated  with  the  name 
of  the  late  William  Martindale,  as  well  as  of  his  son  (Dr. 
W.  H.  Martindale),  who  is  pushing  along  the  wholesale 
section  of  the  business  with  an  energy  that  augurs  success. 
Here  the  pharmacist  would  pause  to  see  what  refinements 
bacteriological  knowledge  dictates  to  the  di.'-penser  in  the 
shape  of  eye-ointments,  hypodermic  solutions,  and  eye- 
lotions  put  up  umler  conditions  that  assure  permanent 
asepticity,  but  there  was  much  else  in  the  exhibit  repre- 
sentative of  the  whole  range  of  pharmacy. 

We  next  touched  an  exhibit  by  Cheltine  Foods  (IjIMI- 
TED),  which  includes  a  milk  chocolate  that  has  "  caught  on," 
and  soluble  maltose  food  for  infants.  Messrs.  J.  Defrihs  k. 
Sons  (Limited)  made  a  small  display  of  the  "Pasteur" 
filters,  and  the  Asbestine  Safety  Light  was  burning 
brightly  when  we  passed  the  Company's  stall  to  hear  from 
Mr.  Richardson,  of  Messrs.  Thomas  Christy  &  Co.  what  was 
new  in  his  firm's  exhibit.  This  stall  was  one  of  the  beauty- 
spots  in  the  circus.  Some  of  the  new  things  shown  by  the 
firm  we  must  reserve  for  more  deliberate  description — the 
"  Snap-suppositor  '  amongst  them.  It  is  a  clever  American 
device  for  making  suppositories  by  pressure.  We  may 
mention  now  as  novelties  the  "  Zepto  "  tartar  remover,  a 
pencil  like  an  artist's  tortolan,  which  is  rubbed  on  the  teeth 
and  makes  them  pearly  white,  Crown  Derby  jars  of  toilet- 
creams,  and  the  "  Turco  "  sanitary  sponge-pad.  There  was  a 
bewildering  array  of  tubed  specialities  in  the  exhibit,  and 
«  propos  of  Dr.  Schleussner's  photographic  colour-sensitive 
plates,  several  excellent  natural-colour  photographs  by  Mr. 
Jahn  were  shown. 

In  an  exhibition  of  this  character  one  cannot  expect  to 
find  either  the  endeavour  or  the  novelty  which  characterises 
an  international  exhibition  ;  hence  articles  which  have  been 
described  and  figured  in  The  Chemist  and  Druccist 
of  recent  dates  were  common,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to 
go  into  detail  respecting  them.  In  this  class  Vt^ere  Mr. 
Renter's  soda-water  machine,  the  Berkefeld  filters,  Vegox, 
the  "  Marvel  "  whirling- spray  syringe,  and  other  erticles  for 
which  Messrs.  Lament,  Corliss  &  Co.  are  agents;  Messrs. 
Farrow  &  Jackson's  aerated-water  machinery,  Moseley's  food, 
Chas.  Tyler  &  England's  mounts,  Tasmanian  eucalyptus  oil, 
the  Jewel  pens,  and  Protene  foods.  Some  of  the  catalogued 
exhibits  were  not  in  place  during  our  visit. 

The  palm  for  artistic  originality  may  be  awarded  to  the 
Crown  Perfumery  Company,  who  had  the  biggest  space 
on  the  ground  floor.  Here  is  a  paragraph  from  the  catalogue 
about  it : — 

The  Crown  Perrumery  Compiiiiy  have  a  most  unique  and 
original  show  at  Stands  27  and  28,  3/  and  33,  which  they  are 
assured  is  an  idea  more  in  touch  with  the  tiwle's  renuiroments, 
and  they  think  it  will  be  adopted  in  future  as  the  style  for  exhibi- 
tions including  exhibits  of  this  description. 

On  the  three  business  sides  of  the  square  space  were  placed 
counters  covered  with  dark-green  Liberty  cloth,  with  a  bead- 
ing all  round  of  ebony.  On  the  floor  was  a  felt  carpet  of  the 
same  shade  of  green,  and  on  the  counters  ebony  showcases, 
with  an  upright  one  at  each  corner  crowned  with  a  giant 
bottle  of  lavender  salts.  The  signboards  were  of  cream  and 
pale  green,  with  the  firm  name  in  gold  letters.  There  could 
be  no  better  environment  for  the  display  of  perfumes  and 
toilet  products,  which  the  company's  practical  men  intro- 
duced to  visitors.  On  the  opposite  side  of  the  gangway 
Messrs.  F.  Newbery  &  Sons  exhibited  their  own  specialities, 
but  chiefly  those  of  Messrs.  W.  Warner  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia. 
Between  the  Crown  Perfumery  Company  and  Messrs.  Hearon, 
Squire  &  Francis  (Limited)  was  placed  an  exhibit  of  india- 
rubber  goods  by  Messrs.  CuRRiE,  Thomson  &;  Co.  This  was 
striking,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  stall  was  a  replica  in 
plaster  of  the  doorway  of  the  Due  d'Orleans'  hou^e  at 
Twickenham.  Further,  one  could  get  in  it  an  intelligent 
description  of  how  seamless  enemas  are  made  by  the  firm. 
Imagine  a  thin-walled  glass  egg.  Dip  this  into  liquid  india- 
rubber  time  after  time  until  the  layers  make  a  thick  enough 
wall;  continue  the  bulb  with  tubes  at  each  end,  and  when 
the  whole  is  seasoned  break  the  glass  egg  and  allow  the  pow- 
dered glass  to  fall  out.  Messrs.  Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis's 
exhibit  was  mainly  pharmaceutical,  but  a  few  toilet  prepara- 
tions and  perfumes  were  included  in  the  examples  of  jjacked 
specialities.  The  pharmaceutical  side  was  a  good  demon- 
stration of  the  thorough  manner  in  which  this  historic 
English  house  is  keeping  pace  with  modern  developments — 
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not  an  easy  thing,  we  have  been  assured,  for  those  who 
have  old  connections.  The  exhibit  proved  that  it  can  be 
done,  and  the  examples  of  tablets,  pills,  gelatin-capsules,  and 
perles  which  Mr.  Naylor  showed  us.  as  produced  in  his  firm's 
own  laboratories  were  sufficient  evidence.  They  sugar-coat 
and  chocolate-coat  tablets  themselves,  and  coat  pills  by  all 
known  methods.  In  liquid  galenicals  we  observed  several 
new  articles,  such  as  elixir  heroin,  liq.  boracis  co.,  liq. 
cardam.  co,,  and  elixir  guaiacol,  all  elegant  preparations. 

Across  the  gangway  once  more,  although  that  was  scarcely 
necessary,  for  the  sponge-exhibit  by  Messrs.  Cresswell 
Bros.  &  Schmitz  was  visible  from  most  parts  of  the  circus. 
It  was  built  of  sponge,  the  signboard  was  of  sponge,  and 
there  were  sponges  on  cards,  in  boxes,  and  in  cases,  and 
inside  were  shown  some  of  the  accessories  of  the  sponge- 
trade  and  examples  of  chamois-leather  goods,  which 
chemists  are  now  making  a  feature.  The  exhibit  of  drug- 
gists' sundries  and  cliemists'  specialities  by  Messrs.  John 
Sanger  Sons  was  exceptionally  business-like,  and  included 
a  new  product  called  "  Laxatine,"  which  is  castor  oil  in  the 
form  of  a  white  powder.  It  is  practically  tasteless,  and  as 
it  appears  to  possess  all  the  purgative  properties  of  the  oil 
more  will  be  heard  of  it.  It  sells  in  6d.  packets.  Messrs. 
Wyleys  (Limited)  showed  specimens  of  most  of  the  pro- 
ducts associated  with  their  name,  including  new  tropels  and 
compressed  tablets,  and  a  heroin  pastille  amongst  other 
preparations  of  that  growingly  popular  sedative.  Sal-sal  is 
the  name  the  firm  give  to  their  effervescent  Carlsbad  salt. 
It  is  put  up  in  quite  original  style.  Messrs.  A.  db  St. 
Dalmas  &  Co.  have  little  difficulty  at  any  time  in  making  a 
picture-exhibit.  The  manner  in  which  their  plasters  and 
surgical-dressings  are  put  up  lends  itself  to  effective  dis- 
play, and  when  one  looks  beneath  the  surface  one  finds 
exactitude  and  quality  behind  the  outer  art. 

In  the  exhibit  by  the  Standard  Tablet  Company  Mr. 
H.  W.  Kilby  Pears  showed  in  concrete  form  what  his  adver- 
tisements in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  have  been  suc- 
cessfully demonstrating  for  some  time.  The  exhibit  was 
divided  into  three  sections,  the  first  being  exclusively 
devoted  to  compressed  tablets  (plain  and  coated),  including 
effervescing  tablets.  Mr.  Pears  tells  us  that  the  two  prin- 
ciples he  has  built  this  part  of  his  business  on  are  (1)  the 
chemist's  own  name  on  all  packages  and  (2)  no  fancy  prices. 
The  second  section  of  the  exhibit  was  a  series  of  glycerin- 
lozenges,  plain  and  medicated,  as  recommended  by  throat- 
specialists.  The  lozenges  are  circular  convexes,  elegant  in 
appearance,  and  pleasant  to  taste.  They  are  put  up  in 
stylish  boxes  to  retail  at  Is.,  the  chemist's  own  name  being 
put  on  three  dozen  assorted.  The  third  section  of  the 
exhibit  comprised  glycerin-suppositories.  Mr.  Pears  had 
draped  his  double  section  with  royal  standards,  and  his 
company's  trade-mark  was,  for  once,  taken  from  the  flat  and 
put  in  space,  with  a  fine  peacock  supporting  the  shield. 

The  Erasmic  Company  (Limited)  made  a  dainty  exhibit 
of  their  soaps  and  perfumes  ;  and  other  popular  articles 
which  we  saw  were  Friedrichshall  water  (exhibited  by  Mr. 
Greiner  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  C.  Oppel  &  Co.)  ;  "  Daisy  " 
headache- cure,  with  its  window-displays  ;  an  excellent  show 
of  apparatus  by  Messrs.  Bennett,  Sons  &  Shears  (Limited)  ; 
photographic  cameras  with  insurance-policy  by  Messrs.  J. 
Theobald  Sc  Co  ;  medicated  wines  by  Messrs.  Eduardo  et 
CiE. ;  steel  barrels  by  the  Steel  Barbel  Company 
(Limited)  ;  "  Revivine  "  papier-poudre  (a  nice  show)  boxes 
by  Mr.  Paul  Metz  ;  and  a;-ray  requirements  by  Harry  W. 
Cox  (Limited)  and  Marconi's  Wireless  Telegraph 
Company  (Limited).  Space  prevents  us  mentioning  every 
exhibit,  but  one  of  the  most  striking  and  clever  things  that 
we  saw  was  the  "  Arcanum" — the  name  applied  to  an  auto- 
matic soda-fountain.  To  use  this,  one  moves  an  index  to  the 
flavour  required  and  pulls  a  handle,  when  the  mixed  effer- 
vescing drink  is  delivered.  The  company  who  are  putting 
"  Arcanum  "  on  the  market  lend  it  without  rent  on  condition 
that  the  retailer  buys  syrups  and  carbonated  water  from 
them,  and  does  not  retail  the  drinks  at  less  than  Id.  or  more 
than  Zd.  per  glass.  In  a  miscellaneous  section  sixteen  firms 
or  individuals  had  small  exhibits  of  their  specialities.  We 
have  only  space  to  mention  a  few  of  them — viz.,  one  of 
plasters  and  surgical  specialities,  by  Leslie  (Limited)  ; 
a  neat  group  of  their  specialities,  including  the  fly-cemetery, 
by  Messrs.  'TuNBRiDGE  &  Wright  ;  Luce's  Eau  de  Cologne, 
by  Mr.  BuEDBN ;  a  children's  head-ointment,  by  Mr.  Lyle, 


of  Berwick;  iron  milk;  petrol  goods;  and  some  excellent 
syphons  by  Messrs.  Gbraut  &  Co. 

For  Travellers. 

A  small  Exhibition,  under  the  auspices  of  the  authorities 
of  Livingstone  College,  was  held  on  Wednesday,  May  6,  in 
the  Examination  Hall  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  on  the  Victoria  Embankment,  W.C.  Messrs. 
Allen  &  Hanburys  (Limited)  had  a  show  of  pocket  medi- 
cine-cases, surgical  and  scientific  instruments,  and  ambu- 
lance-outfits. Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  exhi- 
bited the  beauty,  portability,  and  7iiulhim-m-parvo  character 
of  the  "Congo"  tabloid  medicine-cases  in  aluminium,  and 
the  "  Indian  "  medicine-chests  in  teak  and  tin,  fitted  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Harford's  recommendations.  Messrs.  T.  Howard 
Lloyd  &  Co.  were  showing  the  "Station"  medicine-chest 
in  three  sizes,  as  designed  by  Dr.  Harford.  These  are  in 
pitch-pine,  as  most  suitable  for  withstanding  the  ravages  of 
white  ants  and  other  insects.  The  largest  size  weighs  about 
1  cwt.  and  the  smallest  40  lb?.  They  also  showed  a  neat 
little  japanned  chest,  specially  designed  for  pills  and 
tablets,  which  opens  out,  on  well-fitting  double  hinges,  into 
two  tiers  when  in  use,  and  fits  up  close,  tight,  and  compact 
when  done  with.  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  had  several 
special  cases  on  view,  the  largest  being  a  raw-hide  case, 
very  strong  and  durable,  and  neatly  and  lavishly  fitted  with 
concentrated  medicines,  surgical  dressings,  and  such  instru- 
ments as  are  necessary.  The  newest  is  the  "  Empire " 
chest,  divided  into  two  apartments,  made  to  dovetail 
neatly  into  one  another  when  closed.  In  the  lid-portion 
of  the  chest  all  poisonous  substances  and  dressings 
are  stored,  each  being  fixed  in  place.  The  "Empire"  was 
exhibited  in  three  sizes.  Chinosol  in  all  its  forms  was 
exhibited  by  the  Chinosol  Hygienic  Cojipany,  with  Mr.  B. 
Kuhn  himself  in  charge.  Newton,  Chambers  &  Co.  (Limi- 
ted) were  exhibiting  Izal  and  its  compounds,  and  Pate, 
Burke  &  Co.  had  a  show  of  "Petanelle"  dressings  and 
clothing.  Water-purification  was  demonstrated  by  the 
"  Gem "  pure-water  stall  of  the  Gem  Supplies  Company 
(Limited)  (who  also  showed  the  "  Gem  "  bath-cabinet)  and 
by  the  Berkbfeld  Filter  Company  (Limited)  with  their 
germ-proof  filters.  Varieties  of  concentrated  and  invalid 
foods  were  presented  by  Brand  k.  Co.  (Limited),  Brown 
&  PoLSON,  International  Plasmon  (Limited),  and  Keen, 
Robinson  &;  Co.  (Limited),  while  the  Allenbury  Foods  and 
Mosquera  Jelly  were  also  represented.  An  interesting  his- 
torical relic  was  a  travelling  medicine-case — battered  and 
travel-worn  —  used  by  Dr.  Livingstone.  It  contained 
paregoric,  tr.  arnicre,  ess.  month,  pip.,  spiritus  gallics,  pulv. 
jalap.,  acid,  tart,,  camphor.,  liq.  ammon.  fort.,  pulv.  ipecac, 
a;ther.  sulph.,  ammon.  bromid.,  a  bottle  not  named,  an 
unknown  tincture,  piece  of  plaster,  lancet  in  case,  caustic- 
holder,  a  prescription  "containing  some  acid," another  bottle 
"  probably  blistering  fluid,"  and  "  a  pink  pot  containing  pills." 


BLACKPOOL  AND  FYLOE  CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATION. 

Mr.  Turver  presided  over  a  meeting  of  this  Association 
held  at  the  Palatine  Hotel,  Blackpool,  on  Tuesday,  May  5 
Messrs.  Laurie,  Johnson,  Ashton,  Boothroyd,  Greenwood 
Moyson,  Sykes,  and  Sankey  were  also  present.  A  letter  was 
read  from  the  late  Mr.  Hanbury  (President  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture),  regretting  his  inability  to  receive  a  deputation 
as  arranged,  yet  hoping  to  at  some  near  future  date.  It  was 
resolved  to  send  a  vote  of  condolence  to  Mrs.  Hanbury. 
Letters  were  read  from  Mr.  John  Taylor  and  Mr.  Currie 
soliciting  support  at  the  Council  election.  The  President 
spoke  highly  of  the  good  qualities  of  Mr,  Taylor,  and 
thought  they  were  well  represented  by  him  in  the  Council,  he 
being  thoroughly  in  sympathy  with  the  retail  chemists  and 
a  man  of  good  administrative  abilities.  Mr.  Laurie  strongly 
supported  Messrs.  Storrar  and  Currie,  saying  Scotland 
should  be  represented  by  two  members.  The  Secretary 
advocated  the  claims  of  Messrs.  Walter  Hills  and  W.  G. 
Cross  for  the  able  work  they  had  done  on  the  Poisons  Com- 
mittee. Mr.  Boothroyd  praised  the  energy  and  abilities  of 
Mr.  Walshaw  as  an  enthusiastic  chemist  who  would  uphold 
the  dignity  of  the  Council.  It  was  finally  resolved  to 
recommend  the  Association  to  vote  for  Messrs.  Walter  Hills, 
John  Taylor,  Cross,  Storrar,  Campkin,  Walshaw,  and  Currie. 
The  meeting  then  discussed  the  Pharmacy  Bill  and  the 
P.A.T.A. 
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Trade  Law. 

Orders  a'bove  13/. — In  the  case  of  Eskell  i\  GoiJdarcl,  heard 
by  Judge  Stu.ior  at  the  Brompton  County  Court  on  May  3,  the 
question  of  the  iiivaUdity  of  unwritten  contracts  for  goods 
to  the  vaUie  of  over  10/.  wa5  raised.  The  action  was  for  tlie  re- 
covery of  SO/,  for  artifieiiiJ  teeth  (42/ ,  10/.  10s.,  and  5/.  5.S.,  the 
total  reduced  to  50/.).  In  cross-examination,  plaintiff  (a  dentist 
practising  at  2  Onslow  Place,  S.W.)  admitted  that  he  always 
booked  orders  but  not  tlie  return  of  dentures.  Counsel  for  the 
defence  submitted,  in  regard  to  the  item  of  42/,  that  in  any  case 
the  plaintiff  could  not  recover,  for  by  the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of 
Goods  Act  all  orders  for  the  supply  of  goods  to  a  value  of  10/.  or 
more  must  be  in  writing,  while  in  the  present  instance  here  was 
no  evidence  of  such  a  written  contract  Tlie  Judge  admitted 
the  contention,  although  it  was  hard  on  dentists,  he  remarked,  to 
expect  thera  to  get  written  contracts  for  orders  of  10/.  and  up- 
wards. The  case  as  regards  the  other  items  was  then  proceeded 
with,  expert  evidence  being  called  to  prove  that  Mr.  Eskell's 
charges  were  too  high.  The  Judge  found  for  plaintifl  in  regard  to 
5/.  5s.  for  a  single  tooth,  and  said  the  action  in  respect  to  the 
10/.  10,s.  was  premature,  as  the  plaiiitill  had  not  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  making  the  denture  fit. 

Divulg-Ing-  Secrets. — At  the  London  Sheriff's  Court  on 
Friday,  May  1,  the  case  of  Burt,  Boulton  &  Haywood  (Limited) 
V.  Gulliver  came  on  for  the  assessment  of  damages.  It  was  ex- 
plained that  on  Octobar  1, 1900,  the  defendant,  a  chemist,  agreed 
to  serve  plaintiffs  for  three  years  at  a  salary  commencing  at  200/.  per 
annum,  and  rising  to  220/.  By  the  terms  of  the  agreement  the 
defendant  was  not  to  leave  without  giving  six  months' notice  prior 
to  the  end  of  the  three  years,  and  after  that  time  the  agreement 
could  be  terminated  by  either  party  giving  the  other  the  notice 
referred  to.  The  defendant  was  engaged  to  go  to  plaintiffs'  works 
at  Selzaete,  in  Belgium.  He  came  into  possession  of  the  firm's 
secrets  respecting  the  production  of  a  particular  kind  of  pitch 
from  coal  tar.  In  September  last  he  wrote  saying  he  could  no 
longer  stay  at  Selzaete,  and  was  ordered  to  return  to  England,  and 
ultimately  left  the  service  of  the  company  in  December.  In  con- 
sequence of  his  conduct  it  was  necessary  to  send  out  to  Belgium 
the  chief  chemist  of  the  company.  Defendant  had  taken  service 
with  a  French  company,  to  whom  he  went  with  the  knowledge 
obtained  by  the  experiments  of  the  plaintiffs,  and  who  through  him 
are  to  jiroduce  the  article  which  the  plaintiffs  had  arranged  to 
supply  them  with.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  for  103/.  17.s.  9(/., 
and  judgment  for  this  amount  was  entered. 


Hisfh  Court  Cases. 

Antiseptic  Throat-pastilles. 

In  the  Chancery  Court  of  Lancaster,  held  at  St.  George's 
Hall,  Liverpool,  on  Monday,  May  4,  before  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  Sir  Samuel  Hall,  K.C.,  an  application  was  made 
by  Mr.  MacMaster,  on  behalf  of  the  Attorney-General  of 
the  Duchy,  for  diiections  in  relation  to  a  scheme  settled  by 
the  Court  under  which  Messrs.  Evans  Sons  &  Co.,  wholesale 
chemists,  Hanover  Street,  Liverpool,  and  of  London,  have 
agreed  to  pay  a  large  proportion  of  the  sales  of  antiseptic 
throat-pastilles  to  the  Liverpool  Throat  Hospital  on  con- 
dition that  they  are  allowed  to  be  sole  manufacturers  of 
such  pastilles.  It  appeared  that  Drs.  Bark  and  McDougall, 
two  of  the  hospital  staff,  had  resigned  because  it  was  con- 
trary to  medical  etiquette  for  them  to  be  connected  with  a 
hospital  which  receives  royalties  on  secret  prescriptions,  and 
they  might  be  called  on  to  disclose  the  nature  of  the  same. 
The  matter  was  the  subject  of  previous  litigation  (Evans  r. 
Jones,  see  C.  D ,  April  12,  November  8,  and  December  6, 
1902),  as  a  result  of  which  the  manufacture  of  the  pastilles 
from  Dr.  Bark's  formula  was  entrusted  to  Messrs.  Evans 
Sons  &  Co.,  and  the  defendant  was  ordered  to  pay  into 
court  certain  monejs  which  he  had  received  in  respect  to 
the  pastilles  for  the  hospital.  At  the  same  time  a  scheme 
was  drawn  up  for  the  application  both  of  that  fund  and  of 
subsequent  payments  to  the  benefit  of  the  hospital.  It  now 
appeared  that  the  scheme  had  proved  abortive.  The  trustees 
of  the  hospital  had  declined  to  receive  any  moneys  accruing 
under  the  scheme,  and  these  had  meanwhile  accumulated 
until  they  now  amounted  to  1,400/.  The  difficulty  was  a 
professional  one.  By  the  regulations  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  no  surgeon  or  physician  is  allowed  to  give  his 
services  to  a  hospital  deriving  profits  from  the  sale  of  patent 


medicine.  Under  the  circumstances  Dr.  Bark  (whose  pre- 
scription is  the  basis  of  the  pastilles)  objects  to  his  name 
being  used  in  connection  with  the  pastilles,  has  decided, 
together  with  the  other  medical  men  of  the  Throat  Hospital, 
to  resign,  and  so  long  as  the  difficulty  referred  to  continues 
their  places  cannot  be  filled. 

Mr.  MacMaster  now  asked  for  an  injunction  both  to 
restrain  the  doctors  from  withdrawing,  since  as  trustees  of 
the  charity  they  were  parties  to  the  present  scheme,  and  to 
prevent  them  from  disclosing  the  formula,  since  the  payment 
of  the  royalty  depended  on  its  being  kept  secret.  He  con- 
tended that,  as  Messrs.  Evans  Sons  &  Co.  had  undertaken  to 
pay  the  royalty  on  condition  that  they  were  permitted  to 
remain  the  sole  manufacturers  and  vendors  of  the  pastilles, 
there  was  implied  an  undertaking  on  the  part  of  the  medical 
men,  as  parties  to  the  contract,  not  to  disclose,  the  considera- 
tion for  the  payment  (i.e.,  secrecy)  moving  from  thera. 

Mr.  Cochrane,  on  behalf  of  the  doctors,  submitted  that  the 
formula  was  not  a  secret  one,  and  his  clients  could  not  be  re- 
strained from  making  it  known.  They  had,  however,  stated, 
in  an  affidavit,  that  they  had  no  intention  of  doing  this 
unless  at  the  request  of  a  body  like  the  Medical  Council,  and 
even  in  such  a  case  it  would  not  be  a  public  disclosure. 

There  was  a  long  discussion  between  counsel — Mr. 
Maberley  taking  part  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Evans,  Sons  &  Co., 
Mr.  Rotch  on  behalf  of  Mr.  AV.  A.  Jones— during  which  it 
transpired  that  disclosure  to  the  Medical  Council  did  not 
mean  publication  to  the  world  at  large ;  and  Mr.  Cochrane 
said  the  doctors  were  quite  willing,  while  reserving  the  right 
to  disclose  to  the  proper  authorities  if  called  upon,  not  to 
publish  the  formula  generally.  Eventually  Mr.  MacMaster 
accepted  a  suggestion  by  Mr.  Maberley  that  the  proceedings 
against  the  doctors  should  be  stopped,  the  order  to  contain  a 
reference  to  the  statement  in  their  affidavit  that  they  did  not 
intend  to  disclose  the  formula,  and  that  a  fresh  application 
be  made  to  the  Court  with  regard  to  the  settlement  of  a 
scheme. 

The  costs  of  all  parties  were  directed  to  be  paid  out  of  a 
sum  of  500/.  due  from  Messrs.  Evans  on  account  of  the 
royalties. 

Phosferine  in  Au.stralia. 

In  the  Melbourne  Supreme  Court,  on  March  31,  Mr.  Justice 
Hood  heard  an  action  by  Messrs.  Asliton  &  Parsons  (Limited) 
against  Mr.  E.  G.  Owen,  honncopathic  chemist,  Melbourne. 
His  Honour  granted  an  injunction  restraining  the  defendant, 
Mr.  Oiven,  his  servants  or  agents,  from  manufacturing, 
making,  or  compounding,  and  from  selling,  or  causing  or 
procuring  to  be  sold,  and  from  exposing,  or  causing  or 
procuring  to  be  exposed  for  sale  under  the  title,  name,  or 
designation  of  phosphorine  or  any  other  word,  name,  or  de- 
scription similar  to  phosferine  or  in  imitation  thereof,  any 
compound,  medicine,  or  medical  preparation  whatsoever, 
other  than  the  medicine  or  preparation  of  the  plaintiffs  or 
Forbes'  phosferrine,  and  from  infringing  the  rights  of  Ihe 
plaintiffs  in  respect  of  the  said  word  "  phosferine."  The 
order  was  ma^e  by  consent,  and  his  Honour  directed  it  to  be 
passed  and  entered  forthwith. 


Medicine  =  stamp  Acts. 

Unstamped  Proprietaries. 

At  the  Westminster  Police  Court  on  May  2,  the  South 
Kensington  Pharmacy  Company  (Limited),  11  Station  Build- 
ings, South  Kensington,  were  summoned,  at  the  instance  of 
the  Inland  Revenue,  for  selling  six  dutiable  proprietaries  un- 
stamped. These  were:  (1)  "  Mackenzie's  pulmonine.  The 
standard  remedy  for  coughs.  Prepared  only  by  the  Mackenzie 
Medicine  Company.  Retail  depot — Redwood  James,  chemist, 
8  Kensington  Station,  S.W."  (2)  "Celeritinc — the  never- 
failing  corn-cure."  (3)  "  Instautine,  an  instantaneous  tooth- 
ache-cure."   (4)  "Riza  snuff,  a  specific  for  nasal  catarrh,  &c." 

(5)  "  The  American  one-day  cold-cure.  Sole  British  depot — 
South    Kensington    Pharmacy   Company    (Limited),"  &c. 

(6)  "  Vinolia-cream." 

Mr.  Denniss,  barrister,  of  the  solicitor's  staff,  Somerset 
House,  who  prosecuted,  said  there  were  six  informations 
under  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts. 

Mr.  Shell  (Magistrate)  :  Has  not  there  been  a  decision 
lately?  ^ 
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Mr.  Denniss  :  Yes,  your  Worship ;  but  that  has  nothing  to 
do  with  these  cases.  He  tlien  went  on  to  give  particulars  of 
of  the  charges,  when 

Mr.  Kennard,  who  appeared  for  the  defendant  company, 
said,  to  shorten  the  proceedings,  he  would  plead  guilty,  but 
he  urged  that  the  sales  of  unstamped  articles  were  made 
quite  inadvertently. 

Mr.  Denniss  contended  that  it  was  really  a  bad  case  of 
intention  to  evade  payment  of  the  duty,  as  stamped  boxes 
of  some  of  the  articles  were  exhibited  in  the  sh:p-window, 
while  those  kept  inside  for  the  purpose  of  sale  bore  no  stamp 
whatever.  In  some  of  the  cases,  also,  the  stamped  articles 
were  shown  on  the  counter-case,  but  those  sold  to  the 
purchaser  were  unstamped.  Moreover,  some  time  ago  the 
company  had  their  attention  called  to  stamp  irregularities 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Eevenue,  who  on  that 
occasion  dealt  with  the  company  themselves. 

Mr.  Shell:  What  did  the  Commissioners  do  ? 

Mr.  Denniss:  They  agreed  to  a  warning  penalty  of  51.  in 
lieu  of  taking  proceediogs. 

Mr.  Sheil :  It  se3ms  to  me  a  very  fraululent  business,  for 
even  after  these  people  have  been  warned  they  put  these 
decoys  in  their  window. 

Mr.  Kennard :  I  would  ask  your  Worship  not  to  put  it 
quite  so  bad  as  that.  The  defendants  manufacture  certain 
medicines,  and  they  also  sell  proprietary  articles.  There  is 
no  intention  to  defraud,  and  purchasers  who  go  in  for  such 
things  as  Beecham's  pills  of  course  get  them.  But  naturally 
Xjeople  like  to  sell  their  own  articles,  and  may  have  tried 
to  push  those  instead. 

Mr.  Sheil :  I  am  afraid  [  am  not  so  guileless  as  to  be 
taken  in  by  that  excuse.  There  will  be  a  penalty  of  51.,  and 
2s.  costs,  in  each  case. 

We  understand  that  the  managing  director  of  the  concern 
which  has  thus  been  debited  to  the  tune  of  301.  12s.  is  the 
head  waiter  of  a  well-known  Strand  hostelry. 

The  Sanguinetti  Casf. 
At  Brentford  Police  Court  on  Monday,  May  4,  before  Mr. 
Montague  Sharpe,  K.O.,  and  other  magistrates,  the  case  of 
the  Inland  Revenue  Department  against  Francis  Sanguinetti, 
cheinist  and  druggist,  120  Uxbridge  Road,  Eiling,  was 
resumed.  Mr.  Denniss  appeared  for  the  Inland  Revenue, 
and  Mr.  Kirby  for  the  defendant. 

This  was  the  "Pare  Gum  Pastilles"  case  remitted  on 
appeal  from  the  High  Court  tvith  an  order  to  the  Magistrates 
to  convict  (see  C.  S'  -O  -  March  28,  page  520). 

Mr.  Denniss  now  reviewed  the  facts,  and,  on  the  Judges' 
order,  asked  for  a  conviction. 

Mr.  Kirby  urged  that  the  offence  was  purely  technical,  and 
that  the  defendant  was  led  to  make  the  mistake  in  con- 
sequence of  the  orders  issued  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue, 
in  which  it  was  set  out  that  "  cough-mixtures  "  and  similarly 
named  articles  are  not  chargeable  with  duty.  It  was  not 
possible  to  detect  any  difference  between  "  cough-mixture  " 
and  "  pure  gum  pastilles — influenza." 

Mr.  Denniss  said  these  orders  were  issued  as  instructions 
to  the  Inland  Revenue  officers  only.  They  got  into  the 
hands  of  the  trade,  however,  for  which  the  Department  was 
not,  of  course,  responsible. 

Mr.  Sharpe  said  that  all  the  Court  had  to  do  was  to  con- 
vict.   They  imposed  a  fine  of  5.?.,  and  court  costs. 

Dentists  Act. 

"Specialist  in  Artificial  Teeth.'' 
At  Chelmsford  Petty  Sessions  on  Friday,  May  1,  before  the 
Mayor  and  other  justices,  T.  E.  Sellick,  13  Duke  Street, 
Chelmsford,  was  charge  i  upon  the  information  of  W.  F.  T. 
Brown,  21  Bedford  Riw,  Holborn,  W.C.,  solicitor's  clerk, 
that  he,  on  April  21,  1903,  not  being  then  registered  under 
the  Dentists  Act,  1878,  and  not  being  then  a  legally  qualified 
medical  practitioner,  did  unlawfully  take  and  use  an  addition 
or  description — namely,  "  Mr.  T.  E  Sellick,  specialist  in  arti- 
ficial teeth  " — implying  that  he,  the  said  T.  E.  Sellick,  was 
registered  under  the  said  Act  or  that  he  was  specially 
qualified  to  practise  dentistry.  A  second  information  laid 
by  the  same  informant  charged  the  defendant  with  unlaw- 
fully taking  and  using  the  following  addition  or  description, 
viz. : 

Mr.  T.  E.  Sellick,  avtlficial-fcooth  manufacfiurer  and  teeth- 
specialist. — Mr.  T.  E.  Sellick  has  the  pleasure  to  announce  that 


he  has  established  himself  at  the  above  address,  wheie  he  miy  be 
consulted  free  of  charge.  Having  had  ten  years'  experience  with 
some  of  the  best  practitioners  in  this  country,  he  is  prepared  to 
guarantee  excellence  of  workmanship  and  fit,  and  at  the  same 
time  he  intends  to  win  public  confidence  by  moderate  charges. 
He  will  always  be  prepared  to  state  his  terms  before  the  work  is 
commenced,  and  up  to  that  point  no  expense  will  be  incurred. 
All  troubles  relating  to  the  teeth  cj,refully  attended  to. 

— thus  implying  that  he  was  registered  under  the  Dentists 
Act  or  that  he  was  specially  qualified  to  practise  dentistry. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Turner,  barrister-at-law,  instructed  by  Me5.>-rs. 
Bowman  &  Curtis  Hayward,  solicitors,  was  for  the  prosecu- 
tion ;  Mr.  F.  P.  Sutthery,  solicitor,  was  for  the  defence. 

Mr.  Turner  said  he  ihad  had  an  opportunity  of  speaking 
with  Mr.  Sutthery,  and  he  was  going  to  ask  the  Bench  to 
take  a  certain  course.  He  explained  that  the  prosecution 
was  under  Section  3  of  the  Act,  and,  having  recited  the 
nature  of  the  offence,  as  already  set  forth,  said  Mr.  Sutthery 
now  gave  an  undertaking  that  no  further  circulars  would  be 
issued,  and  to  have  the  words  "  specialist  in  artificial  teeth  " 
taken  down.  Mr.  Turner  was  prepared  to  withdraw  the 
summonses,  for  he  did  not  think  the  circumstances  were  so 
peculiarly  flagrant  that  he  could  have  pressed  for  a  heavy 
tine  or  heavy  costs 

Mr.  Sutthery  said  he  had  not  the  slightest  idea  that  such 
a  proposition  was  to  be  made,  but  he  would  be  pleased  to 
fall  in  with  it,  because  it  would  save  a  lot  of  trouble  and  a 
lot  of  fighting.  Mr.  Sellick  bad  not  the  slightest  knowledge 
or  idea  that  anything  was  wrong  in  what  he  did  in  putting 
up  the  plate  when  he  started  in  Chelmsford,  or  in  issuing 
the  circular  which  related,  as  he  suggested,  to  artificial 
teeth  and  nothing  else.  Whether  he  might  issue  such  a 
circular  in  regard  to  the  manufacture  of  artificial  teeth  they 
would  not  go  into,  but  if  the  case  had  been  fought  he 
would  have  urged  that  he  was  not  wrong,  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act,  in  announcing  as  he  did  his  speciality  in  the 
manufacture  of  artificial  teeth.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
none  of  the  circulars  had  been  issued  since  a  month  after 
the  time  that  Mr.  Sellick  started  in  Chelmsford.  As  he  stated 
in  the  circular,  he  had  had  ten  years'  experience  with  well- 
known  dentists  throughout  the  country,  and  he  thought 
there  was  no  harm  in  letting  the  public  know  that. 

The  Clerk  (Mr.  W.  W.  Duflield) :  Do  we  understand  that 
the  same  principle  of  registration  is  required  in  these  cases 
as  in  the  case  of  an  ordinary  medical  man — a  medical  man 
must  be  in  the  Directory  ? 

Mr.  Turner  :  Yes ;  the  principle  is  the  same  with  regard 
to  dentists,  but  there  the  case  is  even  stronger,  because  to 
procure  a  conviction  under  the  Medical  Act  you  have  to  prove 
that  the  person  is  fraudulently  taking  or  using  a  title.  In 
the  case  of  dentists,  the  mere  fact  of  taking  and  using  a 
title  implying  that  they  are  specially  qualified  is  an  offence 
unless  they  are  registered  ;  and,  therefore,  the  more  a  man  is 
desirous  of  stating  that  he  is  a  very  experienced  person,  the 
greater  is  his  oifence.  No  person  who  has  the  diploma  of  the 
College  of  Surgeons  is  entitled  to  hold  himself  out  as  a 
dentist  unless  he  is  registered  under  this  Act. 

The  Mayor  :  Very  well ;  we  understand  that  the  cases  are 
withdrawn.  Mr.  Kemble,  who  has  sat  here  since  1854,  I 
think,  says  this  is  the  first  time  that  a  case  of  this  kind 
has  been  before  the  Court. 

Mr.  Turner :  The  Act  was  not  passei  till  1878,  and  it  was 
not  till  1853,  I  think,  that  the  College  of  Surgeons  had 
power  to  grant  a  diploma  in  dentistry. 

Mr.  Kemble,  J  P. :  Well,  sir,  I  am  afraid  I  must  confess 
that  I  have  sat  here  for  forty-five  years. 

Mr.  Turner  :  Well,  sir,  I  am  glad  to  hear  it ;  it  speaks  well 
for  Chelmsford. 

The  proceedings  then  concluded,  Mr.  Turner  intimating 
that  his  clients  would  pay  their  own  costs,  their  object 
having  been  attained  by  the  publicity  which  the  case  would 
doubtless  obtain. 


Apothecaries  Act. 

Appeal  by  Mr.  Purdue. 
A  Divisional  Court,  consisting  of  the  Lord  Chief  Justics, 
IMr.  Justice  Wills,  and  Mr.  Justice  Channell  on  Wednesday 
last  in  this  case  heard  an  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  defendant 
from  a  decision  of  Judge  Smyley,  sitting  at  the  Bow  County 
Court,  that  learned  Judge  having  convicted  the  defendant 
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under  the  Apothecaries  Act,  ani  imposed  a  fine  of  20/.  for 
practisicg  as  an  apothecary  in  contravention  of  the  Apothe- 
caries Act,  55  George  HL.cliaptci  194^,  without  a  certilicate. 

Mr.  S.  Young  appeared  for  the  appellant,  and  Mr. 
Scrutton,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  R.  O.  R  Lane,  were  counsel  for 
respondents. 

In  support  of  the  appeal,  Mr.  Young  said  the  defendant 
was  a  herbalist,  and  the  case  preferred  against  him  was 
that  in  July,  1902,  he  saw  at  his  shop  and  called  upon  a 
w)man,  named  Sarah  White,  took  her  temperature  and 
supplied  her  with  medicines  and  rules.  It  was  also  said 
that  defendant  ordered  the  woman  linseed  poultices  and 
charged  her  small  fees  of  8:1.  and  Is.  per  attendance.  The 
defendant  saw  the  woman  several  times,  and  after  she  had 
been  sulfering  three  or  four  days,  the  evidence  showed 
that  he  said  she  had  pneumonia  and  told  her 
friends  to  call  in  a  doctor.  Dr.  Marshall  was  called 
in  and  found  the  woman  had  acute  pneumonia. 
It  was  also  stated  in  evidence  by  the  defendant  that  he 
wrote  to  the  district  medic  d  officer  about  the  cise,  and 
further  stated  tliat  in  the  shop  where  he  had  carried  on 
business  for  eleven  years,  he  exhibited  a  placard  stating  that 
he  was  a  herbalist,  and  not  a  doctor.  The  woman  ultimately 
<iled,  and  Dr.  Marshall  deposed  that  when  he  was  called  in 
^llo  was  in  a  dying  state.  His  (Mr.  Young's)  suVjmission  was 
that  the  defendant  had  not  contravened  the  Act,  inasmuch 
as  he  did  not  make  up  a  prescription,  which,  he  contended, 
according  to  decided  cases,  was  an  apothecary's  main  occu- 
pation.   His  client  was  a  respectable  man. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  :  Tiiis  judgment  has  not  gone 
against  your  client  because  he  is  not  re-pectable. 

Mr.  Yonng :  No :  because  he  is  a  herbalist.  I  submit 
1  here  is  protection  granted  to  herbalists  under  the  Act  of 
Henry  VIII. — a  very  old  Act. 

The  Lord  Oliief  Justice  :  I  gather  it  is  old,  but  it  is  none 
the  worse  for  that.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Young  referred  to  the  .'■titute  mentioned,  and  to  cases 
which  had  been  decided  by  the  Court,  but 

Mr.  Justice  Channell  said  he  did  not  understand  the  sug- 
gested application  of  the  Act  of  Henry  VIII.  Did  the 
learned  counsel  say  that  that  Act  disqualified  Parliament  in 
Geo.  III.  from  passing  this  Act  about  apothecaries? 

Mr.  Young  said  his  point  was  that  the  Act  of  Henry  VIII. 
must  be  read  with  this  Act.  He  submitted  that  very  trifling 
cccasions  were  not  intended  to  come  within  the  Act  at  all, 
and  if  anything  could  be  protected  by  the  Act  of  Henry  VIII., 
the  actions  of  this  respectible  herbalist  were  protected. 
There  was  nothing  to  show  that  his  client  compounded  the 
medicines  himself,  though  they  came  out  of  his  shop  and 
had  his  name  on  them.  Under  the  whole  circumstances,  he 
submitted  his  client  was  not  a  person  who  ought  to  be  hit 
by  the  Apothecaries  Act. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  gave  judgment.  He  said  that  if 
there  was  anything  which  showed  the  necessity  of  an  Act  of 
this  kind  it  was  this  case.  The  defendant  had  for  several 
days  attended  this  poor  woman,  taken  her  temperature,  and 
purported  to  treat  her  outwardly  and  internally  by  giving 
her  medicines.  The  man  found  some  days  afterwards  that 
she  was  suffering  from  pneumonia,  and  she  ultimately  died. 
Mr.  Young  had  referred  to  cases  where  persons  who  had 
•done  no  more  than  this  defendant  had  done  had  been  found 
in  law  to  have  acted  as  apothecaries.  The  learned  Judge  liad 
«aid  the  point  raised  before  him  was  that  defendant  could 
only  be  liable  if  he  had  made  up  the  pres3ription.  In  this 
case  they  had  the  defendant  acting  in  the  way  he  had 
■described,  and  in  his  opinion — it  was  a  question  of  fact — 
there  was  abundant  evidence  for  the  Judge  to  come  to  the 
conclusion,  as  previous  judges  and  juries  had  done  in  other 
cases,  that  the  defendant  had  acted  as  an  apothecary,  and 
was  liable  to  a  penalty.  He  therefore  thought  the  appeal 
must  be  dismissed,  with  costs. 

Mr.  Justice  Wills  and  Mr.  Justice  Channell  concurred. 

Mr.  Young  asked  for  leave  to  appeal. 

This  was  refused  by  the  Court. 

The  appeal  was  accordingly  dismissed,  with  costs. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drug's  Acts. 

Sal  ■\'olatile. 
At  Sproatley,  Yorks,  on  April  29,  James  Soutter,  chemist,  of 
Hedon,  and  his  assistant,  Alfred  E.  Markham,  were  summoned 


for  selling  sal  volatile  which  the  county  analyst  (Mr.  Baines) 
certified  co  be  about  30  per  cent,  deficient  in  ammonia.  Mr. 
Soutter,  who  defended  his  own  case,  claimed  that  ac- 
cording to  the  date  of  the  analyst's  certificate  the  drug  was 
not  analysed  until  three  days  after  its  receipt.  As  it  was  a 
volatile  preparation  this  delay  would  affect  the  analysis. 
The  article  in  question  was  spirit  of  sal  volatile,  and  he  sold 
it  in  as  good  a  state  as  it  could  be  kept.  The  defendant 
also  argued  that  the  samples  were  not  properly  taken.  They 
should  have  been  put  in  glass-stoppered  bottles.  This  con- 
tention could  be  proved  by  two  samples  he  had  sent 
privately  to  be  analysed.  The  one  stopped  with  an  ordinary 
cork  showed  a  deficiency  of  6  7,  while  that  in  a  glass- 
stoppered  bottle  showed  1  73  deficiency,  which  could  be  ex- 
plained by  opening  the  bottle  for  serving  ou';  in  business. 
The  Bench  respited  judgment  on  payment  of  costs,  3j. 

0LIVE-ST0XE3  IN  PEPPER. 

At  the  Rxwtenstall  Police  Court  on  Thursday,  April  30, 
William  Arthur  Hobson,  grocer,  Riwtenstall,  was  summoned 
for  selling  adrlterated  pepper  v/hich  on  analysis  was  found 
to  contain  10  per  cent,  of  .ground  olive-stones.  Mr.  W.  H. 
Wilson  appeared  for  the  prosecution  ;  Mr.  J.  L.  Whittaker 
watched  the  case  in  the  interests  of  the  defendant 
on  behalf  of  Mr.  Joseph  Pennington,  of  Bury,  wdiolesale 
grocer;  and  Mr.  Pilkington  Turner,  of  Manchester,  barrister- 
at-law  (instructed  by  Messrs.  J.  C.  Walker,  Dean  &  Co.,  of 
Manchester),  represented  Messrs.  Mayoh  &  Co.,  of  Man- 
chester, wholesale  dealers. 

Mr.  Wilson  recited  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  suggested 
that  if  it  were  proved  that  the  pepper  was  adulterated  the 
Bench  should  inflict  a  heavy  penalty  on  the  defendant, 
because  he  himself  would  not  have  to  pay.  The  defendant 
had  his  remedy  against  Pennington,  and  Pennington  had  his 
remedy  against  the  man  who  gave  him  the  warranty,  and 
the  latter  had  his  remedy  against  the  original  grinder  ;  and 
that  was  the  only  way  in  which  justice  could  be  done,  and 
a  stop  put  to  this  illegitimate  and  fraudulent  trade. 

The  witnesses  included  Mr.  W.  C.  Williams,  B. Sc.,  one  of 
the  county  analysts,  who  stated  that  he  and  Dr.  Campbell 
Brown  identified  the  adulterant  as  ground  olive-stones. 

The  Bench  fined  defendant  20/.  and  costs,  with  the  alter- 
native, in  default,  of  two  months'  imprisonment.  Advocate's 
fee  and  witnesses'  costs  were  also  granted. 

County  Court  Cases. 

Horse-drinks. 

At  the  Clerkenwell  County  Court  on  May  4,  Algernon  Lawes 
(Limited),  manufacturing  chemists,  Albion  Works,  Hornsey 
Biad,  N.,  obtained  judgment  against  an  Edenbridge  hotel- 
keeper  for  21.  5i.,  in  respect  of  three  dozen  horse-drinks  sup- 
plied. It  was  stated  that  the  goods  were  sent  on  November  5, 
1902,  and  the  order  was  not  repudiated  until  February  last, 
after  several  accounts  had  been  forwarded.  Judge  Edge,  in 
finding  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  the  law  demande<l  that  if  a 
person  ordered  goods,  and  found  that  the  bulk  was  not 
equal  to  sample,  he  must  return  them  or  acquaint  the  seller 
of  the  fact  at  once.  The  defendant  had  kept  them  for  an 
unreasonable  time ;  therefore  he  must  pay  for  them. 

The  Chemist's  Books. 
At  Pontefract  County  Court  on  May  6,  an  action  was  brought 
by  Mr.  Hodgson,  chemist,  Hemsworth,  against  a  local 
painter,  to  recover  3/.  6^'.  8i.  for  goods  sold.  The  case  for 
the  plaintiff  was  that  defendant  had  gone  to  the  shop  on  a 
busy  Saturday  night  and  asked  for  his  account.  Some  of 
the  items  had  not  then  been  posted  in  the  ledger,  and  in  the 
hurry  three  entries  in  the  day-book  were  omitted  from  the 
account.  They  were  the  cause  of  the  present  action. 
Defendant  said  he  had  paid  for  everything  he  had  had,  and 
his  memorandum-book,  in  which  he  entered  particulars  of  all 
goods  he  ordered,  confirmed  this  statement.  Judge  Riikes, 
K.C.,  in  giving  judgment,  said  that  the  books  of  plaintiff 
were  unworthy  of  credit.  Tiiere  was  an  item  of  1901  on  an 
otherwise  blank  page,  following  a  single  entry  oF  1902  on  a 
page  previous.  The  object  of  books  was  to  enable  a  person 
to  refresh  his  memory,  whereas  the  ledger  wa-*  posted  up  in 
a  way  which  he  did  not  at  all  understand.  He  could  plac3 
no  reliance  upon  them,  and  his  verdict  would  be  for  the 
defendant.

Be  J.  H.  RoBERTSjWliitstable-on-Sea,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — 
The  Official  Receiver  of  the  Canterbury  Bankruptcy  Court  reports 
that  he  has  completed  the  realisation  of  the  estate  of  this  debtor, 
and  that  after  meeting  the  costs,  &c.,  he  is  prepared  to  pay  to  the 
unsecured  creditors  a  first  and  final  dividend  of  2s.  lOgtZ.  in  the 
pound. 

Be  R.  John  Fbancis,  trading  as  Francis  (Limited),  Working- 
ton, Chemist.— A  receiving-order  has  been  made  against  this 
debtor,  who  gives  as  the  causes  of  failure  "  overstock  and  insuffi- 
cient trade  to  realise,  legal  proceedings  taken  by  creditors,  and 
medical  expenses  in  connection  with  serious  and  continuous  illness 
of  my  wife."    The  liabilities  are  8207.  and  assets  179/.

Is  it  Worth  While  ? 

Sir, — I  have  been,  as  a  manufacturer  and  advertiser  of 
a  proprietary  medicine,  much  interested  by  tlie  recent 
conespondence  in  The  Che.mist  and  Druggist  on  the 
price- cuttir g  and  substitution  question.  From  what  your 
coriespondents  say,  I  gather  that  the  substitution  and 
recommendation  of  other  specialities  in  jilace  of  advertised 
medicines — mine  among  the  number — wlien  the  latter  are 
inquired  for  by  people  wlio  have  been,  without  cost  to  them, 
brouglit  to  chemists"  counters  by  the  advertising  of  myself 
and  similar  individuals,  is  an  honourable  and  entirely  satis- 
factory procedure,  and  p'"esents  no  difficulties.  They  say 
that  tiie  trade  in  advertised  and  non-protected  patent  medi- 
cines is  steadily  declining,  and  that  the  trade  in  goods  put 
up  to  serve  as  substitutes  for  them  is  as  steadily  and 
profitably  increasing.  I  also  gather  that  where  such  medi- 
cines are  protected  in  price,  and  the  cost  to  the  public 
consequently  raised,  so  that  your  correspondents  make  from 
15  to  20  per  cent,  profit  on  them,  they  prefer  this  profit  to 
the  50  or  60  per  cent,  which  they  could  make  by  continuing 
to  sell  substitutes  for  these  protected  articles. 

These,  facts  fill  me  with  an  amazed  reverence  for  the 
unselfishness  and  good  nature  of  your  clients.  Eut  what  I 
dp  not  understand,  and  what  I  should  like  some  of  your 
correspondents  to  tell  me,  is,  Why  there  should  be  this 
constant  outcry  for  the  protection  of  prices  ?  While  the 
trade  in  substitutes  is  so  honourable  and  satisfactory,  why 
are  they  dissatisfied  and  why  do  they  advocate  measures 
which,  they  say,  would  put  a  stoji  to  it  ?  No  matter  how 
rigidly  prices  are  protected,  they  can  still  make  more  profit 
out  of  substitutes  ;  but  they  tell  me  that,  when  prices  are 
protected,  the  trade  in  substitutes  will  cease.  Surely,  on 
their  showing,  this  would  be  a  terrible  disaster.  Why,  then, 
demand  protection  ?  It  is  very  difficult  to  understand. 
Perhaps  someone  will  come  forward  to  enlighten,

Sir, — "  C.  and  C."  seems  to  think  that  the  pharmacist  is 
the  culprit  who  does  all  the  substitution.  Is  it  not  a  fact 
that  what  "  C.  and  C."  terms  the  company  druggists  have  a 
duplicate  for  every  leading  proprietary  in  the  market ;  that 
in  many  cases  they  liave  a  manufacturing  department  where 
all  these  goods  are  put  up,  to  be  afterwards  distributed  to 
their  various  branches  ;  and  that  their  assistants  are  paid  a 
coinmission  on  the  sale  of  these  articles  over  and  above  their 
salary  .'    The  retail  pharmacist  has  not  the  time,  neither 


would  it  pay  him  to  get  up  elaborate  blocks  and  costly 
printing  for  the  small  amount  he  would  sell  of  these,  hence 
he  would  be  more  likely  to  sell  what  is  asked  for.  I  do  not 
know  on  what  lines  "  C.  and  C'  conducts  his  business,  but 
if  on  those  he  attributes  to  his  confrtrcs  I  can  only  say  I 
hope  his  letter  is  an  evidence  that  he  has  a  fit  of  remorse.  I 
believe  and  make  it  a  business  principle  to  give  all  cus- 
tomers what  they  ask  for,  and  have  always  done  so  for  the 
last  twenty-five  years,  and  I  believe  the  majority  of  my 
brethren  do  the  same  ;  hence  my  opinion  of  my  confrires  is 
the  very  antithesis  of  "  C.  and  C.'s." 

The  proprietors,  instead  of  trying  to  inflame  the  public 
mind  by  inducing  the  Press  to  fight  their  cause,  should  take 
the  more  honourable  and  pacific  course  of  trying  to  come  to 
some  mutual  agreement,  which  could  easily  be  done  if  one 
or  two  of  their  number  called  together  some  of  the  leading 
proprietors,  company  druggists,  and  retail  chemists  to  talk 
over  the  whole  question  in  a  friendly  manner.  I  feel  sure 
this  is  the  only  means  of  coming  to  a  solution  of  this 
question. 

I  fail  to  see  the  objection  that  many  of  the  large  pro- 
prietors have  to  joining  the  P.A.T.A.,  but  should  believe  in 
their  objection  if  they  made  any  strenuous  endeavour  to 
formulate  a  scheme  of  their  own  more  palatable  to  them- 
selves that  would  give  the  same  benefit  to  the  retailer. 
"  C.  and  C."  assures  us  that  proprietors  "  are  all  anxious  to 
see  the  present  condition  of  things  altered."  I  believe 
the  managers  and  directors  of  cutting  drug-stores  are  as 
anxious  as  others  to  get;  a  fair  living  profit,  and  instead  of 
alienating  them  the  proprietors  would  get  their  hearty 
approval. 

Given,  then  (and  I  hope  I  am  right  in  the  assumption), 
that  the  great  majority  of  company  chemists  and  retail 
chemists  are  as  anxious  as  we  are  assured  the  pro- 
prietors are,  it  would  be  gracious  of  the  latter  if  one  or  two 
influential  men  would  take  the  initiative  and  convene  a 
private  or  public  meeting  of  gentlemen  of  the  three  sections, 
with  a  view  to  a  mutual  understanding.  If  they  refuse  to 
join  the  P.A.T.A.,  let  a  friendly  conference  try  and  devise  a 
means  of  bringing  in  a  working  scheme  that  will  give  a 
living  profit  on  all  proprietary  articles  ;  and  if  proprietors 
meet  us  in  this  way,  it  must  be  a  point  of  honour  on  the 
part  of  all  sections  of  the  trade  to  sell  only  what  is  asked 
for,  expose  for  sale,  and  in  every  way  reciprocate  the  good 
feeling  shown.

Our  contempora''y,  Advertiaing,  takes  "Confidence  and 
Conciliation's "  letter  as  the  basis  for  the  following  pro- 
posal :  — 

Let  there  be  opened  by  every  advertising  proprietor  willing  to 
embrace  the  scheme  a  register  for  chemists  and  other  dealers  willing 
to  pledge  themselves,  under  a  substantial  penalty,  not  to  ofTer,  by 
word  or  deed,  any  substitute,  packed  or  in  bulk,  for  the  goods 
advertised  by  the  proprietor.  Then  let  the  wholesale  price  of 
these  goods  be  advanced  to  the  miuimum  cut  price  agreed  to  by 
the  registering  chemists  — a  price  whicli  shall  secure  them  the 
20  or  25  per  cent,  now  by  general  concurrence  regarded  as  a  living 
profit  on  proprietaries,  when  a  rebate,  payable  only  to  the  register- 
ing chemists,  is  allowed.  lu  this  way  non-substitutors  will  get 
the  living  profit,  and  substitutors  will  get  no  profit  at  all.  At  the 
same  time,  tlie  chemists  thus  registering  themselves  will  agree  not 
to  cut  below  the  minimum  price  fixed  in  the  agreement. 

The  exact  machinery  by  wliicli  the  rebate  can  be  calculated  and 
paid  can  be  left  to  individual  proprietors  and  their  customers.  No 
insurmountable  difiiculty  exists.  We  have  good  authority,  for 
saying  that  no  obstacle  would  be  thrown  in  the  way  of  such  an 
arrangement  by  the  large  cutting  houses.  The  latter  are  not  at 
all  averse  from  a  diminution  of  the  cut-throat  competition  which 
they  themselves  originated,  and  are  largely  responsible,  though 
not  wholly  responsible,  for  maintaining. 

We  are  prepared  to  receive,  and  to  treat  as  confidential  until  the 
proper  time,  the  names,  on  the  one  hand,  of  manufacturers  wilhng 
to  support  such  a  scheme  as  this,  and,  on  the  other,  of  chemists 
desirous  of  coming  into  it.  But  there  is  nothing  whatever  to 
prevent  any  proprietor  of  advertised  goods  from  setting  to  work 
on  these  lines  for  himself ;  and  it  the  attempt  and  this  suggestion 
should  have  no  other  result,  its  success  or  failure  would  at  least 
have  this  effect,  that  it  would  show,  on  the  one  hand,  who  are  the 
advertisers  desirous  of  doing  something  to  relieve  the  present 
deadlock  in  the  drug-trade,  and,  on  the  other,  who  are  the  chemists 
who  will  be  content  with  nothing  short  of  absolute  freedom^  to 
trade  on  every  possible  occasion  on  the  reputation  and  advertising 
of  other  people.  , 
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The  P.A..T.A.  and  the  Public. 

Sir, — There  is  one  view  of  this  P.A.T.A.  question  that  I 
have  not  yet  seen  insisted  on,  and  that  is  the  interest  the 
public — the  ultimate  purchasers — talie  in  the  matter.  The 
principal  buyers  of  proprietary  articles  are  the  middle 
classes  who  are  ever  alive  tj  costs,  and  if  an  article  has 
been  for  a  length  of  time  sold  at  a  reduced  price  I  am 
certain  the  sale  would  fall  off  if  that  price  were  raised ; 
and  that  is  the  real  reason  proprietors  hesitate  to  interfere 
with  the  price.  Trade  is  a  ticklish  thing  to  meddle  with— a 
very  slight  difference  in  price  is  apt  to  kill  or  injure  it.  It 
is  an  axiom  that  artificial  interference  with  trade  is  bad 
economics.  Why  do  the  stores  flourish  ?  Because  of 
cheapness?  Why  do  matches  sell  in  such  enormous 
quantities  here,  and  in  such  restricted  nuQibers  in  France? 
Why  do  pins  afford  so  much  labour  and  trade  ?  And  why 
does  the  P.O.  yield  such  a  magnificent  balance  every  year  ? 
Because  of  cheapness.  This  matter  of  price  affects  not 
merely  the  vendors  but  the  purchasers,  and  it  is  not  true  to 
say  the  public  will  give  as  readily  Is.  as  lO.Z. ;  and  pro- 
prietors have  to  act  warily  lest  they  wreck  long-established 
businesses.  By  the  by,  how  would  the  P.A.T.A.  like  a  com- 
bination amongst  butchers  and  bakers  to  raise  prices  ?  If 
this  plan  were  universal,  we  should  all  be  on  the  same 
relative  level  and  no  better  off.

Sir, — Whether  the  rumcur  which  reached  this  city  about 
the  doings  of  the  caucus  be  correct  or  not,  the  account  of 
the  situation  given  by  Mr.  Gilmour  in  his  letter  of  last  week 
does  not  tally  with  the  account  in  the  circular  issued  by  him 
along  with  others  in  favour  of  the  candidature  of  Messrs. 
Storrar  and  Currie.  The  circular  says :  "  Having  secured 
the.  consent  of  Mr.  Storrar  to  be  one  of  two  Scottish  candi- 
dates, a  committee  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
the  services  of  another.  This  committee  has  pleasure  in 
submitting  for  your  approval  the  name  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie, 
of  Glasgow. "  The  consent  of  Mr.  Storrar  to  stand  as  one  of 
two  candidates  was  given  to  the  small  irresponsible  com- 
mittee which  issued  the  circular  to  divisional  secretaries,  as 
mentioned  in  my  last  letter,  and  it  was  they  who  set  about 
securing  the  services  of  the  second  candidate.  It  was  this 
committee  therefore  which,  according  to  the  election 
circular,  had  pleasure  in  submitting  the  name  of  Mr.  Currie. 
Clearly,  then,  his  nomination  was  the  work  of  this  caucus. 

A  very  remarkable  thing  about  this  whole  business  is  the 
extraordinary  reticence  maintained  regarding  it.  One  would 
have  imagined,  considering  the  importance  seemingly 
attached  to  it,  that  there  would  have  been  an  account  of  the 
presentation  of  the  requisition  to  the  gentleman  first  selected 
and  his  reply  to  it  inserted  in  the  trade  journals,  or  that,  at 
the  very  least,  there  would  have  been  a  paragraph  announc- 
ing the  fact  and  the  decision.  Those  to  whom  the  first 
circular  was  sent  might  not  unnaturally  have  expected  to 
be  informed  of  the  result.  No  publicity  has  been  given  as 
to  that  or  any  subsequent  proceedings  of  this  committee  on 
a  subject  which  was,  according  to  them,  of  vital  interest  to 
the  whole  of  Scotland.  Verily  it  is  most  unusual  and 
altogether  unaccountable.  Doubtless  it  sets  forth  more 
eloquently  than  any  words  of  mine  could  do  the  hole-and- 
corner  nature  of  the  proceedings,  and  betrays  a  conscious- 
ness that  their  method  of  procedure  in  selecting  a  candidate 
for  Scotland  would  not  stand  the  light.  Mr.  Gilmour  says  : 
"  From  the  outset,  when,  by  the  way,  there  was  no  definite 
announcement  of  Mr.  Paterson's  intentions,"  &c.  Let  me 
refresh  his  memory  a  little  and  put  the  attitude  of  myself 
and  the  Aberdeen  Association  on  this  question  of  candidates 
to  represent  Scotland  in  a  clear  light.  This  I  will  do  by  a 
quotation  from  our  late  Secretary's  letter  to  him: 

Your  committee,  you  say,  "  feel  that  a  renewed  effort  should  be 
made  to  effect  a  reduction  of  Scottisli  candidates."  This  is  a 
matter  which,  if  it  was  thought  necessary,  should  have  been  con- 
sidered before  any  selection  of  candidates  took  place,  and  should 
have  been  gone  about  in  an  entirely  different  fashion  from  this 


and  the  former  Edinburgh  attempt,  which  both  seem  to  run  on 
the  same  lines. 

Now,  it  is  evident  that  a  renewed  attempt  implies  a  previous 
attempt,  and  such  an  expression  could  only  be  used  by  one 
who  had  made  a  prior  attempt  or  who  had  a  thorough 
acquaintance  with  with  the  circumstances  connected  with 
it.  The  two  attempts  were  evidently  made  by  the  same 
committee.  As  in  reply  to  the  first  attempt  I  stated  that  I 
had  been  assured  of  nomination,  and  had  agreed  to  stand, 
neither  the  committee  nor  Mr.  Gilmour  need  have  been  in 
any  doubt  as  to  my  intention  long  before,  when,  according 
to  him,  there  could  [not]  have  been  any  word  of  Mr.  Curries 
selection. 

I  would  not  have  troubled  myself  to  discuss  their  tactics 
had  it  not  been  that  from  the  tenour  of  their  remarks  they 
would  have  sought  to  fix  on  me  or  on  the  Aberdeen  Associa- 
tion the  onus  of  the  failure  should  they  not  succeed  in 
carrying  through  their  scheme,  as  a  further  quotation  from 
the  letter  previously  mentioned  will  show  : — 

You  will  require  to  find  some  other  solution  of  the  problem 
than  that  which  in  your  letter  you  suggest  if  you  are  so  anxious 
to  avoid  what  you  describe  as  a  serious  and  deplorable,  because 
avoidable,  misfortune. 

I  thought  this  the  fitting  time  to  make  the  situation  quite 
clear,  and  save  any  recrimination  afterwords.

Sir, — Having  been  urged  to  reply  to  Mr.  Paterson's  state 
ment  anent  the  circular  sent  by  me  as  Secretary  of  the 
committee  to  Divisional  Secretaries  in  Scotland,  I  beg  to  say 
that  there  never  was  any  foundation  in  fact  for  Mr.  Pater- 
son's suggestion  that  the  committee  sought  "  to  turn  the 
divisional  secretaries  .  .  .  into  electioneering  agents  for  a 
particular  candidate."  At  the  time  the  circular  was  sent  out 
to  divisional  secretaries  a  copy  was  sent  to  Mr.  Paterson,  as 
a  matter  of  courtesy,  and  when  in  his  reply  to  me  he  made 
the  above  suggestion  I  at  once  wrote  him  to  the  effect  .'•tated, 
but  he  has  evidently  not  accepted  my  assurances.  As  the 
most  representative  body  of  men  in  the  country,  the  opinion, 
and  opinion  only,  of  divisional  secretaries  was  asked  on  two 
questions,  and  when  they  gave  that  opinion  the  matter 
ended  so  far  as  they  were  concerned.  They  were  never 
asked — and  there  was  never  any  in'ention  to  ask  them,  even 
in  their  private  capacity — to  do  anything  further  than 
express  their  opinions,  and  such  an  idea  as  turning  them 
into  "electioneering  agents"  is  therefore  absurd,  and  not 
flattering  either  to  the  divisional  secretaries  or  to  the  commit  tee. 
I  may  add  that  the  answers  received — for  wh'ch  I  take  thi.s 
opportunity  to  thank  the  writers — were  almost  unanimously 
in  favour  of  the  course  suggested  by  the  committee,  whose 
aim  was,  if  possible,  to  bring  about  unanimity  and  secure  the 
election  of  a  Scotchman  who  we  felt  would,  if  we  could 
induce  him  to  become  a  candidate,  raise  the  Scottish  repre- 
sentation on  the  Council  to  its  former  status. 

In  my  letter  to  Mr.  Paterson  I  also  wrote,  "  The  objection 
urged  against  your  good  self  is—  I  will  be  quite  frank — that 
you  are  neither  in  the  retail  nor  wholesale  drug-trade,  and 
this  fact  would  tell  against  your  election."  In  reply  to  this, 
Mr.  Paterson  argued  that  there  were  others  on  the  Council 
who,  like  himself,  had  no  connection  with  either  the  whole- 
sale or  retail  drug-trade  ;  but  this  seems  to  me  to  answer 
itself,  because  the  great  body  of  the  electors  are,  like  Messrs. 
Storrar  and  Currie,  retail  chemists,  and  it  may  therefore  be 
urged  that  the  interests  of  those  not  in  the  retail  arc  already 
sufficiently  looked  after. 

The  present  situation  in  regard  to  this  election,  so  far  as 
Scotland  is  concerned,  seems  to  me  to  be  as  follows  :  (1) 
Mr.  Storrar's  long  services  to  the  Society  merit  his  re- 
election ;  (2)  the  return  of  Mr.  Gifford  two  years  ago  in 
place  of  the  late  Mr.  Johnston  deprived  Scotland  of  tho 
second  representative  which  she  has  had  for  nearly  half  a 
century  ;  and  the  committee  who  are  responsible  for  Mr. 
Carrie's  candidature  are  being  supported  by  electors  of  all 
classes  on  both  sides  of  the  bordtr,  who  regard  him  as  a 
fitting  representative  from  the  We  t  and  a  worthy  successor 
to  Daniel  Frazer  and  John  Borland.  For  these  and  other 
reasons  the  electors  are  asked  to  give  a  vote  to  Messis. 
Storrar  and  Currie.  Yours  sincerely,

32/71.  J.  S. — There  is  no  other  work  on  cod-liver  oil  than 
that  by  the  late  Dr.  Peckel  Moller.  Various  articles  on 
the  manufacture  have  been  printed  in  this  journal  from  time 
to  time.  Some  years  ago  the  Newfoundland  Government 
published  instructions  for  the  preparation  of  the  oil.  These 
took  the  form  of  a  pamphlet  written  by  Mr.  Nielsen,  a  Nor- 
wegian expert,  who  was  superintendent  of  the  Newfound- 
land fisheries.  You  may  be  able  to  get  a  copy  of  this  by 
writing  to  the  Superintendent  of  Fisheries,  St.  John's,  New- 
foundland. 

19/40.  Esor. — (1)  Lemonade-crystals. — If  you  use  a  pro- 
portionate quantity  of  terpeneless  oil  of  lemon,  the  trouble 
about  a  turpentine  odour  developing  on  mixing  oil  of  lemon 
with  sugar  and  tartaric  acid  will  disappear.  The  rate  of 
oxidation  of  the  terpenes  in  oil  of  lemon  is  obviously 
increased  when  the  oil  is  spread   over  a  large  surface. 

(2)  Pyro-soda  Developer. — The  following  is  a  good  formula, 
the  presence  of  potass,  metasulphite  tending  to  preserve  the 
solution  and  prevent  staining  : 

A. 

Pyrogallol    160  gr. 

Nitric  acid     ...       ...       ...       •..  8  drops. 

Water  to    20  oz. 

Dissolve. 

B. 

Sodium  carbonate    ...       ...       ...  4  oz. 

Potaflsium  metasulphite     ...       ...  2  oz. 

Sodium  bromide    40  gr. 

Water  to    20  oz. 

Disaolve. 

To  develop  a  quarter-plate  mix  2  dr.  of  each  solution  and  dilute 
with  an  equal  volume  of  water. 

(3)  Tincture  of  madder  will  probably  suit  as  a  colouring 
for  your  acid  neuralgia-mixture. 

25/56.  F.  E.  iZ.— Carbolic  Tooth-powder.— Neither 
carmine  nor  precipitated  chalk  is  a  suitable  ingredient  in  a 
carbolic  tooth-powder.  The  following  formula  was  devised 
to  yield  a  powder  containing  free  carbolic  acid  and  to  retain 
its  pink  colour :

— The  modificition 
of  the  formula  as  given  above  appears  to  meet  your  wishes. 

248/35.  C.  Be  W.  (Gent).— The  use  of  preservatives  in> 
wines  is  forbidden  in  several  countries,  but  if  it  is  permissible- 
to  use  formaldehyde  the  proportion  should  not  be  more  thati 
1  in  2,000.

ADULTERATION  LAWS. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts  on. 
Wednesday  evening.  May  6,  Mr.  Alfred  H.  Allen  read  a  paper  on 
"Existing  Defects  and  Possible  Improvements  in  the  Laws 
Relating  to  Adulteration."  He  suggested  that  the  meaning  of  the- 
term  "  drug  "  in  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  should  be  ex- 
tended 80  as  to  cover  everything  used  medicinally,  either  inter- 
nally or  externally,  thus  ijicluding  such  articles  as  disinfectant- 
powders  and  medicated  soaps,  some  of  which  latter,  he  said,  do- 
not  contain  even  a  trace  of  the  chemical  which  tlieir  name- 
indicates.  On  the  other  hand,  he  did  not  consider  that  olive  oil 
and  beeswax,  which  are  used  for  other  than  food  or  sanitary 
purposes,  should  be  included  merely  because  mentioned  in  the- 
British  Pharmacopitia,  particularly  as  that  work  is  not  recognised 
as  a  legal  standard.  Another  point  in  the  Act  which  seems  to. 
require  modification  is  that  referring  to  the  decision  of  samples 
into  three  equal  parts.  BIr.  Allen  referred  to  the  division  wherein, 
it  was  held  that  each  of  several  bottles  constituted  a  separate 
article  and  should  have  been  divided  into  three  parts.  He  pointed 
out  that  the  same  argument  might  be  applied  to  pills,  seidlitz- 
powders,  and  other  similar  drugs,  which  would  render  prosecutions- 
impossible  in  such  cases  ;  indeed,  the  local  authorities  for  whom 
Mr.  Allen  acts  have  since  that  decision  given  up  taking  samples 
of  any  article  of  this  nature.  A  serious  administration  detect  is 
the  method  of  collecting  and  sealing  samples,  which  at  present, 
permits  tampering  with  the  vendor's  sample,  several  cases  lof 
substituted  samples  having  come  to  his  knowledge.  With 
regard  to  this,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Council  of  the  Society 
should  consider  the  advisability  of  communicating  with  the- 
Government  authorities  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  to- 
ensure  efficient  sampling  and  sealing  by  inspectors. 
There  was  a  lengthy  discussion  on  the  paper.

THE  drug  and  chemical  markets  show  a  fair  amount  of 
activity  this  week,  and  several  important  changes  in 
values  have  occurred.  Perhaps  the  most  important  is  a 
reduction  in  the  price  of  saccharin,  it  being  the  intention  of 
the  patentees  to  manufacture  in  this  country.  Menthol  has 
been  in  strong  demand,  and  prices  are  higher.  In  American 
(HGrH)  peppermint  oil  "bear"  influence  is  at  work,  and 
sales  were  made  by  interested  parties  early  in  the  week  at 
Is.  to  la.  6i.  lower  rates;  the  bulk  of  the  holders  are  firm 
generally.  Tartaric  acid  is  strong  and  still  tending 
upwards ;  makers  of  soda  tart.,  and  pulv.  seidlitz  have 
advanced  their  prices  substantially.  German  refined 
camphor  is  a  fraction  easier,  and  crude  has  been  in  more 
demand.  Sugar  of  milk  has  again  been  advanced.  The 
stocks  of  cannabis  indica  have  now  been  withdrawn  from 
the  market  temporarily,  and  in  all  probability  higher  prices 
will  rule.  Ipecacuanha  and  senega  are  firmly  held.  Cod-liver 
oil  is  quiet,  but  very  firm.  Shellac  has  been  in  good  demand 
for  delivery  at  higher  prices  ;  and  quinine  continues  excep- 
■tionally  dull,  buyers  waiting  the  result  of  the  Amsterdam 
bark-auction.  Opium  keeps  quiet  and  unchanged ;  it  is 
thought  that  the  disturbances  in  Salonica  may  eventually 
influence  prices.  Artificial  musk  is  considerably  lower. 
The  following  table  shows  the  principal  changes  of  the

0|<Z.  per  lb.  for  prompt  delivery,  there 
being  no  sellers  forward.  English  is  nominally  Is.  Id.,  but 
makers  are  not  sellers. 

Almonds. — At  the  beginning  of  April  the  Italian  crop 
prospects  were  excellent,  but  by  the  middle  of  the  month 
unseasonable  weather  set  in,  storms  and  frost  injuring 
the  crop,  especially  at  Bari.  Prices  in  consequence  advanced 
considerably,  but  subsequently  a  decline  took  place.  The 
crop  in  Sicily  has  not  suffered  so  much  as  at  Bari.  Messina 
prices  are  as  follows  : — P.  &  G.  sweet  65s.,  bitter  71s.  prompt ; 
September-October,  62s.  and  68s.  respectively ;  current  avola, 
73s. ;  choice  ditto,  83s. ;  September-October,  69s.  and  80s.  re- 
spectively per  cwt.  of  50f  kilos.,  f.o.b. 

Aloes. — Fine  livery  Curacao  is  scarce,  holders  asking 
35s.  per  cwf.  The  good-flavoured  Socotrine  aloes  in  tin-lined 
cases  have  now  been  all  cleared  at  60s.  Cape  remains  very 
scirce,  an!  for  retail  lots  Otis,  has  been  paid. 


Arrowroot. — Quiet  in  auction,  and  mostly  bought  in. 
Five  barrels  St.  Vincent  were  sold  at  2grf.  per  lb. 

ASAFETIDA. — The  bulk  of  the  late  arrivals  from  the 
Persian  Gulf  are  still  offered  from  first  hand^,  but  importers 
being  highly  limited  at  100s.  per  cwt.  all  round,  it  is  difficult 
to  effect  business.  Fair  almondy  block  is  obtainable  at  the 
above  price. 

Benzoin. — Since  the  auctions,  Sumatra  has  changed  hands 
at  from  bl.  10s.  to  bl.  15 f.  for  middling  seconds,  and  4?.  5.;. 
to  4/.  10s.  for  ordiniry  thirds.  Further  sales  of  Palembang 
have  also  been  made  at  35s.  Eigliteen  cases  of  Siam  have 
arrived,  the  quality  including  loose  almonds,  grains,  block, 
&c.,  which,  being  scarce,  will  meet  with  a  ready  sale. 

Bleaching-powder  remains  in  a  depressed  condition, 
and,  in  spite  of  concessions  offered  by  sellers,  buyers  hold 
aloof.  In  Liverpool  softwood  is  quoted  4/.  to  4Z.  5s.  per  ton, 
and  hardwood  4Z.  to  4L  5j.,  f.o.b  ,  according  to  market.  la 
London  the  spot  price  for  English  make  is  bl.  2s.  6i. 

Blood-root  is  firm  at  4|rZ.  per  lb.,  ci.f.,  and  the  stock 
here  is  estimated  at  not  more  than  2  to  3  cwt.  An  advice 
from  New  York  quotes  a  very  firm  market  at  8j.  to  9c.  as 
to  quality,  and  very  little  to  be  had. 

BuCHU. — Small  sales  of  good  green  round  leaves  have 
been  made  at  Is.  Id. 

Camphor. — The  German  refiners  announce  a  reduction  of 
\d.  per  lb.,  quoting  ton  lots  at  Is.  lid.  English  is  un- 
changed on  the  basis  of  2s.  Id.  for  ton  lots  of  flowers,  with 
bells  and  tablets  at  proportionately  higher  price.  In  crude 
camphor  there  has  been  considerably  more  activity  this 
week,  Japanese  selling  to  the  extent  of  500  piculs  for  May- 
June  shipment  at  from  154s.  to  156j.  per  cwt  ,  c  i.f.  ;  and 
500  piculs  Formosan  at  152s.  Qd ,  also  for  May-June 
shipment. 

Cannabis  Indica. — The  whole  of  the  London  stock  has 
been  withdrawn  from  the  market,  and  the  brokers  have  had 
instructions  to  cease  offering.  This  looks  as  if  prices  will 
be  advanced  on  receipt  of  mail  advices  from  India.

Hamburg,  May  7  : — ■Camphor,  cod-liver  oil,  quillaia,  and 
kola  are  firmer. 

New  York,  May  7: — Business  is  slow.  Cod-liver  oil  is 
dearer  at  ^135  per  barrel.  Menthol  has  been  advanced  to 
;^7.25  per  lb,,  and  balsam  Peiu  is  now  quoted  98g.  Pepper- 
mint oil  is  easier  at  $Z  per  lb.,  and  ergot  has  been  reduced 
to  31c.  Cannabis  indica  is  dearer  at  90c.,  and  coca-leaves 
liave  been  advanced  to  18c. 

Bergen,  May  6: — The  total  catch  of  cod  for  all  Norway 
since  the  beginning  of  the  season  now  amounts  to  37,100,000, 
against  37,200.000  at  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 
The  total  yield  of  oil  has  been  1,919  barrels  against  17,473 
barrels  at  the  same  time  last  year.  Stormy  weather  has 
hindered  fishing  at  Finmarken,  and  only  slight  progress  has 
been  made.  The  market  is  extremely  firm  at  500s.  per  barrel, 
f.o.b.  Bergen,  for  best  non-congealing  oil. 

Amsterdam,  May  7 : — At  the  auctions  of  cinchona  held 
here  to-day  4,904  packages  were  offered,  ontaining  22,598 
kilos,  quinine  sulphate.  Of  this  quantity  3  360  packages  were 
sold  at  an  average  unit  of  7-25c.  per  |  kilo.,  against  7  65?. 
paid  at  the  auctions  on  April  2.  The  approximate  quantities 
of  quinine  purchased  by  the  principal  buyers  were  as  follows  : 
— English  and  American  factories,  6  382  kilos. ;  the  Bruns- 
wick factory,  3,260  kilos. ;  the  Mannheim  and  Amsterdam 
factories,  2,482  kilos. ;  the  Frankfort  and  Stuttgart  factories, 
2  017  kilos. ;  and  various  buyers,  1,087  kilos.  The  prices  paid 
for  manufacturing-bark  ranged  from  lOJc.  to  76o.  per 
5  kilo.,  and  druggists'  bark  from  153.  to  46}0.  per  J  kilo.

GERMAN  SACCHARIN. 


The  Board  of  Trade  have  received  a  copy  of  a  memorandum 
by  H.M.  Cemmercial  Attache  at  Berlin  on  the  regulations  for 
carrying  out  the  German  saccharin  law  which  came  into  force  on 
April  1  (see  C.  £  D.,  July  19, 1902,  page  98,  and  August  23, 
page  333).  The  principal  provisions  are  as  follows:  Of  the 
existing  saccharin-factories  only  one  is  allowed  to  go  on  manu- 
facturing— a  permission  that  may,  however,  be  recalled  at  any 
time.  The  price  of  30m.  per  kilo,  cannot  be  exceeded  when  sell- 
ing refined  saccharin  to  German  consumers ;  exportation  is 
allowed  without  any  restriction  on  price.  It  may  be  observed 
that  the  price  before  the  law  passed  was  only  15m.  With  regard 
to  business  done  within  Germany,  the  regulations  treat  saccharin 
in  the  same  way  as  if  it  were  poison.  It  can  only  be  furnished  to 
apothecaries  or  to  persons  who  have  special  authority  to  use  it, 
and  to  the  heads  of  certain  medical  establishments ;  this  at 
present  applies  only  to  that  at  Neuenahr  on  the  Rhine.  For  the 
production  of  specified  articles,  manufacturers  can  procure 
saccharin  for  purposes  for  which  sugar  cannot  be  used. 


WE  are  indebted  to  Mr.  T.  Tyrer  for  the  following 
interesting  figures  regarding  deliveries  of  denatured 
spirit  in  Germany  during  tiie  year  which  ended  on  Septem- 
ber 30,  1902.  These  have  been  abstracted  from  the  official 
records  by  Mr.  Hugo  Lorenz. 

From  October  1,  1901,  to  September  30,  1902,  there 
were  in  all  delivered  in  Germany,  free  of  duty,  1,110,050 
hectolitres  of  spirit  (1  hectolitre  =  22  gals.).  Of  those 
quantities  which  have  been  imperfectly  denatured  the  de- 
naturing was  effected  as  follows  (the  figures  represent  hecto- 
litres of  alcohol) :

Election  op  Officers.

London  Section. 

At  the  meeting  of  this  Section  held  on  May  4,  at  Burling- 
ton House,  Piccadilly,  Mr.  Walter  F.  Reid  in  the  chair, 
Dr.  Julius  Lewkowitsch  read  a  paper  entitled 

PROBLEMS  IN  THE  FAT-INDUSTRY. 

The  importance  of  this  industry  may  be  gauged  from 
the  fact  that  every  week  about  a  million  pounds  in  money 
changes  hands  over  fat  in  this  country.  The  synthetic  pre- 
paration of  fat  has  not  yet  attained  any  importance,  raw 
materials  being  plentiful ;  but  a  continuation  of  the  high 
prices  ruling  for  tallow  is  bound  sooner  or  later  to  draw 
attention  to  it.  The  problem  is  connected  with  the  petro- 
leum-industry, and  consists  in  converting  the  CHj  group  into 
the  COOH  group.  The  large  prizes  oifered  have  not  suc- 
ceeded in  drawing  forth  a  solution  of  the  problem.  The 
supply  of  vegetable-fats  is  practically  inexhaustible.  Palm 
oil  can  be  procured  in  any  quantity,  but  the  natives  of  West 
Africa  have  at  present  no  inducement  to  collect  more  than 
a  small  quantity.  Sunflower-seeds  contain  about  60  per 
cent,  of  kernels,  practically  all  oil,  and  40  per  cent  of  husks  ; 
but  at  present  there  is  no  machine  which  will  effectively 
perform  the  separation,  although  one  will  shortly  be  placed 
on  the  market.  In  refining  fats  for  edible  purposes,  chemi- 
cals are  inadmissible,  as  an  after-taste  is  given  to  the 
product,  although  in  decolorising  cotton-seed  oil  alkali  is 
used.  Filtering  through  charcoal  and  fullers'  earth  is 
resorted  to,  but  there  is  room  for  a  technical  process  which 
will  eliminate  free  fatty  acids,  not  affect  the  taste  and 
smell,  and  yield  a  product  that  will  keep.  Palm  oil  when 
fresh  is  edible,  and  smells  like  violets ;  but  as  it  arrives  in 
this  country  it  is  acid  and  rancid.  If  palm  oil  could  be 
treated  at  the  place  of  origin,  and  would  keep  well,  many 
more  uses  could  be  found  for  it.  Butter-substitutes  have 
come  into  use  very  much  of  late  years,  but  the  object  has 
been  mainly  to  yield  a  fat  as  like  cow's  butter  as  possible. 
For  a  long  time  it  was  not  possible  to  give  to  butter-substi- 
tutes the  frothing  and  browning  properties  needed  for  fish- 
frying,  but  that  has  now  been  done  by  using  more  milk  in 
the  churn.  The  volatile  fatty  acids  from  genuine  butter  are 
now  used  for  giving  a  butter-flavour  to  butter-substitutes. 
There  is  a  considerable  use  for  lard-substitutes,  but  the 
efforts  of  manufacturers  are  rather  directed  to  turning  every 
particle  of  hog's  fat  into  lard.  To  produce  a  perfect  cacao- 
butter  substitute  or  chocolate-fat  the  product  must  have  a 
m.p.  of  34°  C.  It  is  sought  to  produce  such  an  article 
from  the  stearine  of  vegetable-fats,  but,  so  far,  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  produce  an  article  with  such  a  high  melting- 
point  as  cacao-butter.  Mineral  wax  is  indigestible  and 
Japan  wax  unsuitable,  but  the  solution  may  perhaps  be 
found  in  some  of  the  tropical  vegetable-fats  which  have,  so 
far,  not  been  examined.  Free  fatty  acids  must  be  absent 
from  edible  oils,  and  the  oil  should  be  non-congealing. 
Arachis  oil  from  which  the  stearine  has  been  removed  is  at 
present  the  most  perfect  substitute  for  olive  oil.  Another 
problem  which  remains  to  be  solved  is  the  deodorising  of  oils. 
Some  progress  has  been  made  in  depriving  fish-oils  of  smell, 
but  a  faint  after-taste  always  remains.  Bleaching  oils  is  a 
process  well  understood,  but  in  many  cases  the  colour 
often  reverts  when  the  oil  is  made  into  soap.  The  soft 
varieties  of  palm  oils  are  easily  bleached,  but  not 
so  the  harder  kinds.  There  is  now  a  good  variety 
of  bleaching-agents  available,  including  ozone  and  the  per- 
carbonates,  with  which  to  experiment.  In  regard  to 
blown  oils  as  lubricants  it  is  questionable  if  they  are  of  the 
value  claimed.    What  is  wanted  is  an  oil  like  castor  oil, 


which  perhaps  will  be  artificially  produced.  Then,  again, 
investigation  is  needed  as  to  the  changes  that  are  induced  in 
linseed  oil  by  boiling,  about  which  nothing  is  really  known. 
Why  do  certain  oxides  and  peroxides  shorten  the  boiling 
process  ?  Perhaps  it  is  that  such  substances  act  as  catalytic 
agents.  Recently,  "  boiled  "  oil  has  been  made  in  the  cold — 
"  boiled  through  the  bung-hole,"  as  the  Americans  say — by 
adding  manganese  borate;  but  the  product  is  inferior  in 
character.  This  led  the  lecturer  to  the  consideration  of  the 
production  of  dried  linseed  oil— of  such  importance  in  the 
linoleum  industry.  One  component,  called  by  Reid  "  super- 
oxidised  "  linseed  oil,  is  soluble  in  water,  and  is  perhaps 
the  substance  responsible  for  the  disintegration  of  linoleum. 
Certain  oils,  such  as  castor  oil  and  tung  oil,  yield  jellies  on 
heating,  and  the  discovery  that  some  of  these  jellies  can  be 
vulcanised  is  responsible  for  the  deterioration  in  the  quality 
of  indiarubber.  Reid's  velvril  is  prepared  from  castor  oil. 
The  last  part  of  the  lecture  dealt  with  saponification  pro- 
cesses. The  conversion  of  oleic  acid  into  stearic  acid  is  a 
fascinating  problem.  Candles  might  probably  be  improved  in 
illuminating-properties  by  an  incorporation  of  incandescent 
salts,  but  so  far  the  difficulties  in  the  way  were  insurmount- 
able. In  soap-making  lathering  properties  are  not  the  only 
desideratum  ;  colour,  hardness,  and  smell  are  almost  as  im- 
portant concomitants.  The  process  of  allowing  soap  to  set 
after  boiling  is  capable  of  improvement.  The  30  per  cent,  of 
water  in  soap  bears  the  same  relation  to  soap  that  the  water 
of  crystallisation  does  to  salts.  Rapid  chilling,  by  forcing 
the  liquid  soap  through  cold  tubes,  does  not  give  a  product 
of  good  appearance. 

DISCUSSION. 

Mr.  JOSELYN,  an  American  visitor,  said  he  remembered 
the  time  when  lard  was  regularly  mixed  with  15  to  25  per 
cent,  of  cotton-seed  oil  and  tallow,  but  now  the  object  of 
lard-manufacturers  is  rather  to  get  ahead  of  the  analysts. 

Dr.  Divers  said  the  supply  of  Japanese  wax  is  limited. 
The  wax  is  obtained  from  the  same  plant  that  yields  lac,  a 
much  more  valuable  product.  The  plant  which  yields  wax 
takes  seven  or  eight  years  to  come  to  perfection,  and  even 
then  the  quantity  obtained  is  not  large.  Wood-oil,  obtained 
from  a  euphorbiaceous  plant,  can  be  produced  in  any 
quantity.  The  wonderful  isomeric  transformations  of  wood- 
oil  have,  so  far,  not  been  adequately  investigated.  The  oil 
is  sensitive  to  light  and  is  rapidly  modified.  If  the  oil  is 
pressed  in  the  dark,  and  taken  into  the  sunlight,  a  v.  hite 
solid  is  yielded.  If  heated  out  of  contact  with  oxygen 
another  modification  is  obtained. 

Dr.  DVORKOVITCH  spoke  of  the  introduction  of  heavy 
petroleum  oils  as  substitutes  for  salad  oils,  mentioning  that 
in  making  Pineau's  sardines  the  fish  were  formerly  covered 
with  olive  oil  and  allowed  to  stand  in  open  vats  for  some 
time.  Naturally  the  olive  oil  soon  became  rancid,  and  had 
to  be  frequently  renewed ;  now,  however,  by  adding  a  pro- 
portion of  vaseline  oil  to  the  olive  oil  rancidity  is  prevented. 
In  a  similar  manner  the  addition  of  5  to  10  per  cent,  of 
vaseline  oil  to  cocoa-nut  oil  acts  as  a  preservative. 

Mr.  Sevin  said  that  an  edible  vegetable-oil  was  preferable 
as  a  butter-substitute.  Freshly  made  cocoanut  oil  and 
palm  oil  do  not  contain  more  than  1  or  2  per  cent,  of  fatty 
acids ;  it  is  on  keeping  that  the  rancidity  and  acids  develop. 

Dr.  SCHIDROAVITZ  reminded  Dr.  Lewkowitsch  that  he  had 
not  touched  on  the  question  of  fat-splitting  and  reversible 
enzymes. 

The  Chairman  referred  to  the  enormous  variety  of 
vegetable  oils  and  fats  which  are  yielded  by  our  colonies, 
and  suggested  that  the  Government  might  follow  the 
example  of  other  countries  and  undertake  the  investigation 
of  some  of  the  more  remarkable  products.  The  collaboration 
of  the  technical  societies  with  the  Society  of  Arts  might  be 
invited.  The  supply  of  castor  oil  is  practically  unlimited. 
He  (the  speaker)  had  walked  for  days  through  woods  of 
castor-plants  which  were  never  utilised  for  oil.  It  is  largely 
a  question  of  demand.  Solid  castor  oil  is  a  by-product  for 
which  at  present  there  is  no  use,  no  solvent  being  known. 
It  is  produced  in  France  in  the  manufacture  of  "  oil  of 
brandy  " — a  volatile  substance  produced  by  heating  castor 
oil  in  a  retort  and  used  in  the  manufacture  of  artificial 
brandy.  The  difliculty  in  finding  a  use  for  some  of  the 
out-of-the-way  oils  and  fats  is  that  the  price  goes  up  as  scon 
as  a  new  market  or  use  is  found  for  them.    As  regards  the 
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early  manufacture  of  soap  in  Germany,  he  (the  speaker)  was 
under  the  impression  that  the  soap  was  used  as  a  hair- 
pomado,  and  not  for  washing.  Investigation  is  needed  as  to 
the  action  of  driers  in  linseed  oil ;  the  products  of  fatty  acids 
also  offer  a  fertile  field  for  research. 

Dr.  Lewkowitsch,  in  reply,  said  he  could  not  regard  tung 
oil  as  a  drying  oil,  because  it  does  not  give  the  hexabromide 
reaction,  which  indicates  the  quality  that  seems  to  be  neces- 
sary in  that  class  of  oil.  The  oil  may  be  an  ideal  oil  for 
coating  paper  umbrellas,  although  he  should  think  it  had  a 
formidable  rival  in  rosin  oil,  which  has  the  advantage  of 
making  the  umbrella  a  fly-catcher  at  the  same  time.  1 
(Laughter.)  He  (the  speaker)  had  purposely  avoided  refer- 
ence to  fat-splitting  enzymes,  as  he  had  so  recently  dealt 
with  that  subject  before  the  Society.  A  paper,  by  Dr. 
Macleod  and  himself,  on  fat-splitting  enzymes  from  the 
liver,  &;c.,  would  shortly  be  published.  Castor  oil  is  distinct 
from  all  other  oils  in  that  it  contains  hydroxylated  fatty 
acids.  Anciently  soap  was  only  used  as  a  cosmetic.  In 
regard  to  the  price  of  some  of  the  little-used  oils,  he  (the 
speaker)  recently  had  experience  when  trying  to  obtain  ben 
oil. 

NON-PHOS.  MATCHES. 

Mr.  Watson  Smith  occupied  a  few  minutes  at  the  close 
of  the  meeting  in  describing  a  match  which  does  not  contain 
phosphorus,  prepared  from  a  formula  devised  by  the  late 
Mr.  S.  A.  Rosenthal.  The  tipping  composition  consists  of 
copper  thiosulphate  5  parts,  copper  thiocyanate  10,  chlorate 
of  potash  40,  jjowdered  glass  9,  antimony  sulphide  3,  calcium 
sulphate  3,  sulphur  4,  glue  solution  (l"0-per-cent.)  26.  The 
matches  are  a  little  more  difficult  to  strike  than  ordinary 
matches,  which  is  not  a  disadvantage,  and  give  a  blue  llame 
when  first  lighted. 

Mr.  Spiller  said  it  is  fairly  easy  to  make  a  match 
without  phosphorus,  but  it  is  a  question  whether  some  of  the 
substances  used  are  not  quite  as  objectionable. 


A  goodly  number  of  the  members  dined  at  the  Hotel 
Previtalli  on  Monday  evening  before  the  meeting.  Dr. 
Lewkowitch  was  the  guest  of  the  Chemical  Industry  Club, 
and  amongst  other  guests  were  Mr.  Jocelyn,  of  Cincinnati, 
and  Mr.  F.  M.  Fisk  (Parke,  Davis  &  Co.)  The  Chairman 
(Mr.  Held),  in  toasting  the  guests,  referred  to  the  presence  of 
Mr.  Fisk,  and  said  he  was  pleased  to  hear  that  Messrs. 
Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  were  extending  an  invitation  to  all 
members  attending  the  annual  meeting  in  New  York  in  1904 
to  visit  their  pharmaceutical  factory  and  laboratories  in 
Detroit.  He  felt  sure  they  would  be  inspected  with  great 
interest.  Mr.  Fisk  briefly  responded,  and  assured  the 
members  of  a  hearty  welcome  by  his  principals. 

Manchester  Section. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at  the  Technical 
School,  Sackville  Street,  on  May  1,  when  Mr.  A.  G.  Perkin 
read  some 

NOTES  UPON  colouring-matters. 

He  said  it  was  well  known  that  the  use  of  many  of  the  more 
important  natural  dyestuffs  dated  back  to  a  remote  period 
in  the  history  of  the  world,  and  although  one  was  inclined 
to  suggest  that  it  was  at  first  the  highly  coloured  appearance 
of  the  material  which  pointed  to  its  suitability  for  dyeing- 
purposes,  no  reliable  information  was  available  to  enable 
them  to  trace  the  discovery  of,  or  the  first  mode  of  applica- 
tion of,  the  natural  dyestuffs.  It  was  evident,  however,  that 
the  art  of  mordanting  was  known  at  remote  periods,  and 
that  experience  led  the  ancients  to  select  those  colours 
which  were  the  most  permanent. 

The  lecturer  exhibited  many  specimens  of  dyes,  and  said 
these  colours  no  doubt  represented  the  survival  of  the  fittest 
in  that  better  natural  products  did  not  appear  to  exist,  but 
on  the  other  hand,  certain  Indian  varieties,  notably  morinda- 
root  and  dray-root,  possessed  most  valuable  properties,  and 
could  have  been  more  generally  employed  with  advantage  if 
more  careful  experiments  had  been  carried  out  in  the  first 
instance.  Certain  other  plants  than  those  represented  in 
the  colours  before  them  were  used  where  local  natural 
advantages  gave  facilities,  such  as  the  use  of  heather  in 
Scotland  for  dyeing  yellow,  and  of  the  Genista  fincioria,  or 
dyer's  broom,  in  Germany  for  the  same  purpose. 


The  works  of  various  authors  on  colours  were  referreil  to, 
and  it  was  shown  that  yellows  predominated,  orange  and  blue 
being  much  less  frequently  met  with.  The  most  striking 
of  the  latter  are  the  deep-blue  violet  shades  given  by  the 
bilberry,  blackberry,  skin  of  the  grape,  &c.  Although  it  is 
natural  for  anyone  to  select  a  highly  coloured  plant  for  a 
natural  dye,  it  by  no  means  follows  that  its  high  colour 
indicated  its  dyeing-property.  For  instance,  the  brilliant 
yellow  of  the  sunflower  or  common  gorse  possesses  but 
little  tinctorial  power,  whereas  the  clover  and  acacia 
flowers,  which  are  white,  contain  a  yellow  colouring- 
matter.  It  is  still  a  custom  in  Yorkshire  to  boil  eggs  in 
the  skins  of  onions,  which  gives  a  beautiful  yellow  mottled 
colour  to  the  shell,  and  these  are  sent  to  friends  as  "Easter 
eggs.''  Tlie  explanation  is  that  the  calcium  in  the  egg- 
shell acts  as  a  mordant  towards  the  colouring-matter  in  the 
skin  of  the  onion. 

A  short  discussion  followed. 


Nottingham  Section. 

The  seventh  meeting  of  the  present  session  was  held  at  the 
Wyvern  Hotel,  Leicester,  on  April  29,  Mr.  L.  Archbutt, 
F.I.C.,  of  Derby,  being  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  good 
attendance  of  members  and  friends.  Mr.  F.  J.  R.  Carulla 
communicated  a  short  note  on  "  A  Source  of  Danger  in  Sul- 
phate-of-ammonia  Saturators,"  after  which  Dr.  P.  M.  Caven 
read  a  paper  on 

THE  occurrence  AND  PROPERTIES  OF  RADIO-ACTIVE 
SUBSTANCES. 

The  speaker  said  Sir  William  Crookes,  previous  to  1880, 
showed  that  if  a  current  is  made  to  pass  between  the 
electrodes  in  a  vacuum-tube  after  certain  luminous  pheno- 
mena, the  whole  interior  of  the  tube  becomes  dark,  but  the 
glass  itself  shines  with  a  fluorescent  light — an  effect  which 
Crookes  attributed  to  the  bombardment  of  the  glass  by  an 
attenuated  form  of  matter,  known  as  the  "  cathode-rays." 
Runtgen  discovered  that  the  energy  of  impact  of  these  rays 
upon  the  glass  of  the  vacuum-tube  gives  rise  to  the  x,  or 
Rontgen,  rays,  which  have  greater  penetrability. 

Since  the  x  rays  originate  in  tlie  phosphorescence  or 
fluorescence  of  glass,  it  was  thought  that  other  phosphor- 
escent substances  might  yield  similar  rays  without  the  need 
of  electrical  excitement.  Troost,  Becquerel,  and  Arnold 
found  that  calcium  sulphide,  &c.,  emit  rays  which  will  act 
on  a  photographic  plate  through  an  aluminium  foil  2  mm. 
thick. 

Uraniuvi. — Becquerel  discovered  that  uranium  salts  also 
emitted  these  invisible  rays,  but  he  found  that  whilst  the 
activity  of  CaS  depends  on  the  previous  absorption  of  light, 
that  of  uranium  preparations  is  independent  of  such  influ- 
ence. The  rays  from  uranium  compounds  have,  besides,  the 
power 'of  increasing  the  electric  conductivity  of  air,  so  that  a 
charged  electroscope  is  discharged  when  placed  near  them. 
Becquerel  and  Rutherford  have  also  found  that  a  part  of  this 
radiation  is  deviable  in  a  magnetic  field,  this  portion,  though 
of  great  photographic  activity,  scarcely  affecting  the  electro- 
scope. 'This  is  called  the  j8-radiation,  now  generally  con- 
sidered to  be  identical  with  the  cathode-rays.  The  a- 
radiation  is  non-deviable,  is  easily  absorbed  by  gases,  and 
has  little  photographic  activity,  but  easily  discharges  an 
electroscope.  Crookes  effected  the  separation  from  ammo- 
nium-uranyl  oxalate  of  a  supposed  constituent,  "uranium  x,'' 
which  Rutherford  and  Soddy  have  shown  to  contain  only 
the  /3-radiation,  the  remaining  material  containing  all  the 
a-radiating  substance.  No  chemical  difference  appeared 
between  these  two  products. 

Polonium. — M.  and  Madame  Curie  separated  from  pitch- 
blende, the  complex  ore  of  uranium,  a  bismuth  prepara- 
tion with  a  radio-activity  400  times  as  great  as  that  of 
uranium.  They  attributed  this  property  to  a  new  element 
occurring  along  with  the  bismuth,  which  they  named 
"  polo7iium."  It  is  now  considered  that  the  property  of 
radio-activity,  which  consisted  of  the  a-radiation  only,  was 
originally  derived  from  the  uranium  of  the  pitchblende. 

Jiadiiim. — The  Curies  shortly  after  sej^arated  also  from 
pitchblende  a  very  powerfully  active  preparation  which  they 
assumed  to  contain  a  new  element  which  thoy  called  radium. 
The  least  soluble  fraction  of  the  chloride  was  found  to  be 
many  thousand  times  more  reactive  towards  the  electroscoj; e 
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than  uranium.  There  seems  proof  that  in  this  case  we  are 
really  dealing  with  a  new  element.  By  working  on  a  decigram 
of  the  pure  chloride  Madame  Curie  found  radium  to  be  a 
divalent  metal,  whose  atomic  weight  is  about  225.  All 
phosphorescent  substances  shine  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
radium  preparations.  Taking  uranyl-potassium  sulphate  as 
the  standard  or  1,  hexagonal  blende  shines  with  an  intensity 
of  13  36,  barium  platinocyanide  with  1  99,  the  diamond  with 
1'14,  and  fluorspar  with  0  30.  The  intimate  connection  of 
these  with  the  phosphorescent  phenomena  of  the  x  rays  can- 
not fail  to  be  observed.  But  the  most  remarkable  property 
of  radium  preparations  is  that  recently  observed  by  Curie 
and  Laborde,  who  have  found  that  the  temperature  of  a 
specimen  of  radiferous  barium  chloride  is  maintained 
constantly  at  1'5°  C.  above  the  temperature  of  the  surround- 
ing atmosphere,  1  gram  of  radium  evolving  in  one  hour 
something  like  100  calories.  The  final  explanation  of  this 
remarkable  phenomenon  must  await  further  research. 

Radio-active  Thorium  Actinium"). — -Debierne  found  in 
pitchblende  a  powerfully  active  substance,  which  he  supposed 
to  contain  a  new  element,  which  he  named  "  actinium."  It 
was  found,  however,  that  the  radio-activity  was  associated 
with  the  thoria.  But  thorium  compounds  are  only  thus 
active  when  obtained  from  minerals  containing  uranium,  so 
it  is  considered  that  this  activity,  which  diminishes  by 
storage,  is  an  induced  one.  Similarly  the  water  of  crystallisa- 
tion extracted  from  radio-active  salts  has  been  found  to  be 
itself  radio-active.  Barium  salts  may  be  given  an  induced 
activity  of  a  temporary  character.  Most  sensational  of  all 
is  the  fact  observed  by  Elster  and  Geikel  that  a  platinum 
wire  to  which  has  been  given  a  powerful  charge  of  negative 
electricity  collects  radio-activity  from  the  atmosphere. 
This  activity  may  be  dissolved  from  the  wire  by  dilute  acid 
and  left  behind  in  a  dish  after  evaporation  of  the  acid,  so 
that  a  phosphorescent  substance  brought  near  the  dish 
becomes  luminous. 

Radio-activity  is  not  an  exceptional  phenomenon — it  is  only 
exceptionally  powerful  in  those  substances  in  connection 
with  which  it  was  first  discovered.  For,  whilst  radium 
is  100,000  times  as  active  as  uranium,  uranium  in  turn  is 
3,000  times  as  active  as  many  common  substances. 

The  " Emanations" fmn  Thorium  and  Radium. — In  addi- 
tion to  the  "radiations"  from  radium  and  thorium  prepara- 
tions, it  has  been  discovered  by  Rutherford  and  Soddy  that 
these  substances  "  emanate "  a  radio-active  gas.  This 
"emanation,"  which  passes  unchanged  through  cotton- wool, 
sulphuric  acid,  and  thin  aluminium  foil,  though  not  through 
mica,  is  to  be  distinguished  from  the  active  rays,  though 
itself  possessing  temporarily  the  power  of  emitting  these 
rays.  The  emanation  behaves  as  a  gas,  and  can  be  blown 
away  by  air.  The  discoverers  have  recently  condensed  these 
emanations  by  means  of  liquid  air,  and  find  the  volatilisation- 
point  for  that  from  radium  to  be  about  -130°,  and  for  that 
from  thorium  about  —135°.  This  special  property,  as  far 
as  is  known  at  present,  is  confined  to  thorium  and  radium. 

Our  present  knowledge  of  the  various  activities  from  radio- 
active substances  may  thus  be  summarised  : 

(i.)  The  a-radiation,  which  is  not  deviated  in  a  magnetic 
field,  has  little  penetrability,  acts  slightly  on  a  photographic 
plate,  but  has  considerable  power  to  discharge  an  electro- 
scope. 

(ii.)  The  /8  radiation,  which  is  deviated  by  a  powerful 
magnetic  field,  is  very  penetrative,  and  has  great  photo- 
graphic activity,  but  little  effect  on  a  charged  electroscope. 

(iii.)  Rontgen  rays  produced  in  some  way  by  the  impact 
of  the  above  radiations  upon  glass  or  other  material. 

(iv.)  A  radio-active  gas  emanating  from  radium  and 
thorium  compounds  and  capable  of  inducing  radio-activity  in 
material  substances. 

Dr.  Caven  concluded  by  considering  the  theoretical  aspects 
of  the  subject ;  and  after  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was 
accorded  to  him  the  proceedings  terminated. 


A  Cube  for  Pimples  on  the  forehead  has  recently  been 
recommended  by  Forget-Me-Not  to  a  correspondent.  She  was 
told  to  "  make  up  the  following  lotion  and  use  frequently  :  1  dr.  of 
hydrocyanic  acid,  3  dr.  o£  glycerin ;  add  enough  water  to  make 
lialf  a  pint."  The  Lancet  very  properly  protests  against  this 
sort  of  thing  ;  and  although  the  lotion  happens  to  be  a  good  one, 
we  suggest  that  chemists  and  druggists  who  are  appHed  to  for  it 
should  warn  the  customers  and  insist  upon  dispensing  it  rather 
than  selling  the  acid.

Cambridge  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Professor  G.  Sims  Woodhead  lectured  before  the 
members  of  this  Association  at  the  New  Museums  Lecture- 
theatre,  Cambridge,  on  Friday,  May  1,  on 

Toxins  and  Antitoxins. 

Mr.  A.  Sidney  Campkin,  J.P.,  presided  over  a  large 
attendance,  including  the  Mayor  (Mr.  P.  H.  Young)  and 
several  representatives  of  the  medical  profession,  as  well  as 
ladies.  Professor  Woodhead  said  there  are  certain  diseases 
one  attack  of  which  protects  against  a  series  of  others — e.g., 
an  attack  of  scarlet  fever  protects  the  patient  more  or  less 
against  future  attacks  of  that  disease.  Vaccine  is  a  special 
protection  against  smallpox.  There  is  a  series  of  similar 
diseases,  and  from  them  it  may  be  argued  that  there  must 
during  the  course  of  any  of  them  be  certain  changes  in  the 
tissues  or  in  the  fluids  of  the  body,  as  a  result  of  which  the 
disease-producing  organisms  are  no  longer  able  to  unfit  the 
human  body  and  thus  set  up  certain  processes  of  disease. 
The  professor  described  the  growth  of  diphtheria,  pointing 
out  that  the  bacilli  give  rise  to  a  most  virulent  poisonous 
growth,  a  small  fraction  of  a  drop  being  quite  sufficient  to 
kill  a  guinea-pig  in  twenty-four  hours.  Under  favourable 
conditions,  the  professor  continued,  the  material  is  so  strong 
that  about  ten  drops  would  kill  two  hundred  guinea-pigs 
fairly  well  grown.  As  a  result  of  experiments  it  has  been 
found  that  the  horse  produces  an  excellent  antidote  to 
diphtheria.  The  first  two  or  three  drops  injected  beneath 
the  skin  of  a  horse  causes  the  animal  to  suffer  a  little, 
although  probably  not  nearly  so  much  discomfort  as  a  human 
being  suffering  from  a  bad  cold.  When  the  slight  swelling 
caused  by  the  injection  has  gone  down,  a  stronger  dose  can 
be  given  without  ill-effect,  and  so  we  can  go  on  increasing 
the  doses  without  any  serious  change  in  the  animal's  con- 
dition. The  injections  produce  in  the  animal  a  substance 
that  neutralises  the  toxins.  This  is  the  serum  known  as 
diphtheria  antitoxin.  Professor  Woodhead  illustrated  the 
value  of  this  antitoxin  by  quoting  statistics  compiled  by 
the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board,  which  showed  that  the 
death-rate  from  diphtheria  has  been  reduced  from  31-3  to 
13  1  per  cent. 

The  Chairman  proposed,  the  Mayor  seconded,  and  Mr.  E. 
Stanley  Wood  (on  behalf  of  the  medical  men  present)  sup- 
ported, a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer.  Mr.  E.  Saville 
Peck,  M.A.,  who  supported  the  motion,  referred  to  the  great 
progress  made  in  the  study  of  toxins  and  antitoxins  in 
Germany,  and  asked  Professor  Woodhead  whether  he  did  not 
think  the  time  ripe  when  diphtheric  and  other  serums  should 
be  included  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

The  motion  having  been  carried  with  acclamation.  Professor 
Woodhead  said,  in  reply,  that  it  is  a  great  pity  we  have  not 
some  official  department  for  the  examination  and  supervision 
of  the  preparation  of  these  antitoxins.  Pharmaceutical  sub- 
stances ought  to  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  above 
reproach  in  every  way.  It  is  the  simple  question  of  the 
vaccine  matter  over  again.  Until  we  have  some  body  to 
undertake  the  control,  and  perhaps  even  the  distribution,  of 
those  various  substances,  we  shall  not  make  the  same 
advances  which  are  being  made  abroad.  He  hoped  that  at 
no  distant  date  we  shall  be  in  the  same  position  as  they  are 
in  Germany.  At  present  medical  men  are  almost  in  the 
hands  either  of  public  bodies  or  of  colleges,  which  have  taken 
up  the  preparation  of  those  substances  as  a  public  duty 
until  the  Government  takes  the  matter  up. 


Cardiff  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  members  met  on  Wednesday  evening,  April  29,  at  Mr.  E. 
Drane's  residence,  when  Mr.  A.  Hagon  presided. 

Mr.  H.  A.  Gerhold  (Secretary)  stated  that,  in  reply  to 
thirty  circulars  which  he  had  sent  to  manufacturers  of 

Proprietary  Articles 

suggesting  that  they  should  put  their  goods  on  the  P.A.T.A. 
list,  he  had  only  received  five  replies.  Messrs.  Scott  &  Bowne 
said  they  have  protected  their  emulsion,  and  Messrs.  Fassett 


&  Johnson  stated  that  Ihey  have  adopted  means  by  which 
a  reasonably  fair  profit  might  be  secured  to  retailers  soiling 
the  preparations,  preferring  to  control  these  matters  them- 
selves rather  than  tie  themselves  up  by  the  agreements 
of  the  P.A.T.A.  As  members  of  the  Manufacturers'  Associa- 
tion they  believed  that  a  common  ground  could  be  found  by 
means  of  which  the  two  evils  which  now  beset  the  proprietary- 
article  business — viz.,  the  cutting  of  prices  and  unfair 
substitution — might  be  at  one  and  the  same  time  corrected. 
They  commended  to  the  Cardiff  Association  the  letter  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  signed  "  Confidence  and 
Conciliation."  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  said  the 
petition  should  receive  their  carefvil  consideration,  adding  : 

We  believe  ours  was  the  first  firm  in  the  United  Kingdom  to 
actively  aid  chemists  in  stopping  the  extravagant  cutting  of  prices 
which  was  threatening  them  with  serious  injury.  We  realised 
that  we  could  not  expect  absolutely  and  entirely  to  stem  the  tide 
of  price-cutting,  but  it  is  a  fact  well  recognised  and  appreciated 
by  many  that  the  unceasing  efforts  we  have  made  in  this  direc- 
tion have  been  remarkably  successful.  We  are,  and  always  have 
been,  earnestly  desirous  of  assisting  chemists  by  every  means 
which  appear  to  us  practicable  to  secure  an  adequate  profit  upon 
sales  of  our  goods,  and  since  the  inception  of  our  business  we 
have  constantly  endeavoured  to  co-operate  with  pharmacists  upon, 
the  principle  of  "  live  and  let  live." 

Messrs.  Steedman  &  Co.  regretted  that  they  had  not  yet 
had  before  them  any  scheme  which  they  could  see  their  way 
to  adopt.  The  only  other  letter  was  from  the  proprietor  of 
Stedman's  teething-powders,  and  was  to  the  effect  that 
Mr.  Stedman  was  at  present  away. 

The  Chairman  said  the  taunt  was  constantly  hurled 
against  the  retail  trade  that  it  was  impossible  to  get  them  to 
reply  to  any  communication  addressed  to  them.  Now, 
however,  they  had  the  manufacturers  themselves  failing  in 
courtesy. 

Mr.  R.  Drane  said  it  appeared  to  him  that  they  were 
getting  into  a  jolly  mess  with  the  P.A.T.A.  They  had  better 
have  swept  the  proprietary  medicines  out  of  their  shops. 
The  letter  from  "  Confidence  and  Conciliation  "  smelt  of  the 
advertiser  all  through. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Chairman  it  was  resolved  to  place 
on  the  minutes  the  regret  of  the  Association  that  so  fev/ 
letters  had  been  received  from  manufacturers  in  reply  to 
their  petition. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  Secretary  said  he  had  received  a  letter  from  Sir 
E.  J.  Reed,  M.P.,  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  what  he  termed 
his  "  interesting  letter  "  re  pharmacy  legislation. 

It  was  resolved  to  have  a  picnic  on  the  last  Wednesday  in 
May. 


Teesside  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  Stockton-on-Tees 
on  April  29,  the  President  (Mr.  R.  R.  Bainbridge)  in  the 
chair.  In  the  course  of  a  resume  of  the  work  done  by  the 
Association  during  the  session,  the  President  said  that  the 
deputation  appointed  to  interview  the  member  for  Stockton, 
Sir  Robert  Ropner,  had  done  good  work  in  enlightening  him 
(Sir  Robert)  on  the  injustice  proposed  to  be  meted  out  to 
chemists  by  the  Privy  Council.  He  paid  a  high  tribute  to 
the  way  in  which  Mr.  Gregory,  the  new  addition  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  had  interested  the  member  in  that 
interview. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Thomson  opened  a  discussion  on 

P.A.T.A.  Methods. 

He  complimented  the  P.A.T.A.  on  the  work  done  in  the 
interests  of  chemists,  but  thought  the  organisation  was 
somewhat  lax.  Members  of  the  P.A.T.A.  put  up  their  retail 
price  on  receiving  notice  of  advances  in  price,  but  other 
dealers,  outside  the  Association,  who  had  no  means  of  promptly 
learning  the  advances,  were  unintentionally  underselling.  He 
suggested  that  the  Association  co-operate  with  the  P.A.T.A. 
by  issuing  month  by  month  notices  of  advances  both  to 
members  and  to  dealers  ont!^ide  the  Association,  so  as  to 
prevent  the  underselling. 

Mr.  Bennison  was  much  opposed  to  the  attitude  of 
chemists  as  a  body  towards  proprietary  articles.  Instead 
of  pushing  and  showing  these  factory-made  goods  he  urged 
that  a  chemist,  as  a  trained  man,  ought  to  prepare,  as  far 
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as  possible,  his  own  pills  and  potions.  He  referred  to  a 
case  recently  publislied  in  a  medical  journal  which  stated 
that  a  patient  had  broken  out  into  a  severe  rash  after  taking 
some  much  -  advertised  nostrum.  The  discussion  was 
carried  on  bj'  Messrs.  Brackenby,  Gregory,  and  other 
members,  who  showed  a  disposition  to  try  and  wake  up  the 
local  P.A.T.A.  Secretary.  A  resolution  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
FiNLAYSON  and  seconded  by  Mr.  T.  W.  Sudlow — 

That  the  Teesside  Chemists'  Association  issue  to  members  and 
other  dealers  lists  of  those  articles  sold  locally  which  were 
advanced  in  price. 

This  was  carried  unanimously,  after  which  supper  was 
announced.  After  attention  to  the  inner  man,  the  meeting 
resolved  itself  into  a  smoker,  Mr.  J.  Robinson  officiating  at 
the  piano.  Songs  and  sketches  were  rendered  by  Messrs.  T. 
Sudlow,  Sowerby,  Thomson,  and  Widdup,  which  were  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  goodly  number  present.  A  hearty  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  entertainers  brought  a  pleasurable  evening 
to  a  close. 


Yarmouth  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  monthly  meeting  was  held  at  156  King  Street  on 
April  30,  Mr.  A.  E.  Richmond  in  the  chair.  In  reply  to  a 
communication  regarding  the  Poisons  Committee  Report,  the 
Secretary  read  letters  from  the  borough  and  county 
members,  both  promising  to  reserve  their  opinion  until  the 
Government  introduced  a  Bill  dealing  with  the  matter. 
After  some  discussion  it  was  decided  that  at  the  present 
time  it  was  not  expedient  to  take  any  further  action  with 
regard  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill  or  the  Poisons  Report.  The 
annual  excursion  to  Potter  Heigham  was  fixed  for  June  11. 


Public  Dispensers'  Association. 

A  MEETING  of  this  Association  was  held  on  April  30,  at 
St.  Bride's  Institute,  Ludgate  Circus,  E.G.,  Mr.  T.  H.  W. 
Idris,  J.P.,  L.C.C.  (President),  in  the  chair.  Owing  to  the 
wet  weather,  the  attendance  was  not  so  large  as  usual — 
■only  about  eighteen  being  present — but  the  proceedings  were 
animated  and  business-like.  Messrs.  Lindsay  and  Mallard 
having  been  appointed  auditors  for  the  year,  the  members 
•discussed  the  question  raised  by  Mr.  Idris  at  a  previous 
meeting  as  to  a 

Suitable  Title 

by  which  members  of  the  Association  should  designate 
^themselves  in  their  dealings  with  Guardians  and  other  public 
■bodies.  The  HON.  Secretary  (Mr.  H.  T.  Samuel)  suggested 
the  title  of  "  chemist "  pure  and  simple.  There  were  many 
other  duties  besides  dispensing  that  public  dispensers  had 
to  perform,  he  said,  such  as  analyses  of  foods,  water,  urine, 
&c.,  and  he  did  not  see  why  they  should  not  have  the  full 
benefit  of  their  legitimate  title.  Mr.  F.  NoAD  Clark 
thought  they  ought  to  consider  what  impression  the  title 
would  have  on  Boards  of  Guardians,  which  were  really 
their  public.  He  favoured  the  title  of  "  dispensing  chemist." 
Mr.  R.  Welford  considered  the  title  "chemist"  imprac- 
ticable. What  was  wanted  was  a  title  that  would  be 
descriptive  and  legal,  and  that  would  appeal  to  Boards  of 
Guardians.  If  they  described  themselves  as  "  chemists " 
only,  the  Boards  would  tell'  them  they  did  not  want 
"chemists,"  but  "dispensers."-  The  title  "dispensing 
chemist"  filled  all  requirements.  One  gentleman  suggested 
the  title  "  medical  chemist,"  but  the  suggestion  was  not  taken 
•up.  The  President  thought  "dispensing  chemist"  the 
'better  title.  If  public  dispensers  insisted  on  calling  them- 
selves "  chemists,"  people  like  Dr.  Stevenson  and  the  analytical 
•experts  attached  to  public  institutions  might  object ;  the 
qualification  "  dispensing "  would  remove  all  objections. 
Mr.  A.  Smith  protested  against  the  use  of  any  title  but  that 
of  "  dispenser  of  medicines."  He  thought  public  dispensers 
should  hold  themselves  aloof  from  titles  that  would  imply 
that  they  were  connected  with  "  cash  chemist,"  "  store 
chemist,"  or  "  dispensing  druggist,"  who  were  no  credit  to 
anyone.  Mr.  NoAD  Clark  pointed  out  that  any  groom  or 
errand-boy  to  a  country  doctor  could  call  himself  a  "  dispenser 
of  medicine,"  and  that  was  the  sort  of  thing  they  wanted  to 
get  away  from.  After  the  Pharmacy  Act  and  the  Apothecaries 
Act  had  been  expounded  to  Mr.  Smith  by  the  Hon.  Secretary, 


and  Mr.  W.  E.  Miller  had  trenchantly  condemned  Mr. 
Smith's  idea,  a  resolution  was  put  to  the  meeting,  which, 
with  one  dissentient,  decided  in  favour  of  "  dispensing 
chemist." 

Council  Election. 

In  connection  with  the  forthcoming  election  to  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  it  was  unanimously  agreed,  on 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Miller,  seconded  by  Mr.  Lindsay,  to 
support  the  candidature  of  Messrs.  Hills,  Campkin,  and 
Wootton. 

Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  then  read  the  letter  (C.^B.,  May  2, 
page  717)  which  had  been  sent  to  each  member  of  the 
Association  to  be  forwarded  to  local  members  of  Parliament. 
The  Council  of  the  Association,  he  said,  felt  that  the 
omission  of  a  clause  making  provision  for  the  insistence  of 
qualified  dispensers  in  public  institutions,  was  a  serious  one. 
Means  might  have  been  taken  by  the  framers  of  the  Bill  to 
remedy  the  defect  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  which  only 
protected  open  shops.  Letters  on  the  subject  are  to  be 
submitted  to  the  General  Medical  Council,  the  Coroners' 
Society,  and  the  Privy  Council.  Mr.  Welford  endorsed  the 
remarks  of  the  Secretary,  reiterating  his  oft-repeated  asser- 
tion that  more  poisons  are  dispensed  in  public  institutions 
in  London  in  one  day  than  in  all  the  chemists'  shops  put 
together  in  a  year.  The  President  inquired  the  basis  of 
the  calculation  supporting  this  statement,  and,  having  gone 
into  the  matter  thoroughly,  agreed  that  it  was  substantially 
correct.  The  Hon.  Secretary  commended  the  evidence  of 
Dr.  Wynn  Westcott  to  the  Poisons  Committee,  and  cited 
instances  from  his  own  experience  of  the  carefulness  of  the 
qualified  dispenser  in  a  public  institution.  He  also  read 
commendatory  letters  from  new  members  of  the  Association 
in  various  parts  of  the  country. 


Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and 
Apprentices'  Association. 

The  annual  business  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  in 
Edinburgh  on  April  29,  Mr.  J.  W.  Plenderleith  (President) 
in  the  chair.    The  Secretary  (Mr.  A.  E.  Kelly)  read  the 

Report  of  the  Prize  Committee. 

Twelve  candidates  had  competed  for  prizes  during  the 
session,  being  a  larger  number  than  in  previous  years,  and 
the  standard  attained  by  the  winners  had  been  uniformly 
good.  The  pharmacy  prize  presented  by  Mr.  J.  Laidlaw 
Ewing  had  been  gained  by  George  Steven  (Messrs.  Paton  & 
Finlay),  27  Bruntsfield  Place ;  and  the  second  prize  in  the 
same  competition,  presented  by  Mr.  William  Aitken,  Durham, 
was  won  by  George  Smith  (Mr.  Peter  Boa),  49  Ashley 
Terrace.  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill,  in  the  unavoidable  absence  of 
Messrs.  Ewing  and  Aitken,  presented  Mr.  Steven  with 
Perkin  and  Kipping's  "  Organic  Chemistry,"  Newth's  "  Prac- 
tical Inorganic  Chemistry,"  and  an  interleaved  British  Phar- 
macopoeia, 1898 ;  and  Mr.  Smith  with  Lowson's  "  Botany " 
and  Newth's  "  Inorganic  Chemistry." 

Annual  Report  and  Financial  Statement. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  annual  report,  and  the 
Treasurer  (Mr.  E.  Osmond  Rowland)  presented  the 
financial  statement,  from  which  it  appeared  that  the  session 
had  been  fairly  successful,  and  the  meetings  had  been  better 
attended  than  during  the  previous  session.  A  new  feature 
was  a  lecture  with  practical  demonstration  on  photography, 
and  it  was  hoped  a  night  would  be  set  aside  during  next 
session  for  papers  and  discussions  on  this  subject.  Twenty 
new  members  had  joined  during  the  session,  but  after 
removing  names  of  those  who  had  left  the  membership 
remained  practically  the  same.  There  was  a  balance  of 
1/.  4«.  10^.  in  hand.  Several  suggestions  regarding  ways 
and  means  were  remitted  to  the  committee.

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Treasurer,  Mr.  E.  Osmond  Rowland,  117  Princes  Street; 
Committee,  Misses  J.  Glass  and  D.  Watson,  and  Messrs. 
H.  L.  Cairncross,  J.  Hutcheon,  J.  G.  Sclater,  G.  Smith,  G. 
Steven,  and  J.  Tait ;  Prize  Committee,  the  President,  Vice- 
President,  and  Secretary,  and  Messrs.  W.  B.  Cowie,  W. 
Duncan,  and  G.  H.  0.  Rowland.  On  the  motion  of  Mr. 
G.  H.  C.  RowIjAnd,  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded 
to  the  retiring  office-bearers,  and  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  the  use  of  the  rooms.  It  was  agreed  to  adjourn 
the  discussion  on  the  Preliminary  examination  until  a  subse- 
quent meeting. 


Barnsley  Chemists'  Association. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  on  Thursday, 
April  30,  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Barnsley.  Amongst  other 
correspondence,  a  communication  from  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn- 
Jones  in  reference  to  the  ammoniated-tincture-of-quinine 
case  was  read.  The  following  resolution,  moved  by  Mr. 
H.  B.  BiLLiNGTON,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  Bellamy,  was  unani- 
mously passed : 

That  the  Barnsley  and  District  Chemists'  Association  express 
their  best  thanks  to  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn- Jones  and  the  CD. A.  for  the 
point  gained  for  chemists  as  a  result  of  the  action  brought  by  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  against  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  for  selling  (un- 
stamped) ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine  B.P.  with  a  recommenda- 
tion thereon. 

Messrs.  J.  P.  Norwood  and  E.  Nash  were  appointed  dele- 
gates to  attend  the  West  Riding  Federation  meeting. 


Northampton  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Black  Boy  Hotel, 
Northampton,  on  Friday,  May  1,  Mr.  W.  D.  Mayger  (Presi- 
dent) in  the  chair.  The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  F.  Cowdery) 
read 

The  Annual  Report. 

This  showed  that  one  member  had  resigned  during  the  year 
and  that  two  gentlemen  were  seeking  election.  Eight 
meetings  had  been  held  during  the  year.  That  <lay  was  the 
first  anniversary  of  the  inauguration  of  the  early- closing 
movement  among  the  members  of  the  Association.  The 
pledge  for  early  closing  had  been  fairly  well  kept.

Secretary.  Mr.  Gatehouse  seconded,  and  the  proposition 
was  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Cowdery  then  submitted  his  statement  as  Treasurer. 
The  year  commenced  with  11.  4s.  lid.  in  hand,  and  ended 
with  a  balance  of  1/.  1*.  3(1.    This  report  also  was  adopted. 

Election  of  Officers. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Ashford  moved  the  re-election  of  the  President, 
Mr.  Cowdery  seconded,  and  Mr.  McKinnell  heartily 
supported — carried.  The  President,  in  his  reply,  said  he 
did  not  consider  that  the  Association  had  yet  accomplished 
its  objects,  and  he  urged  that  there  was  room  for  very  great 
improvement  in  their  action,  and  especially  in  their  attend- 
ances. Mr.  A.  Armitt  and  Mr.  E.  C.  Ashford  were  re-elected 
Vice-Presidents  and  Mr.  F.  Cowdery  was  re-elected  Hon. 
Secretary  and  Hon.  Treasurer.  Mr.  H.  0.  Wilson  and  Mr. 
H.  Rolfe  were  elected  members  of  the  Association. 

Other  Business. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  E.  C.  Ashford  Mr.  Cowdery  was 
nominated  as  local  Secretary  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  McKinnell,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Ingle,  the  Association  decided  to  meet  monthly  through  the 
summer. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Ashford  urged  the  Association  to  take  steps  to 
secure  the  sympathy  of  local  members  of  Parliament  towards 
the  attitude  of  the  chemists  to  the  report  of  the  Poisons 
Committee.  After  some  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  the 
Hon.  Secretary  be  requested  to  write  to  all  the  local  M.P.s, 
asking  them  for  the  present  to  preserve  an  open  mind  upon 
the  report  of  the  Poisons  Committee  and  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 


The  President  promised  to  interview  some  of  the  local 
members  of  Parliament. 

Mr.  McKinnell  propjsed,  and  it  was  unanimously 
resolved,  that  the  Association  continue  to  be  aililiated  with 
the  Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations. 


West  Riding  Federation. 

A  general  meeting  of  delegates  was  held  on  Tuesday 
evening,  May  5,  at  the  White  Horse  Hotel,  Wakefield,  the 
President  (Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw)  being  in  the  chair. 

Why  Inactive. 

Answering  a  question  as  to  why  the  Federation  had  not 
sent  the  resolutions  to  the  Privy  Council  and  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  held  a  general  meeting  of 
West  Riding  chemists  at  Leeds,  which  it  was  resolved  to  do 
at  the  last  meeting,  the  President  stated  that  all  action 
was  suspended  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Bremridge  at  the 
Bradford  meeting.  It  was  resolved  that  the  holding  of  the 
proposed  meeting  at  Leeds  should  be  further  postponed. 

Regret  was  expressed  that  Halifax  was  again  unrepre- 
sented at  the  Conference,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  write  to  the  Halifax  Association  expressing  that  regret, 
and  the  hope  that  it  would  throw  its  influence  into  the  scale 
in  aid  of  the  work  of  the  Federation. 

Mr.  Broadhead's  Circular. 

Some  discussion  occurred  upon  a  resolution  which  had 
been  sent  by  the  Bradford  Association  objecting  to  the 
action  of  the  Secretary  (Mr.  R.  Broadhead)  in  sending  out  a 
circular  in  favour  of  the  candidature  of  Mr.  Walshaw  in  the 
name  of  the  Federation  without  the  matter  having  been 
considered  in  any  way  by  the  Federation  as  a  body. 

Alderman  Dunn  said  that  Bradford's  only  purpose  was  to 
emphasise  the  point  that  the  Federation's  name  should  not 
be  cited  in  support  of  anything  until  a  resolution  on  the 
matter  had  been  put  before  the  Federation. 

Mr.  Broadhead  said  he  had  issued  the  circular  without 
desiring  to  give  offence  to  anyone,  and  had  simply  acted 
upon  the  general  feeling  that  he  knew  to  obtain  in  the 
West  Riding. 

The  President  said  that  at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  the 
circular  he  was  under  the  impression  that  the  matter  of  his 
candidature  must  have  been  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Federation  after  he  had  left.  Of  course,  when  the  question 
was  raised  by  the  Bradford  Association,  he  at  once  took 
means  of  disassociating  himself  from  the  action  which  had 
been  taken,  and  made  it  clear  that  his  candidature  was  a 
personal  matter,  and  not  a  West  Riding  matter. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  incident  should  be  considered  as 
closed  ;  and  it  was  resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Alderman 
Dunn,  seconded  by  Mr.  Rigby — 

That  the  Federation  cannot  be  pledged  to  any  line  of  ac tic  n 
without  the  full  consent  of  the  Federation  in  general  meeting. 

Other  Matters. 

The  meeting  then  considered  the  rules,  and  coDfiimed 
them. 

The  President  informed  the  meeting  that  an  association 
had  been  formed  at  Harrogate,  and  Harrogate  chemists 
were,  by  resolution,  congratulated. 

The  President  then  explained  what  he  had  done  regard- 
ing the  Poisons  Committee's  report ;  and  Mr.  Gledhill 
(Dewsbury)  said  that  resolutions  passed  by  the  Heckmond- 
wike  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  others  was  to  some  extent 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  notice  from  Bloomsbury  Square  had 
come  too  late.  He  had  taken  action  in  Dewsbury,  and  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  there  had  declined  to  pass  the 
objectionable  resolution. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  present  position  of  the  Pharmacy 
Bill,  it  was  decided  to  authorise  the  President  and  Secretary 
to  call  a  special  meeting  when  necessary. 

The  President  moved  a  resolution  congratulating  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  upon  his  success  in  the  test-cases,  which  was 
passed. 

The  question  of  the  advisability  of  promoting  Mr. 
Walshaw's  candidature  as  a  nominee  of  the  Federation  was 
then  discussed,  but  it  was  determined,  on  Mr.  Walshaw's 
own  advice,  to  leave  the  matter  where  it  stood  at  present.

WITH  the  progress  that  the  last  decade  has  seen  in  the 
chemistry  and  analysis  of  essential  oils,  the  older  and 
crude  methods  of  adulteration  have  become  less  profitable  on 
aooDuat  of  the  case  with  which  they  are  detected.  So 
thorny  in  this  respect  have  the  paths  of  the  adulterator 
become  that  it  is  clear  that  considerably  more  chemical 
knowledge  is  being  sought  for  aad  brought  to  bear  on  the 
methods  for  adulterating  esseatial  oils  to-day  than  has  at 
any  previous  time  been  the  case. 

A  striking  example  of  this  is  the  discovery  of  the  esters  of 
glyceriu  as  an  adulterant  of  peppermint  oil  by  Messrs. 
Umney  and  Bennett.  It  is  fortunate  that  in  such  cases  the 
oils  can  seldom  be  "  faked  "  for  more  than  certain  tests,  as 
they  entirely  fail  in  some  other  important  particular.  Bat 
the  use  of  a  mere  rule-of-thumb  test  will  often  pass  the  oil 
and  it  is  clear  that  the  adulterator  in  such  cases  is  aiming  at 
the  test  which  is  most  frequently  applied. 

Another  case  of  such  quasi-scientific  adulteration  has  just 
come  before  my  notice.  A  sample  of  lemongrass  oil  was 
submitted  to  me,  and  yielded  the  following  figures  on 
analysis : 

Sp.  gr   0  893 

Optical  rotation      ...    —  1°  50' 

Solubility  ia  3  vols.  70-per-caat.  alcohol...  Complete 
Citral  (apparent)      76  per  cent. 

Except  for  low  sp.  gr.  there  was  nothing  iu  these  figures 
to  excite  suspicion ;  the  high  aldehyde-content  and  easy 
sjlubilifcy  were  against  the  idea  of  adulteration  with  the 
decitralised  residues  of  lemongrass  oil.  The  odour  of  the 
oil  was,  perhaps,  a  trifle  abnormal,  but  no  definite  suggestion 
could  be  gathered  from  this. 

Fifty  cubic  centimetres  was  distilled  under  reduced 
pressure,  and  the  adulteration  was  at  once  revealed.  Some 
liquid  commenced  to  come  over  at  a  very  low  temperature, 
so  that  the  vacuum  was  broken  and  the  distillation  carried 
out  under  ordinary  pressure.  From  the  50  c.c.  5  5  c.c.  was 
obtained  below  63°  C.  This  small  fraction  had  a  distinct 
odour  of  its  own,  but  was  contaminated  with  a  lemongrass 
odour  also.  On  redistillation  it  came  over  between  55°  and 
60°  C,  and  was  soluble  in  water  (with  the  exception  of  a 
slight  turbidity),  and  gave  a  marked  reaction  with  fuchsine 
and  sulphurods  acid.  It  is  thus  clearly  acetone.  Traces  of 
a  crystalline  oxime  were  obtained  from  it,  but  not  suflicient 
to  determine  the  melting-point  with  any  degree  of  accuracy. 

So  long  as  a  lemongrass  oil  is  pure,  the  oil  should  be 
valued  and  sold  on  its  citral-content,  in  the  same  way  as 
cassia  oil,  but  it  is  necessary  to  determine  the  purity  of  the 
oil  before  determining  this  figure.  The  odour  of  acetone 
would  be  a  bar  to  its  extensive  use  for  adulterating  oils, 
but  acetone  and  acetin  are  undoubtedly  a  dangerous  com- 
bination in  the  hands  of  a  really  skilled  adulterator. 


Gastric  Ulcer. 
The  treatment  of  hepatic  colic  by  olive  oil  internally  is  of 
ancient  date,  but  Professor  Mathieu,  of  Paris,  by  a  series  of 
experiments,  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  same  treat- 
ment is  highly  beneficial  in  cases  of  stenosis  of  the  pylorus, 
and  in  chronic  gastric  ulcer,  where  an  excess  of  acid  exists. 
The  olive  oil  possesses  a  considerable  nutritive  value,  and, 
besides,  does  not  provoke  gastric  fermentation,  as  is  observed 
with  the  lactic  regimen.    The  amount  of  the  oil  ingested 


daily  is  about  5  oz.,  given  in  three  doses.  The  patients 
seem  to  take  it  without  much  reluctance,  and  after  about  a 
week  of  the  treatment  the  painful  gastric  symptoms  dis- 
appear.— Medical  Press. 

Septoforma. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  the  B.M.J,  this  new  non-poisonous 
and  odourless  antiseptic  is  described.  Septoforma  is  stated  to 
be  derived  from  the  condensation-products  of  formaldehyde, 
and  substances  of  the  naphthalin  and  phenol  group,  notably 
(C,„H,0)2CH„.  It  is  prepared  in  the  forms  of  a  soap  and  a 
watery  solution.  The  latter  is  a  transparent  yellowish-brown 
fluid  which  lathers  o"n  shaking.  A  1§  to  3  per  cent,  solution 
is  used  for  wounds,  v  Viilst  for  disinfecting  instruments  5  to 
10  per  cent,  is  the  strength  to  use. 

SOMNOFORM. 

We  have  had  inquiries  lately  in  regard  to  the  composition 
and  properties  of  this  anaesthetic  (C.  ^-  B.,  July  5,  1902, 
page  26),  and  it  may  be  of  general  interest  to  again  state 
briefly  that  it  is  composed  of  ethyl  chloride  60  parts,  methyl 
chloride  35  parts,  and  ethyl  bromide  5  parts.  Its  merits 
were  discussed  by  the  Society  of  Ansesthetists  last  month, 
and  Mr.  W.  Foster  Cross,  who  led  the  discussion,  said  he 
had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  somnoform  possesses  few, 
if  any,  advantages  over  the  ordinary  anaesthetics  in  daily 
use,  besides  having  certain  disadvantages.  The  members 
agreed  with  him  on  the  whole.  For  full  details,  see  the 
Lancet  of  April  25. 

Dietetic  Treatment  of  Dyspepsia. 

Dr.  Egbert  Hutchison,  in  the  course  of  a  recent  address 
delivered  to  the  West  Kent  Medico-Chirurgical  Society 
{Lancet,  page  1155),  speaking  of  diet  for  dyspeptics,  said  the 
mechanical  form  of  the  food  must  always  be  of  more 
importance  than  its  chemical  composition.  The  reason  for 
this  is  that  disorders  of  the  stomach  are  of  comparatively 
little  importance  so  long  as  its  mechanical  power  of  driving 
the  food  on  into  the  duodenum  is  unimpaired.  The  ease  with 
which  this  can  be  accomplished  depends  upon  the  mechani- 
cal resistance  offered  by  the  food  to  its  conversion  into 
chyme.  The  meals  of  the  dyspeptic,  therefore,  must  be 
small  and  must  contain  no  ingredients  which  are  difficult  of 
solution.  Cellulose  in  the  vegetable  foods  and  tough  con- 
nective tissue  in  the  animal  are  the  things  which  it  is  of 
special  importance  to  avoid.  In  further  justification  of  this 
principle,  it  may  be  observed  that  we  do  not  yet  know 
enough  of  the  chemistry  of  the  gastric  juice,  or  of  its  per- 
versions in  disease,  to  enable  us  with  any  confidence  to 
adjust  the  chemical  composition  of  the  food  to  the  existing 
state  of  the  gastric  secretion.
